Begun  and  held^  at  the  Capitol,  in  the  City  of  Washington,  in  the 
District  of  Colambia,  on  Monday,  the  6th  day  of  December,  iii  the 
year  of  our  Lord  1819,  being  the  First  Session  of  the  Sixteenth 
CoK 6RE88,  held  under  the  Constitution  of  Government  of  the  United 
States* 

On  which  day,  bein^  that  impointed  by  the  Constitution  of  the  Unit- 
ed States  for  the  meeting  of  Congress,  the  following  Members  of  the 
House  of  Representatives  appealed,  produced  their  credentials,  and 
took  their  seats,  to  wit:

The  House  proceeded,  hj  bnlloty  to  tbe  choice  of  a  Speaker,  and, 
upon  examining  the  ballots,  it  appeared  Ifaat  Hekrt  Clat,  one  of 
the  Representatives  for  the  State  of  Kentucl^y,  ^ras  duly  elected; 
Whereupon, 

Mr.  Clay  was  conducted  to  the  Speaker's  chair,  and  the  oath  to 
sQpport  the  Constitution  of  the  United,  as  prescribed  by  the  act,  en- 
titled *^  An  act  to  regulate  the  time  and  manner  of  administering  cer- 
tain oaths;''  was  administered  to  him  by  Mr«  Newton,  one  of  .the 
members  for  the^  State  of  Virginia;  after  which  be  made  his  acknow^ 
ledgment  to  the  House'  in  the  following  words: 

Gentlemen:  Again  called,  by  your  favorable  opinion,  to  the  dis- 
tiogaished  station  to  whicli  I  have  been  freqiiently  assigned  by  that 
of  your  predecessors,  I  owe  to  you  the  ex^jression  of  my  most  re- 
spectful thanks;  and^I  pray  you  to  believe  tliat  1  feel  inexpressible 
gratitude,  as  weU  for  tbe  houor  itself,  as  for  the  flattering  manner 
in  which  it  has  been  coiiferi'ed.  In  our  extensive  confederacy,  gen- 
tlemen, embracing  such  various  and  important  relations,  it  must 
necessarily  happen  that  each  successive  session  of  the  House  of  Re- 
presentatives will  bri4g  with  it  subjects  of  the  greatest  moment. 
During  that  which  we  are  now  about  to  open,  we  have  e^ery  reason 
to  anticipate  that  the  matters  which  we  shall  be  required  to  consider, 
and  to  decide,  possess  the  highest  degree  of  intei^est.  To  give  effect 
to  our  deliberations;  to  enable  us  to  command  the  respect  ofthosewho 
may  witness  or  be  affected  by  them;  and,  to  entitle  us  to  the  affection 
and  confidence  of  oui-  constitoents,  the  maintenance  of  order  and  de- 
corum is  abspJutely  necessary.  Being  quite  sure  that  your  own  com- 
fort, your  sense  of  propriety,  and  the  just  estimate  which  you  must 
make  of  the  dignity  which  belongs  to  this  House,  will  induce  you  to 
render  to  the  chair  your  cordial  co-operation;  I  proceed  to  discharge 
its  duties  with  the  sincere  assurance  of  employing  my  best  exertions 
to  merit  the  choice  which  you  have  been  pleased  to  make.  And  it 
will  be  to  me  the  greatest  happiness,  if  I  should  be  so  fortunate  as  to 
satisfy,' in  this  respect,  your  expectations. 

The  oath,  or  affirmation,  to  support  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States,  as  prescribed  by  the  act  before  mentioned,  was  then  admU 
nistered  by  the  Speaker  to  aU  the  other  members  above  mentioned, 
except  S.  Smith,  of  Maryland. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Newton, 

The  House  proceeded  to  the  appointment  of  a  Clerk; 
Whereupon, 

Thomas  Doughei'ty  was  unanimously  apixrinted. 

The  same  oath,  together  with  the  oath  of  office,  prescribM  by  the 
said  act,  were  also  adn|inistei*ed  to  the  Clerk  by  MK  Sjieaker. 
Oh  motion  of  Mr.  Nelson,  of  Virginia, 

Ordered,  That  a  message  be  sent  to  the  Senate,  to  inform  them 
that  a  quoi:um  of  tiiis  House  is  assembled,  that  they  have  electee^ 
Henry  Clay  their  Speaker,  and  are  ready  to  proceed  to  business;  and 
that  the  Clerk  go  with  the  said  message. 
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John  Scott  alfiio  appeared^  prodoced  his  Credentia!isy  and  took  his 
•eat  as  the  delegate  from  the  territory  of  Missouri;  the  oath  to  sup* 
port  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  being  first  administered  t» 
kim  by  Mr.  Speaker. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Newton^ 

Resolved,  unanimously,  ThatTliomas  Dunn  be  appointed  ser- 
geant at  arms,  Thomas  Claxton,  door  keeper,  and  Benjamin  Burcht 
assistant  door  keeper,  to  the  Houses  and  that  they  severally  giva 
their  attendance  accordingly. 

A  message  fi-om  the  Senate,  by  Mr.  Cutts,  their  Secretary: 

Mr.  Speaker:  I  am  directed  to  inform  this  House,  that  a  quorum 
4f  the  Senate  is  assembled,  aiid  i-eady  to  proceed  to  business.  Anl 
then  he  withdrew. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Newton, 

Resolved,  That  the  rules  and  orders  established  by  the  late  Housa 
•f  Repi*esentatives,  be  deemed  and  taken  to  be  the  rules  and  ordei*s  of 
proceeding  to  be  observed  ia  this  House,  until  a  revision  or  alteration 
•f  the  same  shall  take  place. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Storrs, 

Resolved,  That  the  Clerk  be  directed  to  furnish  the  members  of 
this  House  with  such  newspapei's  as  tliey  may  elect;  the  expense  of 
•ach  member  not  to  exceed  the  price  of  three  daily  papers. 

Mr.  Anderson  laid  before  the  House  a  manuscript  copy  of  the  con^^ 
stitution  adopted  by  the  people  of  the  Alabama  territory;  which  .was 
received  and  referred  to  a  select  committee;  and, 

Mr.  Andeirson,  Mr.  Taylor,  and  Mi*.  Pleasants^  were  appointed 
the  said  committee. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Nelson,  of  Yir^nia, 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  be  appointed^n  the  part  of  this  House, 
to  join  such  committee  as  may  be  appointed  on  the  pul  of  the  Senate, 
to  wait  on  the  President  of  the  United  States,  and  to  inform  him  that 
a  qaonim  of  the  two  Houses  is  assembled,  and  ready  to  receive  any 
communications  he  may  be  pleased  to  make  to  them. 

Mr.  Nelson,  of  Virginia,  and  Mr.  Stoi*rs,  were  appointed  of  the  said 
Aunn^ittee  on  the  part  of  this  House. 

Ordci-ed,  That  tli^*  Clerk  acquaint  the  Seimte  therewith. 
On  inotionof  Mr.  Newton, 

Ordered,  Hiat  the  daily  hour  to  which  this  House  shall  stand  ad*  . 
journed,  be  12  o^clock  in  the  forenoon,  until  otherwise  oi*dered. 

And  then  the  House  adjourned. 

TUESDAY,  December  7th,  1819. 

Several  other  members,  to  wit:  from  Pennsylvania,  Greorge  Den- 
nison;  from  Virginia,  Ballard  Smith,  and  £i*om  Georgia,  William' 
Tcarill,  appeared,  produced  their  credentials,  and  took  their  setkia; 
the  oath  to  support  tlie  Constitution  of  the  United  States  being  first 
administered  to  them  by  Mr.  Speaker^  aS)  also^  to  Samuel  Smithy  of 
Maryland,  who  appeared  yesterday. 
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A  messa^  from  the  Senate,  by  Mr.  CuttSy  their  Secretaiy: 
Mr.  Speaker:  The  Senate  concur  in  the  order  for  the  appqintnitet 
of  a  joint  committee,  to  wait  on  the  President  of  the  United  States^ 
and  inform  him  that  a  quorum  of  the  two  Houses  is  assembled,  and 
ready  to  receive  anj  communication  he  may  be  pleased  to  make  t6 
them»  und  have  appointed  il  committee  on  their  part.  They  have 
pas8€;d  a  resolution  fortlie  appointment  of  a  joint- committee  for  En^ 
rolled  Bills,  and  have  appointed  Mr.  Wilson  of  the  said  committee 
on  their  part.  They  have  also  passed  a  resolution  for  the  appointoMMt 
of  two  chaplains  to  Congress  for  the  present  session,  one  hy  toch 
House,  who  shall  interchange  weekly:  in  which  resolution^  they  ask 
>  the  concurrence  of  this  House.    And  then  he  withdrew! 

The  said  resolutions  were  read,  and  severally  concurred  jn  by  the 
House;  and,  Mr.  Darlington,  and  Mr.  Foot,  were  appointed  of  the 
committee  for  Enrolled  Bills  on  the  part  of  tiiis  House. 

Ordereii,  That  the  Clerk  acquaint  the  Senate  therewith. 

Mr.  Nelson,  of  Virginia,  from  the  joint  committee  appointed  to 
wait  on  the  President  of  the  United  States,  and  inform  him  thaf  a 
quorum  of  the-  two  Houses  is  assembled,  and  ready  to  receive  any  coni* 
munication  he  may  be  pleased  to  make  to  them;  reported  that  tiie 
committee  had  performed  that  service,  and  that  the  President  an- 
swered, that  he  would  make  a  communication  to  the  two  Houses  of 
Congress  to-day  at  12  o'clock. 

The  following  proposition  of  amendment  to  the  standing  rules  and 
orders  of  the  House  was  submitted  by  Mr.  Little^  which  wad  read 
and  ordered  to  lie  on  the  table,  vizr 

That  the  Slst  rule  of  this  House  be  so  amended,  as  that  a  distinct 
committee  of  Jlidnufuctures  be  appointed,  as  an  additional  standing 
committee. 

A  communication,  in  writing,  was  then  received  from  the  President 
of  the  United  States,  by  Mr.  Joseph  Jones  Monroe,  his  Secretary « 
who  delivered  in  the  ^ame  at  tiie  Speaker's  table,  and  withdrew* 

The^Ud  communication  was  then  read  as  follows: 

BEULOW-CIflZBirS   07  THB   SENATE, 

AITD  OF  THE  HOUSE  OV  BEPBESEITTATIVES  : 

The  public  buildings  being  advanced  to  a  stage  that  aflbrd  accMer 
laodation  for  Congress,  I  dfer  you  my  sincere  con^pratulations  on  the 
recommencement  of  your  duties  in  the;  Capitol. 

In  bringineto  view  tiie  incidents  most  deserving  attention,  whidi 
have  occurred  since  your  last  session,  I  regret  to  have  to  state,  Diat 
several  of  Our  principal  cities  have  suffered  by  sickness;  tiiat  an  unu- 
sual drought  has  prevailed  in  the  middle  and  western  states;  and 
that  a  derangement  has  been  felt  in  some  of  oof  moneyed  instittt-* 
fions,  which  has  proportionably  ftfikcted  their  credit.  I  am  bappr^ 
however,  to  have  it  in  my  power  to  sssate  you  that  the  healw 
of  our  cities  is  now  completely  restored;  that  the  produ(5e  of  the 
year^  though  less  abundant  than  usual,  wilf  not  only  be  amp^ 
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sufficient  for  home  consumption,  but  afford  a  large  surplus,  for  the 
supply  of  the  wants  of  other  nations;  and  that  the  derangement  in  the 
circulating  paper  medium,  by  being  left  to  those  remedies  which  its 
•bvious  causes  suggested,  and  the  good  sende  and  virtue  of  our  fellow- 
citizens  supplied,  has  diminished. 

Having  informed  Congress,  on  the  27th  of  February  last,  tliat  a 
treaty  of  amityt  settlement,  and  limits,  had  been  concluded,  in  this 
city,  between  the  .United  States  and  Spain,  and  ratified  by  the  com- 
petent authorities  of  the  former,  full  confidence  was  entertained  that 
it  would  have  been  ratified  by  his  Catholic  Majesty,  with  equal  promp- 
titude, and  a  like  earnest  desire  to  terminate,  on  the  conditions  of  that 
treaty,  the  differenccfs  which  had  so  long  eiusted  between  the  two  ^ 
countries.  Evei^  view,  which  the  subject  admitted  of,  was  thought 
to  have  justified  this  conclusion.  Great  losses  had  been  sustained 
by  citizens  of  the  United  States,  from  Spanish  cruizers,  more  than 
twenty  ^ears  before,  which  had  not  been  redressed.  These  losses  had 
been  acknowledged  and  provided  for  by  a  treaty,  as  far  back  as  tlie 
yfiar  1802,  whi^,  although  concluded  at  Madiid^  was  not  tlien  rati- 
fied by  the  government  of  Spain,  nor  since,  until  the  last  year,  when 
it  was  suspended  by  the  late  treaty,  a  more  satisfactory  provision  to 
both  parties,  as  was  presumed,  having  been  made  for  tbcm.  Other 
differences  had  arisen,  in  this  long  interval,  affecting  their  highest  in- 
terests, which  were  likewise  provided  for,  by  this  last  treaty.  Tho 
treaty  itself  was  formed  on  great  consideration,  and  a  tliorough 
>  knowledge  of  all  circumstances,  the  subject  matter  of  every  article 
having  been  for  years  under  discussion,  and  repeated  references  hav-  . 
ing  been  made,  by  the  Minister  of  Spain,  to  his  government,  on  the 
points  respecting  which  the  greatest  difference  of  opinion  prevailed. 
It  was  formed  by  ^  Minister  duly  authorized  for  the  purpose,  who 
had  represented  his  government  in  the  United  States,  and  been  em- 
ployed, in  this  long  protracted  negotiation,  several  years;  and  who, 
it  is  not  denied,  kept  strictly  within  the-  letter  of  his  instructions. 
The  faith  of  Spain  was  therefore  pledged,  under  circimistances  of  pe- 
culiar force  and  solemnity,  for  its  rat^cation. 

On  the  part  of  the  United  States,  this  treaty  was  evidently  acced- 
ed to  in  a  spirit  of  conciliation  and  concession.  The  indemnity  for 
ixyuries  and  losses,  so  long  before  sustain^,  and  now  again  acknow- 
ledged and  provided  for,  was  to  be  paid  by  them,  without  becoming  a 
charge  on  tne  treasury  of  Spain.  For  territory  ceded  by  Spain, 
other  territory  of  great  value,  to  which  our  claim  was  believed  to  be 
well  founded,  was  ceded  by  the  United  States,  and  in  a  quai*ter  more 
interesting  to  her.  This  cession  was,  nevertheless,  received  as  the 
means  of  indemnifying  our  citizens,  in  a  considerable  sum,  the  pre- 
sumed amount  of  their  losses.  Other  considerations,  of  great  weieht, 
urged  the  cession  of  this  territory  by  Spain.  It  was  surrounded  by 
the  territories  of  the  United  States,  on  every  side,  except  on  that  of 
the  ocean.  Spain  had  lost  her  authority  over  it,  and,  falling  into  the 
hands  of  adventurers  connected  with  the  savages,  it  was  made  the 
*9eaBs  of  unceasing  annoyance  and  injury  to  our  Union»  in  many  of 
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its  most  essential  interests.  By  this*  cession,  then,  Spain  ceded  a 
territoiy,  in  reality,  of  no  value  to  her,  and  obtained  concessions  of 
the  highest  importance,  by  the  settlement  of  longstanding  differences 
with  the  United  States,  affecting  their  respective  claims  and  limits, 
and  likewise  relieved  herself  from  the  obligation  of  a  treaty,  relating 
to  it,  which  she  had  failed  to  fulfil,  and  also  from  the  responsibility 
incident  to  the  most  flagrant  and  pernicious  abuses  of  her  rights, 
whei*e  she  could  not  support  her  authority. 

It  being  known  that  the  treaty  was  formed  under  these  circumstan- 
ces, not  a  doubt  was  entertained  that  his  Catholic  Majesty  would 
hare  ratified  it  without  delay.  I  regret  to  have  to  state,  tiiat  this 
reaaonable  expectation  has  been  disappointed;  that  the  treaty  was  not 
ratified  within  the  time  stipulated,  and  has  not  since  beep  ratified. 
As  it  is  important  Ihat  tiie  nature  and.  character  of  this  unexpected 
occurrence  should  be  distinctly  understood,  I  think  it  my  duty  to 
communicate  to  you  all  the  facts  and  circumstances,  in  my  posses- 
sion, relating  to  it. 

Anxious  to  prevent  all  future  disag^ement  with  Spain,  by  giving 
the  most  prompt  effect  to  the  treaty,  which  had  been  thus  concluded, 
and,  particularly,  by  the  establiBhment  of  a  government  in  Florida, 
which  should  preserve  order  there,  the  minister  of  the  United  States, 
who  had  been  recently  appointed  to  his  Catholic  Majesty,  and  to 
whom  the  ratification,  by  his  government,  had  beien  committed,  to* 
be  exchanged  for  that  of  Spain,  was  instructed  to  transmit  the  latter 
to  the  Department  of  State,  as  soon  as  obtained,  by  a  public  ship, 
subjected  to  his  order  for  the  purpose.  Unexpected  delay  occurring 
in  the  ratification,  by  Spain,  be  i*equested  to  be  informed  of  the  cause: 
It  was  stated,  in  reply,  that  the  great  importance  of  tlie  subject,  and 
a  desire  to  obtain  explanations  on  certain  points,  which  were  not 
specified,  had  produced  the  delay,  and  that  an  Envoy  would  be  de^ 
spatched  to  the  United  States,  to  obtain  such  explanations  of  this  go- 
vernment. Tlie  Minister  of  the  United  Statog  offered  to  give  full 
explanation  on  any  point  on  which  it  might  be  desired^  which  pro-  ' 
pc^al  was  declined.  Having  communicated  this  result  to  the  De- 
partment of  State,  in  August  last,  he  was  insti-ucted,  notwithstanding 
the  disappointment  and  surprise  which  it  produced,  to  inform  the 
government  of  Spain,  that,  if  the  treaty  should  be  ratified,  and  trans- 
mitted here,  at  any  time  before  the  meeting  of  Congress,  it  would  be  ^ 
received,  and  have  the  same  effect  as  if  it  had  been  ratified  in  due 
time.  This  oitler  was  executed;  the  authorised  communication  was 
made  to  the  government  of  Spain,  and  by  its  answer,  which  has  just 
been  received,  we  are  officially  made  acquainted,  for  the  first  time, 
with  the  causes  whi(^h  have  prevented  the  ratification  of  the  treaty, 
by  his  Catholic  Majesty.  It  is  alleged  by  the  Minister  of  Spain, 
that  tills  government  had  attempted  to  alter  one  of  the  principal  ar- 
ticles of  the  treaty,  by  a  declaration,  which  the  Minister  of  the  Unit- 
ed States  had  been  ordered  to  present,  when  he  should  deliver  the 
ratification  by  his  government,  in  exchange  for  that  of  Spain,  and  of 
•which  he  gave  notice,  explanatory  of  the  s^nse  in  wliich  thftt  artidt 
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W)fts  understood.  It  is  further  alleged  t&at  this  government  had  re- 
cently tolerated,  or  protected,  an  expedition  fi^om  the  United 
States,  against  tiie  province  of  Texas.  These  two  imputed  acts  are 
stated  as  the  reasons  which  have  induced  his  Catholic  Majesty  to 
withhold  his  ratification  from  the  treaty,  to  obtain  explanations,  re- 
specting wiiich,  it  is  repeated,  that  an  envoy  would  be  forthwith  de- 
spatched to  the  United  States.  How  far  these  allegations  will  jus* 
My  the  conduct  of  the  government  of  Spain,  will  appear,  on  a  view 
of  the  following  facts,  and  the  evidence  which  supports  them. 

It  will  be  seen,  by  the  docuipents  transmitted  herewith,  that  the 
dedaration  mentioned  relates  to  a  clause  in  the  8th  article,  concern- 
ing certain  grants  of  land,  recently  made  by  his  Catholic  Msyesty 
in  Florida,  which,  it  was  understood,  had  conveyed  all  the  lands, 
vrliich,  tiU  then,  had  been  ungranti^l.  It  was  tl^e  intention  of  the 
parties  to  annul  these  latter  grants,  and  that  clause  was  drawn  for 
that  express  puipose,  and  for  none  other.  The  date  of  these  grants 
was  unknown,  but  it  was  understood  to  be  posterior  to  that  inserted 
in  the  article:  Indeed,  it  must  be  obvious  to  all,  that,  if  that  provision 
in  the  treaty  had  not  the  effect  of  annulling  these  grants,  it  would  be 
.altogetiier  nugatory.  Immediately  after  the  ti^eaty  was  conclude^ 
jand  ratified  by  tiiis  gov<»*nifnent,  an  intimation  was  received  tliattliese 
grants  were  of  anterior  date  to  that  fixed  on  by  the  treaty,  and 
that  they  would  not^  of  course,  be  affected  by  it.  The  mere  possi- 
iMttity  of  such  a  case,  so  inconsistent  with  the  intention  of  the  paHies, 
And  the  meaning  of  tlie  article,  induced  this  government  to  demand 
an  explanation  on  the  subject,  which  was  immediately  granted,  and 
which  corresponds  with  tbds  statement.  With  respect  to  tiie  other  act 
alleged,  that  this  government  had  tolerated,  or  protected,  an  eno- 
jditioa  against  Texas,  it  is*  utterly  without  foundation.  Every  ms- 
countenance  has  invariably  been  given  to  any  sucli  attempt  from 
within  the  limits  of  the  United  States,  ais  is  fully  evinced  by  the  acts 
of  the  ffovernment,  and  the  proceedings  of  the  courts.  There  being 
'  cause,  nowever,  to  apprehend,  in  the  course  of  the  last  summer,  that 
aome  adventui*ei*s  entertained  views  of  the  kind  suggested,  the  atten- 
tion of  the  constituted  authorities  in  that  quarter  was  immediately 
drawn  to  them,  and  it  is  known  tliat  the  project,  whatever  it  might 
be,  has  utterly  failed. 

These  facts  will,  it  is  presumed,  satisfy  every  impartial  mind,  tliat 
Ae  government  of  Spain  had  no  justifiable  cause  for  declining  to 
ratify  the  treaty.  A  treaty  concluded  in  conformity  with  instruc* 
aions,  is4)bligatory,  in  good  faith,  in  all  its  stipulations,  according  to 
the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  the  parties.  Each  party  is  bound  to 
ratify  it.  If  either  could  set  it  aside,  without  the  consent  of  the 
ptiiar,  there  would  be  no  longer  any  rules  applicable  to  such  tran« 
sftetions  between  nations.  By  this  prooeeaing,  the  government  of 
Spain  has  rendei*ed  to  the  United  States  a  new  and  very  serious  inju- 
yy*  It  has  been  stated,  timt  i^  Minister  w  ould  be  sent,  to  ask  certain 
eocplanations  of^this  government.  But,  if  such  weiH)  desired,  whpr 
wwe  they  not  asked,  within  the  time  limited  for  the  ratification?  Is  it 
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contemplated  to  open  a  new  negotiation  respecting  any  of  the  articles 
DP  conaitions  of  the  treaty?  If  that  were  done,  to  what  consequences 
might  it  not  lead?  At  what  time^  and  in  what  manner,  would  a  new 
negotiation  terminate?  By  this  proceeding,  Spain  has  formed  a  rela- 
tion between  the  two  countries  which  will  justify  any  measure  on  the 
part  of  the  United  States,  which  a  strong  sense  of  injury^  and  a  pro- 
per regard  for  the  rights  and  interests  of  the  nation  may  dictate.  In 
the  coarse  to  be  pursued,  these  objects^  should  be  constantly  held  in 
view,  and  have  their  due  weight  Our  national  honor  must  be  main- 
tairnd,  and  a  new  and  a  distinguished  proof  be  afforded  of  that  regard 
for  justice  and  moderation,  which  has  invariably  governed  the  coun- 
cils of  this  free  people.  It  must  be  obvious  to  all,  that,  if  the  United 
States  had  been  desirous  of  making  conquests,  or  had  been  even  will-» 
ingto  aggrandize  themselves  in  that  way,  they  could  have  had  n5ia- 
duc^nent  to  form  this  treaty.  They  would  have  much  cause  for  gra- 
tulation,  at  the  course  which  has  been  pursued  by  Spain.  An  ample 
field  for  ambition  is  opened  before  them.  But  such  a  career  is  not  con- 
sistent with  the  principles  of  their  government,  nor  the  interests,  of 
the  nation. 

From  a  full  view  of  all  circumstances,  it  is  submitted  to  tlie  con- 
sideration of  Congress,  whether  it  will  not  be  proper  for  the  United 
l^tes  to  carry  the  conditions  of  the  treaty  into  effect,  in  the  same 
manner  as  if  it  had  been  ratilBed  by  Spain;  claiming,  on  their  part, 
all  its  advantages,  and  yielding  to  Spain  those  secured  to  her.  By 
pursuing  this  course,  we  shall  rest  on  the  sacred  ground  of  righ^ 
sanctioned,  in  the  most  solemn  manner,  by  Spain  herself,  by  a  ti-eaty 
^ihich  she  was  bound  to  ratify,  for  reusing  to  do  which  she  must  in- 
cur the  censure  of  other  nations,  even  those  most  finendly  to  her; 
while,  by  confining  ourselves  within  that  limit,  we  cannot  Tail  to  ob- 
tain their  well  merited  approbation.  We  must  have  peace  on  a  fron- 
tier where  we  have  been  so  long  distarbed,  our  citizens  must  be  inv 
demnified  for  losses  so  long  since  sustained,  and  for  which  indemnity 
has  been  so  unjustly  withheld  from  them.  Accomplishing  these 
great  objects,  we  obtain  all  that  is  desirable. ' 

Bat  his  Catholic  Mi^jesty  has  twice  declared  his  determination  to 
send  a  minister  to  the  United  States,  to  ask  explanations  on  certain 
points,  and  to  give  them  respecting  his  delay  to  ratify  the  treaty. 
Shall  we  act,  by  taking  the  ceded  territory,  and  proceeding  to  exe- 
cute the  other  conditions  of  the  treaty,  before  this  minister  arrives 
and  is  heard?  This  is  a  case  which  forms  a  strong  appeal  to  the  can- 
dor, the  magnanimity,  and  honor  of  {his  people.  Much  is  due  to 
courtesy  between  natjons.  By  a  short  delay  we  shall  lose  nothing; 
for,  resting  on  tiie  ground  of  immutable  truth  and  justice,  we  cannot 
be  diverted  from  our  purpose.  It  ought  to  be  presumed  that  the  ex- 
planatioDS  which  may  be  given  to  the  minister  of  Spain,  will  be  sa- 
tisiactory,  and  produce  the  desired  result.  In  any  event,  the  delay, 
for  the  purpose  mentioned,  being  a  further  manifestation  of  the  sin- 
cere de^re  to  terminate  in  the  most  fricq^y  manner  all  differences 
with  Spain,  cannot  fail  to  be  duly  appreciated  by  his  Catholic  Ma- 
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jesty,  as  well  as  by  other  pcm-ers.  It  is  submitted,  therefore,  whether 
it  will  not  be  proper  to  make  the  proposed  law  for 'carrying  the  con- 
ditions of  the  treaty  into  effect,  should  it  be  adopted,  contingent;  to 
suspend  its  operation  upon  the  responsibility  of  the  Executive,  in 
such  manner,  as  to  afford  an  opportunity  for  such  friendly  explana- 
tions, as  may  be  desired  during  the  present  session  of  Congress. 

I  communicate  to  Congress  a  copy  of  the  treaty,  and  of  ttie  instruc- 
tions to  the  Minister  of  the  United  States  at  jVIadrid  respecting  it;  of 
liis  correspondence  with  the  Minister  of  Spain,  and,  of  such  otiicr 
documents  as  may  be  necessary  to  give  a  full  view  of  Hie  subject 

In  the  coui*se  which  the  Spanish  govei*nment  have,  on  this  occasion* 
thought  proper  to  pursue,  it  is  satisfactory  to  know  that  they  have 
,  not  been  countenanced  by  any  other  European  power.  On  the  con- 
trary, the  opinion  and  wishes,  both  of  Fi-ance  and  Great  Britain, 
have  not  been  withheld,  cither  from  the  United  States  or  from  Spain; 
and  have  been  unequivocal  in  favor  of  the  ratification.  There  is  also 
reason  to  believe,  that  the  sentiments  of  the  imperial  government  of 
Russia  have  been  the  same,  and  that  they  have  also  been  made  known 
to  the  cabinet  of  Madrid. 

In  the  civil  war  existing  between  Spain  and  the  Spanish  provinces 
in  this  hemisphere,  the  greatest  care  has  been  taken  to  enforce  the 
laws  intended  to  preserve  an  impartial  neutrality.  Our  ports  have  con- 
tinued to  be  equally  open  to  both  parties,  and  on  the  same  conditions; 
and  our  citizens  have  been  equally  restrained  from  interfering  in  favor 
of  eitlicr,  to  the  prejudice  of  the  other.  The  progress  of  the  war,  how- 
ever,  has  operated  manifestly  in  favor  of  the  colonies.  Buenos  Ayres 
still  maintains  unshaken  the  indqiendence  which  it  declared  in  1816, 
and  has  enjoyed  since  1810.  Like  success  has  also  lately  attended 
Chili,  and  tlie  provinces  north  of  the  La  Plata,  bordering  on  it,  and 
likewise  Venezuela. 

This  contest  has,  from  its  commencement,  been  very  interesting  to 
other  powers,  and  to  none  more  so  than  to  ih4  United  States.  A  vir- 
tuous people  may,  and  will,  confine  themselves  within  the  limits  of 
a  strict  neutrality;  but  it  is  not  in  their  power  to  behold  a  conflict  so 
vitally  important  to  their  neighbors,'without  the  sensibility  and  sym- 
pathy which  naturally  belong  to  such  a  case.  It  has  been  the  steady 
purpose  of  this  government  to  prevent  that  feeling  leading  to  excess, 
and  it  is  very  gratifying  to  have  it  in  my  power  to  state  that,  so  strong 
lias  been  the  sense  throughout  4lie  whole  community,  of  what  was  due 
to  the  character  and  obligations  of  the  nation,  that  very  few  exfonples 
of  a  contrary  kind  have  occurred. 

The  distance  of  the  colonies  from  the  parent  (ountry,  and  the  great 
extent  of  their  population  and  resources,  gave  them  advantages  which 
it  was  anticipated  at  a  very  early  period,  it  would  be  difficult  for 
Spain  to  surmount  The  steadiness,  consistency,  and  success,  with 
which  they  have  pursued  their  object,  as  evinced  more  particularly 
by  the  undisturbed  sovereignty  wliich  Buenos  Ayres  has  so  long  en- 
joyed, evidently  give  tlieiaj^  strong  claim  to  the  favorable  considera- 
tion of  other  nations.    Time  sentiments,  on  the  part  of  the  United 
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States,  hftve  not  been  withheld  from  other  powers,  with  whom  it  Ls 
desirable  to  act  in  concert.  Should  it  become  manifest  to  the  world 
that  the  efforts  of  Spain  to  subdue  these  provinces  will  be  finiitless,  it 
may  be  presumed  tiiat  the  Spanish  ,gt)vernment  itself  will  give  up  the 
contest.  In  producing  such  a  detei'mination,  it  cannot  be  doubted 
that  the  opiniun  of  friendly  jiowcrs,  who  have  taken  no  pail  in  the 
eontroversy,  will  have  their  merited  influence. 

It  is  of  the  highest  importance  to  our  national  character,  and  indis- 
pensable to  tlie  morality  of  our  citizens,  tliat  all  violations  of  our  neu- 
ti*aUty  should  be  prevented.  No  door  should  be  left  open  for  the 
evasion  of  our  laws;  no  opportunity  afforded  to  any  who  may  be  dis- 
posed to  take  advantage  of  it,  to  compromit  the  interest  or  the  honor 
of  the  nation.  It  is  submitted,  therefore,  to  the  consideration  of 
Congi-ess,  whether  it  may  not  be  advisable  to  revise  Uie  laws,  with  a 
view  to  this  desi|;^ble  result. 

It  is  submitted,  also,  whether  it  may  not  be  proper  to  designate,  by 
law,  the  sevei*al  ports  or  places  along  the  coast,  at  wliich,  only,  fo- 
reign ships  of  war  and  privateers  may  be  admitted.  The  difficulty  of 
sustaining  the  regulations  of  ouf  commerce,  and  of  other  important 
interests  from  abuse,  without  such  designation,  furnishes  a  strong 
motive  for  the  measure. 

At  the  time  of  the  negotiation  for  the  renewal  of  the  commercial 
convention,  between  the  United  States  and  Great  Britain,  a  hope 
had  been  entertained  that  an  article  might  have  been  agreed  upon, 
mutually  satisfactory  to  botli  countries,  regulating,  upon  principles  of 
justice  and  reciprocity,  the  commercial  intercourse  between  the  Unit-  , 
ed  States  and  the  British  possessions,  as  well  in  the  West  Indies,  a» 
upon  the  continent  of  North  America.  The  plenipotentiaries  of  the 
two  governments  not  having  been  able  to  come  to  an  ag^eement  on 
this  important  interest,  those  of  the  United  States  reserved  for  the  con- 
sideration of  this  government  the  proposals  which  had  been  presented 
to  them,  as  the  ultimate  offer  on  the  part  of  the  British  government, 
and  which  they  were  not  authorized  to  accept.  On  their  transmis- 
sion here,  they  were  examined  with  due  deliberation,  the  I'esult  of 
which  was  a  new  effort  to  meet  tlie  views  of  the  British  government. 
The  Minister  of  the  United  States  was  instructed  to  make  a  furtlier 
proposal,  which  has  not  been  accepted.  It  was,  however,  declined  in 
an  amicable  manner.  I  recommend  to  the  consideration  of  Congress, 
whether  further  prohibitory  provisions  in  the  laws  relating  to  tiiis  in- 
tercourse may  not  be  expedient.  It  is  seen,  with  interest,  that,  al- 
tltough  it  haa  not  been  practicable,  as  yet,  to  agree  in  any  ari*angement 
of  this  important  branch  of  their  commerce,  such  is  the  disposition  of 
tlie  parties,  that  each  Will  view  any  regulations  whjfch  Hie  other  may 
make  lysuecting  it,  in  the  most  friendly  light. 

By  die  2lth  article  of  the  convention,  concluded  on  the  20th  of  Octo- 
ber, 1818,  it  was  stipulated  that  the  differences  which  has  arisen  be- 
tween the  two  governipents,  with  regard  to  the  true  intent  and  mean«» 
ing  of  the  5th  article  of  the  treaty  of  Ghent,  in  relation  to  the  carry- 
ingaway^  by  British  officers,  of  slaves  from  the  United  States,  after 
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the  exchange  of  the  ratifications  of  the  treaty  of  peace,  should  he  refer- 
red to  some  friendly  sovereign  or  state,  to  be  named  for  that  pur- 
pose. The  Minister  of  the  Ij  nited  States  has  been  instructed  to  hame 
to  the  British  government  a  foreign  sovereign,  the  common  friend 
to  both  parties,  for  the  decision  of  this  question*  The  answer  of  that 
government  to  the  proposal,  when  received,  will  indicate  the  further 
measures  to  bevpursued  on  the  part  of  the  United  States. 

Although  the  pecuniary  embarrassments  which^  aiTected  various 

J  arts  of  the  Union,  during  the  latter  part  of  the  preceding  year, 
ave,  during  the  present,  b^n  considerably  augmented,  and  still  con- 
tinue to  exist,  the  receipts  into  the  Treasury,  to  the  30th  of  September 

^  last,  have  amounted  to  g  19,000,000.  After  defraying  the  current 
expenses  of  the  government,  including  the  interest  and  reimbursement 

*  of  the  public  debt,  payable  to  that  period,  amounting  to  S5l8,200,000, 
there  remained  in  the  Treasury,  on  that  day,  more  wan  i  2,500,000, 
which,  with  the  sums  receivable  during  tiie  remainder  of  the  year, 
will  exceed  the  current  demands  upon  the  Treasury  for  tiie  same 
period.  '  ^    • 

The  causes  which  have  tended  to  diminish  the  public  receipts,  could 
not  fail  to  have  a  corresponding  effect  upon  the  revenue  which  has 
accrued  upon  imposts  and  tonnage,  during  the  Uiree  first  quarters  of 
the  present  year;  it  is,  however,  ascertained  that  the  duties,  which 
have  been  secured  during  that  period,  exceed  Sl8,000,000,  and  those 
of  the  whole  year  will  probably  amount  to  023,000,000. 

For  the  pro]l>able  receipts  of  the  next  year,  I  refer  you  to  the  state- 
ments which  will  be  transmitted  from  the  Treasury,  which  will  enable 
you  to  judge  whether  further  provision  be  necessary. 

The  great  reduction  in  the  price  of  the  pfii^cip^  articles  of  domes- 
tic growth,  which  has  occurred  during  the  present  year,  and  the  con- 
sequent fall  in  tiie  price  of  labor,  apparently  so  favourabk  to  the  suc- 
cess of  domestic  manufactures,  have  not  shielded  them  against  other 
causes  adverse  to  their  prosperity.    The  pecuniary  embarrassments 

.  which  have  so  deeply  affected  tiie  commercial  interests  of  the  nation, 
have  be^  no  less  adverse  to  our  manufacturing  establishments  in  se- 
veral sections  of  the  Union.  The  great  reduction  of  the  currency, 
which  the  banks  have  been  constrained  to  make,  in  order  to  continue 
specie  payments,  and  the  vitiated  character  of  it  where  such  reduc- 
tions have  not  beegn  attempted,  instead  of  placing  within  the  reach  of 
these  establishments  the  ^uniary  aid  necessary  to  avail  themselves 
of  tiie  advantages  resulting  from  the  reduction  in  the  prices  of  the 
rawt  materials,  and  of  labor,  have  compelled  the  banks  to  withdraw 
from  tiiem  a  portion  of  the  capital  heretofore  advanced  to  them. 
That  aid,  which)iaB  been  refused  by  the  banks,  has  not  been  obtained 
from  other  sources,  owing  to  the  loss  of  individual  confi%i<b,  from 
the  frequent  faflures  which  have  recentiy  occurred  in  some  of  our 
principal  commercial  cities. 

An  additional  cause  for  the  depression  of  these  establishments  may 
probably  be  found,  in  the  pecuniary  egibarrassments  which  have 
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oently  aflbcted  those  countries  with  which  our  eommerce  has  been 
pruicipallj  prosecuted. 

Their  manufactures,  for  the  want  of  a  ready  or  profitable  market 
st  home^  have  been  shipped  by  the  manufacturers  to  the  United  States* 
and,  in  many  instaiices,  sold  at  a  price  below  their  current  value  at 
the  place  of  manufacture.  Although  this  practice  may,  from  its  na- 
ture,  be  considered  temporary  or  contingent,  it  is  not  on  that  ac- 
count less  injurious  in  its  effects*  Uniformity  in  the  demand  and 
price  of  an  article,  is  highly  desirable  to  tiie  domestic  manufacturer. 

It  is  deemed  of  great  importance  to  encourage  our  domestic  manu- 
facturers. In  what  manner  the  evils  whicli  have  been  advei-ted  to  may 
be  remedied,  and  how  far  it  may  be  practicable,  in  other  respects,  to 
affi>rd  to  them  further  encouragement,  paying  due  regard  to  the  other 
great  int^'ests  of  the  nation,  is  submitted  to  the  wisdom  of  Congress. 

The  survey  of  the  coast,  for  the  establishment  of  fortifications,  is 
BOW  nearly  completed,  and  considerable  progress  has  been  made  in 
the  collection  of  materials  for  the  construction  of  foi«tifications  in  the 
Gulph  of  Mexico,  and  in  the  Chesapeake  Bay.  The  works  on  tlie 
£astern  bank  of  the  Potomac,  below  Alexandria,  and  (m  the  Pea 
Patch  in  the  Delaware,  are  much  advanced,  and  it  is  expected  tliat 
the  fortifications  at  the  Narrows,  in  the  harbor  of  New- York,  will  be 
completed  the  present  year.  To  derive  all  the  advantages  contem* 
plated  from  these  fortifications,  it  i\as  necessary  that  they  should  be 
judiciously  posted,  and  constructed  with  a  view  to  permanence. 
The  progress,  hitherto,  has  therefore  been  slow;  but,  as  the  difficul- 
ties, in  parts  heretofore  the  least  explored  and  known,  are  surmount- 
ed, it  will,  in  future,  be  moi-e  rapid.  As  soon  as  the  survey  of  the 
coast  is  completed,  which,  it  is  expected,  will  be  done  early  in  the 
next  spring,  the  engineers  employed  in  it  will  proceed  to  examine,  for 
like  purposes,  the  northern  and  north-western  frontiers. 

The  troops,  intended  to  occupy  a  station  at  the  mouth  of  the  St.  . 
Peters,  on  tiie  Mississippi,  have  established  tliemselves  there,  and 
those  who  were  ordered  to  the  mouth  of  the  Yellow  Stone,  on  the 
Missouri,  have  ascended  that  river  to  tlie  Council  Bluff,  where  they 
will  remain  until  the  next  spring,  when  they  will  pi-oceed  to  the  place 
of  their  destination.  I  have  the  satisfaction  to  state,  that  this  mea- 
sure has  been  executed  in  amity  with  the  Indian  tribes,  and  that  it 
promises  to  produce,  in  regai*d  to  tliem,  all  the  advantages  which 
were  contemplated  by  it. 

Much  progress  has  likewise  been  made  in  the  construction  of  ships 
«f  war,  and  in  the  collection  of  timber  and  other  materials  for  ship* 
building.  It  is  not  doubted  that  our  navy  will  soon  be  augmented  to 
liie  aomber^  and  placed,  in  ail  respects,  on  the  footing  provided  for 
by  law. 

The  board,  consisting  of  engineers  and  naval  oflScers,  have  not  yet 
made  thdr  final  report,  of  sites  for  two  naval  depots,  as  instructed, 
accM^ine  to  the  resolutions  of  March  18ih,  and  April  20th,  1818, 
but  they  have  examined  the  coast  therein  designated,  and  their  report 
is  expected  in  the  next  month.

For  the  proiectioii  of  our  commerce  in  the  Meditemmean;  along 
the  Southern  Atlantic  coast;  in  tlie  Pacific  and  Indian  ocean;  it  has 
been  found  necessary  to  maintun  a  strong  naval  force,  which  it  seems 
proper  for  the  present  to  continue.  There  is  much  reason  to  believe^ 
that,  if  any  portion  of  the  squadron  heretofore  stationed  in  the  Medi- 
terranean should  be  withdrawn,  our  intercourse  with  the  powers  bor- 
dering on  that  sea  would  be  much  interrupted,  if  not  altogether  de^ 
stroyed.  Such,  too,  has  been  the  git>wth  of  a  spirit  of  piracy,  in  the 
other  quarters  mentioned,  by  adventurers  from  every  country,  in 
abuse  of  tiie  friendly  flags  which  they  have  assumed,  that,  not  to- 
protect  our  commerce  there,  would  be  to  abandon  it  as  a  prey  to  their 
rapacity.  Due  attention  has  likewise  been  paid  to  the  suppression  of 
tlie  slave  trade,  in  compliance  with  a  law  of  the  last  session.  Orders 
have  been  given  to  the  commanders  of  all  our  public  ships  to  seize  all 
vessels  navigated  under  our  flag,  engaged  in  that  ti*ade,  and  to  bring 
them  in,  to  be  proceeded  against,  in  tiie  manner  prescribed  by  that 
law.  It  is  hoped  that  these  vigorous  measures,  supported  by  like . 
acts  by  other  nations,  will  soon  terminate  a  commerce  so  disgraceful 
to  the  civilized  world. 

In  the  execution  of  the  duty  imposed  by  these  acts,  and  of  a  high 
trust  connected  with  it,  it  is  with  deep  regret  I  have  to  state  the  loss 
which  has  bgen  sustained  by  the  death  of  Commodore  Perry.  His 
gallantry,  in  a  brilliant  exploit,  in  the  late  war,  added  to  the  renown 
of  his  country.    His  death  is  deplored  as  a  national  misfortune.

Ordered,  That  the  said  petition  be  referred  to  tlie  Committee  on 
Foreign  Affairs. 

Mr.  Kinsley  presented  a  petition  of  sundry  inhabitants  of  Macliias, 
in  the  District  of  Maine,  praying  for  the  erection  of  a  light  house  on 
Libby  Island. 

Ordered,  That  the  said  petition  be  referred  to  the  Committee  of 
Commerce.    . 

Mr.  Storrs  presented  a  petition  of  Robert  Swartw^out,  quarter- 
master general  in  the  army,  in  the  late  war  with  Great  Britain, 
stating,  that,  acting  under  the  orders  of  his  superior  officer,  he  im- 

Sresscd  into  the  public  service  a  boat,  called  the  J^ght  Hawkf  which 
ad  on  board  at  the  time  a  cargo  of  stores,  which  boat  and  stores 
were  destroyed  by  the  enemy  while  the  said  boat  remained  in  the 
public  service;  that  a  judgment  has  been  rendered  against  him  in  tlie 
supi^me  court  of  the  state  of  New- York,  for  the  value  of  the  boat  and 
cargo,  amounting,  with  costs  of  suit,  to  the  sum  of  2,500  dollars;  and 
praying  to  be  indemnified  against  the  said  judgment. 

Mr.  Nelson,  of  Virginia,  presented  a  petition  of  Joseph  Wheaton, 
late  deputy  quarter-master  general  in  the  army,  during  the  late  war 
with  Great  Britain,  stating,  that  the  act  passed  at  the  last  session  of

^ith  the  will  annexed,  of  Elizabeth  Shallus,  deceased,  and  of  Andrew 
Epplee,  acting  administrator  of  M^iry  Hfissenclev^,  deceased,  stat^ 
ing,  that  certificates  of  public  debt,  amounting  to  upwards  of  four 
thousand  dollars,  were  Jssued  to  the  Baron  Utrick,  a  foreign  officer 
in  tlie  service  of  the  United  States  in  the  revolutionary  war,  which 
subsequently  became  the  property  of  the  said  Shallus  and  Hasseif- 
clever,  and  were  lost  or  destroyed;  that,  to  obtain  payment  of  the  said 
certificates,  the  said  Mary  Hassenclever  gave  a  bond  of  indemnity  to 
the  United  States,  with  two  sureties,  in  the  year  1803;  that  one  of 
the  sureties  obtained  possession  of,  and  still  retoins,  the  sum  of  five 
thousand^  dollars,  and  will  continue  to  retain  the  same,  until  he  shall 
be  released  or  discharged  from  his  liability  on  account  of  the  said 
bond  of  indemnity;  and  that,  as  sixteen  years  have  elapsed  since  the 
payment  of  the  said  certificates,  and  no  claim  has  been  preferred  to  the 
Treasury  of  the  United  States  on  account  .of  the  same,  and,  as  they 
state  there  is  no  probability  that  any  ever  will  be  made,  the  petition- 
ers  pray  that  the  said  bond  of  indemnity  may  be  cancelled  and  an- 
nulled, so  that  the  parties  may  receive  their  just  due.

Mr.  Bloomfield^  from  the  Committee  on  Revolutionary  Pensiona>: 
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made  a  report  on. the  petition  of  Lewis  Joseph  Beaulieu,  which  was 
read:  when,  * 

Mr.  Bloomfield  i*eported  a  bill  for  the  i*elief  of  the  said  Lewis  Jo- 
seph Beaulieu,  which  was  read  the  first  and  second  timcy  and  commit- 
ted to  a  committee  o£  the  whole  House  to-morrow. 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  oh  Military  Affairs  be  discharged 
JBrom  the  further  consideration  of  the  petition  of  Robert  Swartwout, 
and  tliat  it  be  i-eferi'ed  to  the  Committee  of  Claims. 

The  Speaker  communicated  to  the  House  a  letter  addi'essed  to  him 
by  James  Pleasants,  jun.  containing  a  notice  of  tlic  resignation  of 
his  seat  in  this  House,  as  one  of  the  members  for  the  state  of  Vii*- 
ginia;  which  was  read,  and  ordei'e<l  to  lie  ou  tlic  table.

a  standard  of  weights  and  measures  for  the  United  States,  as  he  may 
deem  most  proper  for  their  adoption. 

Mr.  Jones,  of  Tennessee,  gave  notice  that  ho  would  to-morrow 
move  the  House  for  leave  to  introduce  a  bill  for  the  relief  of  Captain 
John  Cowen  and  othei*s. 

Mr.  Williams,  of  N.  C.  submitted  the  following  resolution,  viz.

Mr.  Holmes  then  moved  to  amend  tlie  said  resolution,  hy  striking 
mit  these  words:  "  the  Fresideni  of  the  United  States  he  requested  to 
aiuse  to  be  laid  before  this  House  any  information  lie  may  possess  r«- 
tfecAng  eertain;^'^  and  to  inseil  in  lieu  tliei^eof,  these  words:  "  thtt 
(kmnuttee  on  Mditary  affairs  be  directed  to  enquire  if  any^\ — as  also 
to  strike  out  tlie  words  **  which  may*\ — so  as  to  make  the  resolution 
read — "  that  tlie  Committee  on  ^iilitary  Affaii-s  be  dii-ected  to  en- 
quire if  any  executions,  or  other  punishments,  have  been  inflicted  in 
tlie  army  of  the  United  States  since  the  year  1815,  contrary  to  th« 
laws  and  regulations  pi-ovided  for  tlie  government  of  the  same:**-— 
this  amendment  was  also  rejected. 

Tiie  said  resolution  was  then  agreed  to  by  the  House,  as  originally 
proposed;  and, 

Mr.  >yilliams,  of  N.  C.  and  Mr.  Strother,  wort  appoijattd  a  com- 
mittee to  present  the  same  to  th«  JPrtiident* 
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Mr.  Taylor  fiubmittf  d  the  following  resolution^  which  was  read^ 
and  ordered  to  lie  on  the  table. 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  be  appointed  t6  enquire  into  the  expe- 
diency of  prohibitin]!^  the  intniduction  of  slaves  into  the  territories  of 
the  United  States  west  of  the  Mississippi;  with  leave  to  report  by 
bill  or  otherwise. 

And  then  the  House  adjourned. 

WEDNESDAY,  December  15,  1819. 

Two  other  members,  to  wit:  from  Maryland,  Thomas  Bayly;  and 
from  Sonth  Carolina,  James  Ervin,  apiiearcd,  produced  their  creden-

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Revolutionary  Pensions  he  in- 
structed to  inquire  into  tlie  manner  in  which  the  act  of  the  18th  of 
March,  181 8,  has  been  executed,  ascei-taining,  as  far  as  may  he  prac- 
ticable, tlie  class  or  classes  of  cases,  w  hich  it  has  been  construed  to 
embrace,  and  such  as  have  been  excluded  from  its  provisions;  whe- 
ther the  objects  contemplated  by  its  passage  have  been,  or  probably 
will  be,  effected  by  the  operations  of  tlie  law;  and,  if  not,  whether  it 
iM  susceptible  of  such  amendments  as  will  insui*e  the  accomplishment 
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•r  these  objects;  that«  in  case  it  shall  be  ascei-tained,  that,  from  fraud- 
ulent practices  under  the  law,  for  which  no  effectual  remedy  can  b« 
applied,  or  from  any  other  cause,  the  orij^inal  objects  of  it  ai-e  unat- 
tainable, the  said  committee  inquire  into  the  expediency  of  its  re- 
peal.

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  of  Ways  and  Means  be  instructed 
to  inquii*e  whether,. in  any  case,  further  time  than  is  alresidy  pi-escribed 
by  law  ought  to  be  allowed  for  the  redem])tion  of  lands  sold  for 
direct  taxes,  and  purchased  pui*suant  to  law  fc»*  and  in  behalf  of  th« 
United  States. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Taylor, 

The  House  took,  up  and  proceeded  to  consider  the  resolution  sub- 
mitted by  him  yesterday,  and,  the  same  being  read,  was  agreed  to  by 
the  House;  and, 

Mr.  Taylor,  Mr.  Livermore,  Mr.  Bai*bour,  Mr.  Lown^<i,  Mr. 
Fuller,  Mr.  Hardin,  and  Mr.  Cutlibert^  were  appointed  a  c^ramitte*- 
pui*suant  to  the  said  resolution. 

A  message  in  writing  was  i^eceived  from  the  President  of  tlie  Unit-  - 
ed  States*  by  Mr.  Joseph  Jones'  Monroe^  his  Seci*etary,  wliich  wai 
i*cad,  and  is  as  follows: 

To  the  Hmise  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States: 

In  conformity  witli  the  resolution  of  the  House  of  Representative* 
of  the  24th  of  February  last,  I  now  transmit  a  report  of  the  Seci-etaij  * 
of  State,  with  exti'acts  and  copies  of  several  letters,  touching  the 
causes  of  the  imprisonment  of  William  White,  an  American  citizen^ 
at  Buenos  Ayi*es.

Washington,  lAth  December,  1819. 

Ordered,  That  the  said  messsage  and  documents  lie  on  the  table. 

Mr.  Taylor  moved  tlmt  the  order  for  the  HcJuse.  to  resolve  itself 
into  a  committee  of  the  w  hole,  on  the  bill  to  authorise  the  people  of 
the  territory  of  Missouri  to  form  a  constitution  and  jstate  govern- 
ment, and  for  the  admission  of  such  state  into  the  Union,  on  an  equal 
footing  with  the  original  states,  be  postponed  until  the  first  Monday 
in  February  next.

The  House  i-esolved  itself  into  a  committee  of  the  wliole,  on  the  bill 
for  the  relief  of  Gad  Worthington;  the  bill  for  the  relief  of  Denton, 
Little,  &  Co.  and  Uarmdn  Hendricks,  of  New  York;  and  Hie  bill 
for  the  relief  of  John  Gooding,  and  James  Williams;  and,  after  some 
time  spent  therein,  Mr.  Speaker  resumed  the  chair,  and  Mr.  Camp- 
bell reported  the  said  bills  mthout  amendment. 

Ordci*ed,  That  the  said  bills  bo  en|^ssed,  and  severally  read  tbe 
t}ui*d  time  to-morrow. 
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Ordered,  That  Mr.  Eddy  be  added  to  the  Committee  m  Naral 
Affairs,  in  the  place  of  Mr.  Pleasants,  resigned. 

Tlie  Si^aker  laid  before  the  House  a  letter  from  the  Secretary  of 
the  Navy,  stating  that  a  de6ciency  exists  to  a  considerable  amount  in 
tlie  ai){>ropriations  of  tlie  j)i*esent  year,  for  the  sup)K>rt  of  the  naval 
estiil);i.shment,  principally  occasioned  by  fitting  out  squadrons  for  th« 
iuppressirin  of  the  slave  trade,  and  of  piracy,  and  soliciting  that  ap- 
propriations may  be  made  to  cover  the  same,  as  also  a  partial  appro* 
pi'iation  for  the  service  of  the  ensuing  year;  which  was  read,  and 
referred  to  the  Committee  of  Ways  and  Means. 

The  Speaker  laid  before  the  House  a  letter  from  the  Secretary  of

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Philadelphia  on  the  5th  of  October,  1819;  representing  their  strong 
apprehensions  of  the  evil  consequences  which  must  inevitably  result 
.to  the  United  States,  by  enlarging  the  sphere  and  protracting  the 
duration  of  domestic  slavery;  and  respectfully  remonsti*ating  against 
the  admission  into  tlie  Union  of  any  new  stute  or  staters  which  may 
hereafter  be  formed,  unless  on  the  conditions  that  the  furtlier  intro- 
duction of  slavery  therein  be  prohibited;  and  tliat  the  duration  of 
slavery  therein  be  conhned  to  those  who  shall  be  held  in  such  bondage 
at  the  time  of  their  admission* 

Ordei'cd,  That  the  said  memorial  and  remonstrance  be  referred  to 
the  committee  appointed  yesterday,  to  inquire  into  the  propriety  of 
pi*ohibiting  tlie  iuti*oduction  of  slaves  into  the  territories  west  of  tho 
Mississippi. 

Mr.  Sergeant  also  presented  a  memorial  of  sundry  inhabitants  of 
the  city  and  county  of  Fliiladelphia,  praying  that,  in  the  admission 
of  the  Missouri  territai*y  into  the  Union  as  a  state,  provision  may 
be  made  for  the  pcri>etual  exclusion  of  slavery  within  the  same;  which 
memorial  was  referred  to  the  Committee  of  the  Whole,  to  which  is 
committed  the  bill  to  authorize  the  people  of  tlie  territory  of  Missouri 
to  form  a  ainstitution  and  state  government,  and  for  the  admission  of 
such  state  into  the  Union,  on  an  equal  footing  with  the  original  states. 

Mr.  Baldwin  pi*eseiited  a  petition  of  vsundry  inhabitants  of  the 
western  counties  of  the  state  of  Pennsylvania,  praying  that  other  and 
further  measures  may  be  ado])ted  for  the  security  and  encouragement 
of  the  manufacturing  interest  of  the  country. 

Mr.  Ringgold  presented  a  similar  petition  from  sundry  inhabitants 
of  Wjishington  county,  in  the  state  of  Maryland.

Mr.  McLean,  of  Kentucky,  presented  a  petiti<ui  of  Jacob  PurkiUy 
praying  comjiensation  for  a  negt*o  man,  wii(»  was  impressed  into  the 
public  service  to  do  fatigue  duty,  near  New  Orleans,  during  the  mili- 
tary operations  in  ttiat  neighborhood  in  the  late  war  with  Great  Bri* 
tain;  in  which  service,  being  extremely  severe,  he  contracted  a  dis- 
ease, of  which  he  died  in  a  short  time^ 

Ordered,  That  the  said  petition  be  referred  to  the  Committee  of 
Claims.

Ordeifd,  'I'hat  the  report  of  the  Commissioner  of  Claims  on  the  case 
of  Laurence  Muse,  communicated  to  this  House  on  the  lOth  Decem- 
ber, 1817,  be  also  rcferi*ed  to  the  Committee  of  Claims. 

Mr.  Unas  presented  a  memorial  of  sundry  inhabitants  of  the  state 
of  Ohio,  praying  Congress  to  adopt  such  meiusuies  as  will  aboKsh  tho 
practice  of  privateering;  which  memorial  was  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Foreign  Affaii's.

a  stote  of  affluence,  he  is,  with  a  large  family,  reduced  to  great  dis- 
tress, and  praying  to  be  indemnified  for  his  losses  by  a  grant  of  pub- 
lic land.

Mr.  Sergeant  ^Iso  presented  petitions  from  sundry  inhabitants  of 
the  city  and  county  of  Philadelphia,  praying,  that,  in  the  admisdifTa 
of  the  Missouri  territory  into  the  Union  as  a  state,  provision  may  be 
made  for  the  perpetual  exclusion  of  slavery  within  the  same;  which 
petitions  were  referred  to  the  Committee  of  the  Whole,  to  which  is- 
committed  the  bill  to  autiiorize  the  people  of  tiie  territory  of  Missouri 
to  fiorm  a  Constitution  and  state  government,  and  for  the  admission  of 
such  state  into  the  Union  on  an  equal  footing  with  the  original  states. 

Mr.  Newton  presented  a  petition  of  the  merchants  and  other  in- 
habitants of  the  borough  of  Norfolk,  in  the  state  of  Virginia,  praying 
for  the  establishment  Sf  an  uniform  system  of  bankruptey  t^iroiighout 
the  United  States;  which  was  read  and  referred  to  the  Committee  of 
the  Whole,  to  which  is  committed  the  bill  for  that  purpose. 

Mr.  Deanison  presented  a  petition  of  the  President,  Managers,  and 
Company  of  the  Milford  a,nd  Owego  turnpike  road,  praying  for  the 
aid  of  the  government  in  making  their  said  road,  by  a  subscription 
to  the  capital  stod[  thereof. 

Ordered,  That  the  said  petition  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Roads  and  Canals.     ^ 

The  following  petitions,  heretofore  presented,  were  again  presented, 
and  referred  to  the  Committee  of  Claims,  viz:

Mr.  Smitti,  of  Maryland,  presented  documents  in  support  of  the 
petition  of  Zadiariah  Roberts,  which  were  refen^ed  to  the  Committee 
on  Pensions  and  Revolutionary  Claims^  and  the  petition  of  tke  said 
Roberts,  together  with  the  unfavorable  report  made  tiiereon  at  the 
jM-esent  session,  were  also  recommitted  to  the  said  committer. 

Mr.  Kent  presented  a  petition  of  the  preddent  and  directors  of  the 
Union  Bank  of  Georgetown,  and  a  petition  of  tbe  president  and  di<-

Mk  Swearingen  presented  a  petition  of  tbe  president  and  director9 
of  the  Farmers^  and  Mechanics'  Bank  of  Georgetown;  respectively 
praying  for  a  renewal  of  theii*  charters. 

Mr.  Kent  also  presented  a  petition  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
Infirmary  in  the  city  of  Washington,  praying  Congress  to  provide 
for  thesopport  and  maintenance  of  sucli  persons  as  have  been  in  the 
army  or  navy  of  the  United  States,  and  may  come  to  the  seat  of  go^ 
remment  to  obtain  a  pension,  or  to  settie  their  accounts,  and  who 
may  be  unable  to  sopportiliemselyes.

Mr.  llhea,  from  the  Committee  on  Pensions  and  Revolutionary 
Clajlms,  made  reports  on  tlie  {letitions  of  Geor^  Claghorn,  John 
Brooks,  Francis  Luscomb,  and  Edward  Kain,  wliich  were  read,  and 
tiie  resolutions  therein  contained  were  concurred  in  by  the  House,  aa 
follows,  viz: 

Resolved,  That  the  prayer  of  the  petition  of  Georf^e  Cla^orn, 
Edward  Kain,  and  Francis  Lusr4>mb,  l>c  not  granted;  that  John 
Brooks  have  leave  to  ivithdraw  his  petition;  and  tliaMJedrge  Clag- 
horn  and  Francis  Luscoihb  have  leave  to  withdraw  the  documents  ac-* 
companying  their  petitions. 

Mr.  Campbell,  fh>m  the  Committee  on  Private  Land  Claims,  made 
aropo]*t  on  the  petition  of  Julian  Merceau;  which  was  read,  and  the 
resolution  therein  contained  was  concurred  in  by  the  House,  as  follows: 

Resolved,  That  the  prayer  of  the  petitioner  is  unreasonable,  and 
ought  not  to  be  granted. 

Mr.  Smith,  of  Maryland,  from  the  Committee  of  Ways  and  Mean9« 
rPiK>rte4*  a  bill  in  addition  to  the  act  making  appropriations  fer  the 
support  of  the  navy  of  the  United  States  for  tlie  year  1S19;  which 
was  I'ead  the  first  and  second  time,  and  committed  to  a  Committee  of 
the  Whole,  to-morrow. 

'Mr.  Smith  also  reported  a  bill  making  a  partial  appropriation  for 
the  military  service  of  the  United  States  for  the  year  1820;  which 
was  read  the  first  and  second  time>  and  committed  to  the  Comreittea 
af  ihe  Whole,  last  appointed. 

,  Mr.  Sergeant,  fi'om  the  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  Aie* 
marial  of  the  surviving  ofiicers  of  the  army  of  tlie  revolution^  made  A 
detailed  repoi-tj  which  was  read,  when, 

Mr.  Sergeant,  by  leave  of  the  House,  reported  a  bill  for  the  relief 
of  the  surviving  officers  of  the  army  «$f  the  revolutioo;  which  was 
read  tlie  first  and  second  time,  and  committed  to  a  Committee  of  the 
Whole,  to-morrow.- 

Mr.  Sergeant,  fi*om  tiie  Committee  tm  the  Judiciaryf  to  whom  wvf 
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rcfeired  a  resolution  instructing  tliem  to  inquire  into  Hie  expediency 
of  increasing  tlie  pay  of  jurors  of  the  Gircuitand  District  c5ourtH  of 
the  United  States,  made  a  report  against  the  expediency  of  increa-siifg 
the  pay  of  the  jarors  afot*esaid,  and  recommending  that  thV.  commit- 
tee be  discharged  from  the  farther  considei'ation  of  the  subject;  which 
report  was  read,  and  orderisd  to  Jie  on  the  table. 

Mr.  Williams,, of  North  Carolina,  from  the  Committee  of  Claims, 
made  a  report  on  the  petition  of  Charles  Town^end  and  Jonas  WiU 
Hams;  which  was  read,  and  tlie  resolution  therein  contained  was  con- 
curred  in  by  the  House,  «s  follows: 

Resolved,  That  the  claim  of  Charles  Townsend  and  Jonas  WiU 
Hams,  of  BniTaloe,  in  the  state  of  New  York,  ought  not  to  be  kllowed. 

Mr.  Williams  ahso^made  an  unfavorable  report  on  the  petition  of 
Asa  Puller;  which  was  read,  and  ordered  to  lie  on  the  table. 

Mr  Jones,  of  Tennessee,  uubmittcd  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  War  be  required  to  state  to  this 
House  whether,  in  pursuance  of  the  Jaw  of  the  1 8th  March,  18 1 8,  any 
pensions  have  been  granted,  which,  for  reasons  he  will  st<ate,  ought 
not  to  have  been  granted,  and  what  course  has  been  pursued  in  rela- 
tion to  such  p^sions,  or  those  to  whom  they  may  have  b\sen  granted; 
and  the  number  of  tiiose  who  have  been  placed  upon  the  pension  list 
from  each  state,  and  the  amount  paid  in  each  state  under  tlie  said  law« 

Which  b?ing  read, 

Mr.  Whitman  moved  to  lay  it  upon  the  table;  which' was  rejected 
by  the  House. 

Mr.  Hill  then  moved'to  amend  lilie  said  resolution,  by  sti'iking  out 
all  thereof  which  follows  the  word  **  grante<l,*'  ^here  it  last  o'ccurs. 

Mr.  Rich  then  moved  to  postpone  the  further  consideration  thoivof 
antil  the  first  Monday  in  January  next;  which  was  also  rejected  by 
tfie  House. 

The  question  recurred  on  the  amendment  proposed  by  Mr.  Hill; 

And,  being  taken,  it  was  detcrmiucd  in  the  negsdjve. 

The  said  latter  clause  of  the  resolution  proposed  to  be  stricken  out 
in  the  ainendmcnt> moved  by  Mr.  Hill,  was  then  amended  to  read  as 
follows: 

'^  And  the  number  and  nafnes  of  those  who  have  been  placed  upon 
tke  pension  list  from  each  state,  and  the  line  to  which  they  belonged, 
and  their  rank;  and  the  amount  paid  in  each  state  under  the  said  law. 
And.  also,  the  regulations  adopted  by  the  War  Department  in  relation 
to  tJte  examination  and  admission  of  claims  for  pensions  under  tli^' 
said,  act." 

And  the  said  resolution,  being  so  amended,  w  as  agi-ced  to  by  the 
Bouse. 

Two  messages,  in  writing,  were  received  fmrn  the  President  of  tlie 
United  States,  by  Mr.J.  J.  Monroe,  his  Secretary,  the  firstuf  which 
was.readt  and  is  as  follows:

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TO  TSS  SEITATK  AND  HOUSE  OF 

R£PKB8£NTATiy£%   OF  THE   UNITED   STATES: 

Some  doubt  being*  entertained  Respecting  the  true  intent  and 
meaning  «f  the  act  of  tlie  last  session^  entitled  **  An  act  in  addition  to 
the  acts  prohibiting  the  slave  trade^^'  as  to  the  duties  of  tlie  agents^ 
to  be  appointed  on  the  coast  of  Africa^  I  think  it  proper  to  state  tlie 
interpretation  which  bas  bc-en  given,  of  the  act,  and*  the  nieasui^es 
adopted  to  carry  it  into  effect,  tiiat  Congi*ess  may,  should  it  bedeem^ 
ed  adviseable,  amend  the  same*  before  further  proe^ding  Is  bad  un- 
der it. 

The  obligation  to  i^nstruct  the  commanders  of  all  oi^*  aimed  vest- 
sels  to  seize  and  bring  into  port  all  ships  or  vessels  of  the  United 
States,  wheresoever  found,  having  on  board  any  negro,  mulatto,  or 
person  of  color,  in  violation  of  forraqdr  acts  for  the  suppi'ession  of  th0 
slave  ti*ade,  being  imperative,  ^as 'executed  without  delay.  /  Kio  set^ 
xurea  have  yet  bc^  made,  but,  as  they  were  contemplated  by  the  law, 
and  might  be  presumed,  it  seemed  proper  to  make  the  necessary 
iTgiilatii:^)^  applicab^  to  such  sei^vures  for  carrying  the'scveral  pro- 
visions of  the  act  into  effect  ^  > 

It  is  enjoined  on  the  execfitive  to  cause  all  negroes,  Diu]attoes«  or 
persons  of  color,  who  may  be  taken  under  the  act,  to  be  i*emoved  to 
Africa.  U  is  the  obvious^  import  of  tlie  law,  that  none  of  the  persons 
tlms  taken  should  i^emain  within  the  United  States;  and  no,  place 
otiier  than  tlie  coast  of  Africa  being  designated^,  their  removal,  or 
delivery,  whether  carried  from  the  United  States  or  landed  immedi- 
ately fi-om  the  vessels  in  which  tiiey  were  taken,  was  supposed  to  be 
confined  to  that  coast* '  No  settlement  or  station  being  specified,  tho 
ivhole  coast  was  thought  to  be  left  open  for  the  selection  of  aj)ro{ier 
place,  at  which  tiie  persons,  thus  taken,  should  be  delivered.  The  ex- 
ecutive is  autliorized  to  appoint  one  or  more  agents,  i*esidtng  theiTt, 
to  receive  such  persons;  and  one  hundred  thousand  doUarsare  appro- 
priated for  the  genei-al  purposes  of  the  law. 

On  due  consideration  of  tlie  several  sections  of  the  act,  and  of  its 
humane  policy,  it  was  supposed  to  be  the  intention  of  Congi*ess,  that 
all  the  persons  above  described,  who  might  be  taken  un^ler  it,  and 
landed;  in  .Africa,  should  be  aided  in  their  return  to  theii*  former 
homes,  or  in  their  establishment  at,  or  near,  the  place  whei*e  landed* 
Some  shelter  and  food  would  be  necessary  for  them  thei-e,  as  soon  as 
landed,  let  their  subsequent  di^sposition  be  what  it  migtit*  Should 
they  be  landed  witliout  such  pi*ovision  having  been  previously  made^ 
they  might  perish.  It  was  supposed,  by  the  authority  given  to  the 
executive,  to  appoint  agents  i*esiding  on  that. coast,  tlmt  they  should 
provide  such  shelter  and  fopd,  and  perform  tlie  otlier  benoiicent  and 
chaiitable  oiHces  contemplated  by  the  act.  The  coast  of  Africa  hav- 
ing been  little  exploited,  and  no  persons  residing  there,  wiio  possess- 
ed the  requisite  qualifications  to  entitle  tiiem  to  tlie  tioist,  being 
knoMrn  to  theexccutive,  to  none  such  could  it  be  committi^d.^  It  was 
believed  that  citiaiexia  o«iy,  w  ho  ^yould  go  hance^  well  instruoted  in 
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the  views  of  their  government,  and  zealous  to  gtveliieni  effect^  wonld 
be  competent  to  these  duties,  and  that  it  was  not  tiie  intention  of  the 
law  to  preclude  their  appointment.  It  was  obvious  that  the  longer 
these  persons  should  be  detained  in  the  United  States  in  the  hands 
of  the  marshals,  the  greater  would  be  the  expense,  and  that  for  the 
same  term  woald  the  main  purpose  of  the  law  be  suspended.  It 
seemed,  therefore,  to  be  incumbent  on  me  to  make  the  necessary  ar« 
rai^;ements  for  carrying  this  act  into  efibct  in  Africa,  in  time  to  meet 
the  delivery  of  any  persons  who  might  be  taken  by  the  public  vessels^ 
and  landed  there  under  it. 

On  this  view  of  the  policy  and  sanctions  of  the  law,  it  has  been 
decided,  to  send  a  public  ship  to  the  coast  of  Africa,  with  two  such 
agents,  who  will  take  with  them  tools,  and  other  implements,  neces- 
sary for  the  purposes  above  mentioned.  To  each  of  these  agents  a 
snail  salary  has  been  allowed — fifteen  hundred  dollars  to  the  princi- 
pal, and  twelve  hundred  to  the  other.  All  our  public  agents 
ontiie  coast  of  Africa  receive  salaries  for  their  services,  and  it  was 
understood  that  none  of  oui*  citizens,  possessing  the  requisite  qualifi- 
cations, would  accept  these  trusts,  by  which  they  would  be  confined  to 
parts  the  least  frequented  and  civilized,  without  a  reasonable  com- 
pensation. Such  allowance,  therefore,  seemed  to  be  indispensable  to 
the  execution  of  the  act.  It  is  intended,  also,  to  subject  a  portion  of 
the  sum  appropriated,  to  the  order  of  the  principal  agent,  for  the 
special  objects  above  stated,  amounting  in  the  whole,  including  the 
salaries  of  the  agents  for  one  year,  to  rather  less  than  one  third  of  the 
appropriation.  Special  instructions  will  be  given  to  these  agents, 
defining,  in  precise  terms,  their  duties,  in  regard  to  the  persons  thus 
delivemi  to  them|  the  disbursement  of  the  money  by  the  principal 
agent;  and  his  accountability  for  the  same.  They  will  also  have 
power  to  select  the  most  suitable  place,  on  the  coast  of  Africa,  at 
which  all  persons  who  may  be  taken  under  this  act  shall  be  delivered 
to  them, with  an  express  injunction  to  exercise  no  power  founded  on  the 
prindple  of  colonization,  or  other  power  than  that  of  performing  the 
benevolent  oflBces  above  recited,  by  the  permission  and  sanction  of  the 
existing  government  under  which  they  may  establish  themselves. 
Orders  will  be  given  to  the  commander  of  the  public  ship  in  whldi 
they  will  sail,  to  cruize  along  the  coast,  to  give  the  more  complete 
effect  to  the  principal  object  of  the  act

In  compliance  with  a  resolution  of  Congress,  of  the  27th  March, 
1818)  the  Joumalji  Acts,  and  Proceedings,  of  the  Convention  iK^iick 
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formed  the  present  constitution  of  the  United  States  has  been  pnblish- 
ed.  The  resolution  directs  that  one  thousand  copies  should  be  prints 
ed,  of  which  one  copy  should  be  furnished  to  each  member  of  tlus  Fif- 
teenth Congress,  and  the  residue  to  be  subject  to  the  future  disposi- 
tion of  Congress.  The  number  of  copies  sufficient  for  the  members  of 
the  late  Congress  having  been  reserved  for  that  purpose,  the  remain- 
der are  now  deposited  in  the  Depai*tment  of  State,  subject  to  the  or- 
ders of  Congress.  The  documents  mentioned  in  the  resolution  of  S7tli 
March,  1818,  are  in  the  process  of  publication.

Also,  to  allow  to  each  vidow,  whether  of  an  officer  or 
soldier,  a  certain  sum,  to  be  paid  annually  during  life,  or  to  the  time 
of  her  intermarriage:  Or  to  make  such  otiier  provisions  for  said 
widows  and  oiphans,  as  may  be  tiiought  just  ana  necessary. 

The  House  iMi>oeeded  to  consider  the  said  resolution. 

And|  on  the  question  to  agree  to  the  same» 
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It  was  determined  in  fhe  negative.

Mr.  Meigs  also  presented  a  petition  of  Jacob  Schieffelin  and  Henrj

ing  the  existence  of  the  embargo  lafd  in  1807,  they  were  permitted  by 
the  government  of  the  United  States  to  import  from  the  British  do-

thatsuch  had  been  tlie  delay,  that,  before  they  were  enabled  to  draw 
the  proceeds  of  the  said  goods^  the  late  war  commenced;  upon  which, 
the  said  proceeds  were  sequestered  by  the  British  government,  and 
are  still  withheld  from  them;  and  praying  relief  from  the  government 
of  the  United  States. 

Ordered,  That  the  said  petition  be  referred  to  the  Secretary  of 
State,  and  that  be  be  diiected  to  report  to  this  House  what  mea- 
sures have  been  taken, Jf  any,  to  obtain  i-edreas  from  the  British  go- 
vernment in  the  dase  of  these  petitioners* 

Mr.  Tracy  presented  a  petition  of  Erastus  Granger,  late  postmas- 
ter in  the  village  of  Buffaloe,  in  tlie  state  of  New  York,  praying  to 
be  allowed,  in  the  settlement  of  his  accounts,  for  the  money  belonging 
to  tte  United  States^which  was  tak^n  away  vr  destroyed  by  the.Brititii 
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fbrces  upon  the  capture  and  destruction  of  the  said  vUlage  in  the  late 
war.

Mr.  Baldwin  presented  a  petition  of  Daniel  Pettibone,  praying  for 
the  renewal  of  his  patent  for  welding  cast  steel  to  iron. 

Ordered,  That  tiie  said  petition  be  referi*ed  to  the  Committee  on 
the  Judiciary. 

Mr.  Alexander  Smyth  presented  a  petition  of  Henry  Low,  praying 
for  a  grant  of  the  bounty  in  land,  to  which,  he  says,  be  is  entitled  for 
his  services  as  a  soldier  in  the  revolutionary  army.

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  the  District  of  Columbia  be  in- 
structed to  enquire  into  the  expediency  of  passinga  law  authorizing 
and  requiring  the  Levy  Court  for  the  County  of  Washington;  in  said 
distnct,  to  impose  and  collect  a  tax  upon  the  citizens  and  taxable 

Et)perty  of  said  county,  sufficient  for  the  purposes  of  building  a  Court 
ouse  and  suitable  offices  attached  thereto,  for  the  accommodation  of 
the  various  Courts  of  said  county,  and  the  preaei*vation  of  the  records 
thereof. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Cook, 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  the  Public  Lands  be  instructed 
to  enquire  into  the  expediency  of  repealing  so  much  of  the  act,  entitled 
**  An  act  to  pro>ide  for  the  appointment  of  a  Surveyor  of  the  public 
lands  in  the  territories  of  Illinois  and  Missouri,"  passed  Apnl  29, 
IS  16,  as  authorizes  the  said  Surveyor  to  have  the  lands  in  the  now 
state  of  Illinois  surveyed  according  to  the  pro  visions  of  said  recited  act:

Mr.  Spealcer:  The  Senate  have  passed  bills  of  the  following  titles, 
to  wit:  "  An  act  for  the  relief  of  Samuel  Ward,^'  and  "  An  act  for  the 
relicfof  Eli  Hart;"  in  which  bills  tliey  ask  the  concurrence  of  this 
House:  and  then  he  withdrew. 

The  said  bills  were  severally  read  the  first  and  second  time,  and 
referred;  the  first  to  the  Committee  on  Pensions  and  Revolutionary 
Clainis,  the  latter  to  the  Committee  of  Claims. 
On  motion  of  Mr.  Holmes, 

Ordered,  That  the  letter  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  laid 
before  this  House  on  the  3d  of  March,  1819,  in  answer  to  tlie  resolu- 
tion of  the  House  of  the  27th  of  February,  preceding,  du*ecting  him  to 
inform  the  House  what  sums  of  money  have  been  paid  to  the  Attorney 
General  of  tlie  United  States  for  extra  services,  designating  the  ser- 
vice and  the  fund  from  which  the  money  has  been  paid;  be  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Expenditures  in  the  Department  of  State. 

The  House  again  took  up  an4  proceeded  to  consider  the  bill  provid- 
ing for  the  payment  of  horses  and  other  property  lost,  captured,  or 
destroyed,  in  tlie  Seminole  war;  and^ 
'  On  motion  of  Mr.  Foot, 

Tlie  said  bill  was  ordered  to  lie  on  the  table. 

The  House  resolved  itself  into  a  Committee  of  the  Wliole,  on  the 
bill  from  the  Senate^  entitled  <' An  act{MH>viding  for  the  accommoda- 
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tion  of  the  Circuit  Court  for  the  District  of  Columbia,  in  tlie  county  of 
Washington;  and,  after  some  time  spent  therein,  Mr.  Speaker  resum- 
ed the  chair,  and  Mr.  Hill  reported  their  concurrence  in  the  amend- 
ments proposed  thereto  by  the  Committee  for  the  District  of  Columbia. 

The  question  was  then  taken  to  concur  with  the  Committee  of  the 
Whole  in  their  agreement  to  the  said  amendments. 

And  determined  in  the  negative. 

And  so  the  said  amendments  were  rejected.

The  said  bill  was  then  amended  at  the  Clerk's  table  by  adding 
thereto  a  second  $ection. 

The  question  was  then  taken.  Shall  the  said  amendment  be  en* 
grossed  and  the  bill  read  a  third  time? 

And  determined  in  the  negative. 

And  so  the  said  bill  was  rejected.

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Mr.  Silsbee  presented  a  petition  of  James  Noursc,  praying  for  ar- 
rearages of  pension. 

Mr.  Kendall  presented  a  petition  of  Lake  J«ihnson; 

Mr.  Hazard  presented  a  petition  of  Smith  P.  Slocumb; 

Mr.  Southard  presented  a  petition  of  Ebenezer  T.  Manning;  re- 
spectively prajring  fwr  pensions. 

Mr.  Tompkins  presented  a  petition  of  Jonathan  Ward^  one  of  the 
sorviving  sons  of  the  late  Stephen  Wai^d,  deceased,  in  behalf  of  him- 
self and  the  other  representatives  of  the  deceased,  stating  that  the 
dwelling  and  out-houses,  and  personal  property  of  considerable  va- 
lue, belonging  to  their  ancestor,  lying  near  tlie  city  of  New  York, 
were  destroyed  by  the  British  forces  in  tlie  revolutionary  war,  be- 
cause the  said  houses  had  frequently  been,  and  were,  at  the  time  of 
destruction,  occupied  by  a  detachment  of  the  army  of  the  United 
States;  and  praying  compensation  therefor. 

Mr.  Dennison  presented  a  petition  of  Elizabeth  Muri-ay  and  Josiah 
Murray,  executors  of  Dr.  Lacky  Murray,  deceased,  praying  com- 
pensation for  services  rendered  by  the  deceased  as  a  surgeon  and  phy- 
sician for  a  number  of  British  prisoners  in  tlie  revolutionary  wai*. 

Ordci-ed,  That  the  said  petitions  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Pensions  and  Revolutionai-y  Claims. 

Mr.  Whitman  presented  a  remonstrance  of  the  inhabitants  of 
North  Yarmouth,  in  the  District  of  Maine,  against  the  fui*ther  intro- 
duction of  slavery  into  tlie  territories  of  the  United  States  west  of  the 
Mississippi  river. 

Mr.  Darlington  presented  a  similar  memorial  from  sundry  inha- 
bitaiits  of  Chester  county,  in  the  state  of  Pennsylvania.

Mr.  Meigs  presented  a  memorial  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  of 
the  city  of  New  York,  stating  that  very  injurious  consequences  are 
resulting  to  the  commerce  and  shipping  interest  of  the  United  States 
from  the  discriminating  duties  lately  established  in  France  on  the 
staple  products  of  tliis  counter,  and  praying  that  a  henxj  tonnage 
duty  may  be  imposed  on  French  shipping  in  the  ports  of  the  United 
States,  or  that  such  other  countervailing  measures  may  be  adopted,  as, 
in  the  wisdom  of  Congress,  may  be  adequate  to  the  protection  of  the 
shipping  and  commerce  of  the  United  States. 

Ordei^,  That  the  said  memorial  be  referred  to  the  Committee  of 
Commerce. 

Mr.  Sampson  presented  a  petition  of  Henry  Warren,  Collector  of 
ihe  customs  for  the  District  of  Plymouth,  in  the  state  of  Massachu- 
setts, stating  that,  during  the  late  war,  he  seized  a  quantity  of  Bri- 
tish mei-chandize  which  he  conceived  was  illegally  introduced  into 
the  United  States;  that,  after  trial,  the  said  merchandize  was  restor* 
ed  to  the  claimant  that  he  has  since  been  compelldl  to  pay  about  one 
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thousand  two  hundred  dollars,  1>y  Avay  of  damages,  on  account  of  said 
seizure;  and  praying  a  reimbursement  of  the  same.

Ordered,'  That  the  petition  of  John  Burgin,  presented  on  the  26th 
of  April,  1816,  be  refeiTed  to  the  Committee  on  the  Judiciary- 
Mr.  Meigs  presented  another  petition  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce, 
of  the  city  of  New  York,  praying  that  an  uniform  system  of  bank- 
ruptcy may  be  established  throughout  the  United  States;  which  was

Mr.  Wendover  presented  a  petition  of  Thomas  S.  Uffington,  ma- 
nufacturer of  umbrellas  and  parasols,  praying  that  the  duties  imposed 
onimported  umbrellas  and  parasols,  and  materials  for  their  construc- 
tion, may  be  so  regulated  as  to  afford  more  efficient  protection  to  the 
domestic  manufacture  of  those  articles.

ture, upon  whose  files  all  the  documents  relating  to  the  claim  are  still 
existing.

Jind  fce  it  further  enacted^  That,  from  and  alter  the  15th 
day  of  March  next,  and  until  a  new  enumeration  shall  be  made  of 
the  inhabitants  of  said  commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  and  said 
state  of  Makie,  and  anew  apportionment  of- Representatives  in  the 
Congress  of  tibe  United  States^  to  b€»  deoted  in  said  Massachusetts 
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and  Maine;  the  said  commonwealfh  of  Massachusetts  shall  be  enti- 
tled to,  and  may  be  represented  in  Congcess  by  thirteen  representa- 
tives; and  the  said  state  of  Maine  shall  be  entitled  to>  and  may  be 
represented  in  Congress  by  seven  representatives. 

The  said  section  being  read,  Mr.  Whitman  moved  to  amend  the 
Bame  by  striking  out  "  15th  day  of  March  next,'*^  and  inserting  pre- 
sent Congress;  which  was  rejected. 

The  question  was  then  taken  to  agree  to  the  amendment  as  offered 
by  Mr.  Storrs,  and  determined  in  the  negative. 

Mr.  ^VThitman  mo?ed  to  strike  out  the  preamble  of  the  said  bill| 
which  is  in  the  following  words,  viz: — 

«<  Whereas,  by  anact  of  the  state  of  Massachusetts,  passed  on  the  19th  day  of  June, 
1819,  entitled  **  An  act  relating  to  the  separation  of  the  district  of  Maine  from  Mas- 
sachusetts Proper,  and  forming  the  same  into  a  separate  and  independent  state;*'  the 
people  of  that  part  of  Massacliusetts  heretofore  known  as  the  district  of  Maine,  did, 
vnAk  the  consent  of  the  legislature  of  said  state  of  Massachusetts,  form  themselves  in^) 
to  a.  separate  and  independent  sta^  and  did  esubhsh  a  constitution  for  the  goTem- 
xDQptcc  thp  same,  agreeably  to  the  provisions  of  said  act;  therefore,*' 

And^  in  lieu  of  the  said  preamble,  to  insert  one  in  tlie  words  fol- 
lowingy  to  wit: 

Whereas  the  le^lature  (»f  the  toihmon  wealth  of  Massachusetts,  by  an  act,  entided 
**  An  act  relating  to  the  separation  of  the  district  of  Maine  from  Massachusetts  Proper, 
and  forming  the  same  into  a  separate  and  independent  state,"  passed  oir  the  19th  day  of 
Jane  last,  declared  the  consent  oi  said  commonwealth,  that  the  district  of  Maine  (being 
that  part  of  said  comnionwealth  lying  east  of  the  state  of  New  Hampshire)  might  be 
formed  and  erected  into  a  se]>arate  and  independent  state,  upon  certain  terms  and 
conditions  in  the  said  act  particularly  specified:  ^nd,  provitled,  the  Congfress  of  the 
Ignited  States  shou'd  give  its  consent  thereto,  before  the  fourth  day*  of  March  next: 

And  whereas  it  appears  that  the  terms  and  conditions  proposed  oy  said  legislature. 
on  the  part  of  said  commonwealth,  to  the  people  of  said  district  of  Maine,  have  been 
by  them  ag^ed  to  and  accepted,  and  on  their  part  complied  with: 

And  whereas  a  convention  of  deleg^^ites,  duly  chosen  by  the  people  of  said  district* 
hare  formed  a  constitutitm  and  frame  of  gfovernmcnt,  which  is  republican,  and  con- 
Ibrmable  to  the  principles  and  provisions  of  the  act  aforesaid;  and  have  petitioned 
Conjmss  that  its  consent  may  be  ^ven  tliat  the  said  district,  by  the  style  and  title 
of  TTie  State  of  Maine,  may  be  admitted  into  the  Uni«»n  as  a  separate  and  independent 
itate,  and  on  the  footing  of  an  original  state ;  therefore, 

And  on  the  question^  *^  Shall  the  preamble  1>e  changed  as  afore- 
said?" 

It  was  determined  in  the  negative. 

Mr.  Smith)  of  North  Carolina,  then  moved  to  strike  out  the  pre- 
amble prefixed  to  the  said  bill,  which  was  rejected;  and  it  was  then 

Ordered,  That  the  said  bill  be  engrosM^  and  read  a  third  time  on 
Monday  next. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Nelson*  of  yir|»nia. 

Ordered,  That  when  the  House  sojourns,  it  will  adjourn  to  meet 
again  on  Monday  next. 

The  Speaker  laid  befcNre  the  House  two  letters  from  the  Secretary 
of  the  Treasury,  the  one  transmitting  «  statement  of  duties  accruing, 
and  drawback  payable  on  merchaiSize  exported  from  the  Unit^ 
States,  during  the  years  1816,  18ir,  and  18 IB;  the  other  transmit- 
ting the  annual  statement  of  the  dis^ct  tonnage  of  the  United  States 
on  the  3 1st  December,  1818;  whi(^  letters  and  stat^nents  were  or- 
dered to  lie  on  the  table* 

And  then  the  House  acyoumed* 
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MONDAY,  January  3,  1820. 

Mrv  HiU  presented  a  petition  of  sundry  inhabitants  of  the  District 
of  Maine,  praying  for  tlie  erection  of  a  light-house  on  some  suitable 
place  near  the  entrance  of  the  harbor  of  Boothbay^  in  said  district 

Mr.  Barbour  pre^nted  a  remonstrance  of  the  Virginia  Agricultural 

Society,  of  Fi-edericksburg,  against  the  attempts  now  making  by  the 

manufactoring  interest  of  the  country,  and  their  friends,  for  an  iib- 

crease  of  the  duties  upon  foreign  goods.  Wares,  and  merchandize,  vjh 

.  on  their  importation  into  the  United  States. 

Ordered,  That  the  said  petition  and  remonstrance  be  referred  to 
the  Committee  of  Commerce. 

Mr.  Wendover  presented  a  petition  of  Ihe  Dutchess  county  slate 
company,  in  the  state  of  New  \ork,  praying  that  the  duties  imposed 
on  the  importation  of  foreign  slate  may  be  changed  from  an  ad  vah- 
rem  to  a  specific  duty. 

Mr.  Forrest  presented  a  petition  of  sundry  manufacturers  of  coi^, 
in  the  city  of  Philadelphia,*also  praying  for  the  imposition  of  a  spe- 
cific duty  on  foreign  made  corks  imported  into  the  United  States. 

Mr.  Murray,  Mr.  Maclay,  and  Mr.  Wallace,  severally  presented 
petitions  from  inhabitants  of  the  state  of  Pennsylvania,  respectively 
praying  that  further  measures  may  be  adopted  for  the  encourage- 
ment and  security  of  the  manufacturing  interest  of  the  country. 

Mr.  Smith,  of  Maryland,  presented  a  petition  of  sundry  merchants, 
and  other  inhabitants  of  Baltimore,  praying  that  the  duties  on  all 
foreign  goods,  wares  and  merchandize,  imported  into  the  United 
States,  may  be  made  payable  in  cash. 

Ordered,  That  the  said  petitions  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Manu&ctures. 

Mr.  Gfrross,  of  New-York,  presented  a  petition  of  sundry  inhabit- 
ants of  that  state,  and  of  the  state  of  Vermont,  praying  for  the  estab- 
lidmnent  of  a  post  route;  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the 
Post-office  and  Post^roads. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Forrest, 

Ordered,  That  the  petition  of  George  Simpson,  presented  on  tlie 
19th  of  December,  1815,  be  referred  to  the  Committee  of  Ways  and 
Means.  * 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Randolphs- 
Ordered,  That  the  petition  of  Willis  Wilson,  presented  on  the  13th 
day  of  February,  1818,  be  rrferred  to  the  committee  of  the  whole 
House,  to  which  is  committed  the  bill  for  the  relief  of  the  surviving 
officers  of  the  revolutionary  army. 

Mr.  Bryan  presented  a  petition  of  Stephen  Thomas,  praying  for  a 
pension;  which  petition  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Revolu- 
tionary Pensions. 

Mr.  Ross  presented  a  petition  of  Barnabas  Quigly,  also  praying 
for  a  pension^  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Pensions  and 
Revolutionary  Claims. 

Mr.  Scott  presented  a. petition  and  remonstrance  of  the  Baptist 
Association  of  Mount  Zion,  Howard  county,  ten^tory  of  Missouri, 
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protesting  against  the  interference  of  Congress  in  the  pro^'isions  of 
the  constita&n  contemplated  for  said  territory  upon  its  admission 
into  the  Union  a$  a  state;  as  also  against  any  restrictions  on  the 
rights  of  property. 

Ordered,  That  the  said  petition  and  remonstrance  be  re^rred  to 
ihe  committee  of  the  whole,  to  which  is  a)mmitted  the  bill  to  enable 
the  people  of  the  said  territory  to  form  a  constitution  and  st^te  gov- 
ernment and  for  the  admission  of  such  state  into  tl\e  Union,  on  an 
equal  footing  with  the  original  states. 

Mr.  Rhea,  from  the  Cmnmittee  on  Pensions  and  Revolutionary- 
Claims,  made  unfavorable  reports  oii  the  petition  of  James  Moore^ 
of  Mary  Carpenter,  Patrick  Boyd,  Leonard  Copper,  and  the  execu- 
tors of  Lackey  Morray;  which  were  severally  read,  and  ordered  to 
lie  on  the  table. 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Pensions  and  RevoluttonaTf 
Claims  be  discharged  from  a  further  consideration  of  the  petitions  of 
Fortune  C.  White  and  David  Franklin;  and  that  the  former  be  re- 
ferred to  the  Secretary  of  War^  and -the  Matter  to  the  Committee  on 
Revolutionary  Pensions. 

Mr.  Williams,  6f  North  Carolina^  from  the  Committee  of  Claims, 
to  which  was  referred  the  bill  from  the  Senate,  entitled  "An  act  tor 
tiie  relief  of  Eli  Hart,''  made  a  detailed  report  on  the  merits  of  the 
claim  of  the  said  Hart,  and  recommending  tiiat  the  bill  be  Indefinitely 
postponed;  which  report  and  bill  were  committed  to  a  committee  of 
tJie  whole,  to-morrow. 

^  Mr.  Williams,  frx>m  the  same  committee,  also  made  unfevorable 
reports  on  the  petitions  of  Elizabeth  Whitaker,  Jennings  O^Bannon^ 
and  Ambrose  Whitlock;  which  were  severally  read,  and  ord^ed  to 
lie  on  the  table. 

Mr.  Taylor,  from  the  Committee  on  Elections,  made  the  following

Oi-deredy  That  the  Committee  of  Ways  and  Means  be  discharged 
from  the  further  consideration  of  the  petition  of  Winslow  Lewis, 
and  that  it  be  referred  to  the  Committee  of  Commerce. 

Mr.  Alexander  Smyth,  from  the  Committee  on  Military  Affairs, 
made  a  report  in  obedience  to  the  resolution  instructing  them  to  enr 
quire  into  the  expenditures  which  have  been,  and  are  likely  to  be,  in- 
curred in  fitting  out,  and  prosecuting  the  expedition  ordered  to  the 
mouth  of  the  Yellow  Stone,  on  the  Missouri  river,  and  concfrning 
tiie  objects  intended  to  be  accomplished  by  that  expedition^  which 
was  read,  and  ordered  to  lie  on  the  table. 

Mr.  Smyth,  from  the  same  committee,  also  reported  a  bill  for  the 
relief  of  captain  Stanton  Sholes;  which  was  read  the  first  and  second 
time,  and  committed  to  a  committee  of  the  whole  House  to-morrow. 

Mr.  Smyth  also  made  a  report  on  the  petition  of  sundry  non-com- 
missioned officers,  musicians,  and  privates,  who  reside  in  the  state  of 
Connecticut,  and  whose  term  of  service  expired  at  the  close  of  the 
late  war  with  Great  Britain;  which  was  read,  and  the  resolution 
therein  contained,  was  concurred  in  by  the  House,  as  follows: 

Resolved,  Thattheprayerof  the  petition  ought  not  to  be  granted. 

Ordered,  That  the  petitions  of  Thomas  Shields,  presented  on  the 
528th  of  January,  1818,  and  the  11th  of  January,  1819,  relating  ta 
prize  money,  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Judiciary. 

The  Speaker  laid  before  the  House  a  letter  from  the  Secretary  of 
War,  enclosing  an  abstract  shewing  the  aggregate  amount  of  the 
militaiy  peace  establishment,  actually  in  service  for  each  year  since 
1815,  prepared  in  obedience  to  an  order  of  the  J28th  ultimo;  which 
was  ordered  to  lie  on  the  table. 

The  Speaker  ako  laid  before  the  House  9  letter  from  the  Secretary 
of  the  Navy,  transmitting  a  statement  of  balances  unexpended  on  the 
«7th  Day  of  December,  1819,  remaining  in  the  Treasurer's  hands 
as  agent  of  the  Navy  Department,  d^gnating  the  various  heads  of 
appropriation,  and  the  unexpendedbalance  under  each  of  them;  ren- 
dered in  obedience  to  a  resolution  of  this  House  of  27th  ultimo;  which 
was  ordered  to  lie  on  the  table. 

An  engrossed  bill,  entitled ''  An  act  for  the  admission  of  the  state 
of  Maine  into  the  Union,  aiKl  to  extend  the  laws  of  the  United  States 
to  said  state;"  was  read  lAe  third  time,  and  passed. 

Offered,  That  the  title  be,  **  An  act  for  the  admission  of  the  state 
of  Maine  into  the  Union,"  and  that  the  Clerk  carry  the  said  bill  to 
the  Senate,  and  ask  tlieir  concurrence  therein. 

The  House  then  resolved  itself  into  a  committee  of  the  whole,  on 
the  report  of  the  Committee  of  Claims,  on  the  case  of  Samuel  Hughes; 
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and  aftisr  some  time  spent  therein,  M.  Spes^er  resumed  tlie  chairj»^  and 
Mr.  Campbell  reported  their  agreement  to  the  resolntioii  aojimitted 
by  the  Committee  of  Claims. 

The  said  resolution  was  then  again  read  and  concurred  in  by  tbe 
House,  as  follows: 

Resolved,  That  the  claim  of  Samuel  Hughes,  of  the  state  of  Mary- 
'  land,  ought  noi  to  be  allowed. 

The  House  resolved  itself  into  a  committee  of  the  whole^  on  the 
bill  to  authorize  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Officey  to 
i-eroitthe  instalments  due  on  certain  lots  in  Shawneetown,  in  the  state 
of  Illinois;  and,  after  sometime  spent  therein,  Mr.  Speaker  resumed 
the  chair,  and  Mr.  Smith,  of  North  Carolina,  reported  the  saine 
without  amendment. 

The  question  was  then  taken,  <<  Shall  the  said  bill  be  ^i^grossed^ 
and  vthA  a  third  time.'^ 

Anil  determined  in  the  negative. 

And  80  the  said  hill  was  rejected. 

And  then  the  House  adjourned. 

TUESDAY,  January  4,  1820. 

Mr.  Parker,  of  Massachusetts,  presented  a  petition  of  sundry  in- 
habitants of  the  toWn  of  Meadfield,  in  the  State  of  Massachusetts. 

Mr.  Sampson  presented  a  petition  of  sundry  ihhabitants  of  t|ie 
county  of  Plymouth,  in  the  State  of  Massachusetts; 

Mr.  Darlin^n  presented  a  petition  of  sundry  inhabitants  of 
Chester  county,  in  rennsylvania; 

Mr.  Hibshman  wesented  a  petition  of  sundry  inhabitants  of  Lan- 
caster county,  hi  Pennsylvania; 

Mr.  Little  presented  a  petition  of  sundry  inhabitants  of  Baltimore 
county  in  Maryland; 

Mr.  Brown  presented  a  petition  of  sundry  inhabitants  of  Gelatin 
county,  in  Kentucky; 

Respectively  jpraying  that  further  measures  may  be  adopted  for 
the  security  and  epcoun^ment  of  the  manufacturing  interest  of  the 
nation. 

Ordered,  That  the  said  petitions  be  referred  to  the  Coipmittee  on 
Manufactures. 

Mr.  Whitman  presented  a  remonstrance  of  the  inhabitants  of  New 
Gloucester,  in  the  District  of  Mahie,  against  the  furtier  introduc- 
tion of  slavery  into  the  territories  o!  tiie  United  States,  and  a|^nst 
the  admission  of  slavery  in  any  Stated/)  be  admitted  into  the  Union 
west  of  tiie  river  Mississippi. 

Mr.  Morton  presented  a  memorial  and  ^tition  of  the  West  Port 
Association,  for  the  suppression  of  intemperMice  and  otlier  immorali- 
ties, to  the  same  effect  of  the  remonstrance  hjst  mentioned. 

Ordered,  That  the  said  remonstrance  an4  memorial  be  referred  to, 
the  committee  of  tiie  whole,  to  which  is  committed  tiie  bill  to  autbo- 
rise  the  people  of  the  Territory  of  Missouri  to  form  a  constitutiqUj 
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and  state  goyemmenty  and  for  the  admission  of  sutch  State  in  to  (be 
Vnion  on  an  equal  footing  witii  the  original  States. 

Mr.  Nelson,  cf  Massachiifietts>  presented  a  petition  of  Benjamin 
Hardy,  stating  that  his  property,  valued  at  five  hundred  dollars,  has 
been  sold  to  pay  the  sum  of  forty  cents,  the  amount  of  the  direct  tax 
upon  the  same,  and  praying  relief  from  Congress. 

Mr.  Folger  presented  sundry  dqx>sitions  and  other  doaiments 
tending  to  prove  that  Daniel  Pettibqneisnot  the  inventor  of  the  art  of 
welding  cast  steel  to  iron. 

Mr.  Hall,  of  New  York,  pi^esented  a  petition  of  John  Bemcnt  and 
Samuel  B.  Hitchcock,  complaining  of  sundry  violations  of  their  pa« 
tent  right  for  an  improvement  in  the  method  of  manufacturing  boots 
and  shoes,  for  which  the  laws  do  not  afford  Ibem  redress;  and  pray- 
ing that  a  revision  thereof  may  be  had,  to  the  end  that  they  may  ob^ 
tarn  the  justice  to  which  they  conceive  themselves  entitled. 

Oidered,  That  the  said  petitions  and  depositions  be  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  the  Judiciary. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Kinsley, 
Ordered,  That  the  petition  of  Isaac  Hodgson,  presented  on  the 
srth  January,  1818,  be  also  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Judi- 
ciary. 

Mr.  Mason  presented  a  petition  of  Robert  Roberts,  praying  to  be 
allowed  and  paid  the  debenture  on  a  quantity  of  coffee  exported  to 
Holland,  which  is  withheld  in  consequence  of  his  not  taking  the  ne- 
cessary oaths  in  time,  being  prevented  from  doing  so  by  reason  of 
sickness. 

Mr.  Mei^  presented  a  petition  of  Haydock  and  Jenkins,  staling 
that  their  ship  the  Heraldf  while  on  her  voyage  from  England  to  New 
York,  with  a  cargo  of  slate,  was  overtaken  by  a  storm,  and  compelled 
to  put  into  the  Britidi  port  of  Halifax,  where,  upon  an  examination, 
she  was  declared  unseaworthy;  tiiat  they  were  then  under  the  neces- 
sity of  employing  foreign  vessels  to  transport  the  cargo  to  New  York, 
where  the  petitioners  wei-e  compelled  to  pay  foreign  duties,  tonnage, 
and  light  money;  and  praying  for  a  remission  of  the  excess  of  foreign 
over  domestic  duties,  tonnage,  and  light  money. 

Ordered,  That  the  said  petitions  be  referred  to  the  Committee  of 
Commerce. 

Mr.  Sampson  presented  a  document  in  support  of  the  petition  of 
John  Tamer;  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Revolutionary 
Pensions. 

Mr.  Mosely  presented  a  petition  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  of 
New-Haven,  appro%'ed  and  adopted  at  a  town  meeting  of  the  inha- 
bitants of  that  town,  praying  for  the  establishment  of  a  uniform  system 
of  bankruptcy  thronf^ut  the  Unitqfl  States;  which  was  referred  to 
the  committee  of  the  whole  House,  to  which  is  committed  the  bill  for 
that  purpose. 

Mr.  Swearingen  presented  a  petition  of  James  Chapline,  praying 
for  a  pension;  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Pensions  ana 
Revolutionary  Claims. 
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On  motion  of  Mr.  Archer, 
Ordered,  That  the  petition  of  Joshua  Rutledge,  presented  on  the 
lltli  February,  1819,  be  also  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Pensions 
and  Revolutionary  Claims. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Tracy, 
Ordered,  That  the  petition  of  Charles  Townsend,  reported  on  and 
rejected  at  the  present  session,  be  recommitted  to  the  Committee  of 
Claims. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Walker,  of  North  Carolina, 
Ordered,  That  the  petition  of  James  Doyle,  presented  on  the  26th 
December,  1811,  be  referred  to  the  Committee  of  Cldms. 

Mr.  Archer  presented  sundry  documents  in  support  of  the  claim 
of  Mary  Sears. 

Mr.  Butler,  of  Louisiana,  presented  documents  in  support  of  the 
claim  of  Thaddeus  Mayhew. 

Ordered,  That  the  said  documents  be  referred  to  the  Committee  of 
Claims. 

Mr.  Lowndes  presented  a  petition  of  Joshua  Neyill,  praying  for 
the  remission  of  the  duties  on  a  quantity  of  cabinet  tools  and  fumi- 
tni*e,  imported  by  hlhi  into  the  United  States  in  January  last,  which 
said  tools  and  furniture  were  destroyed  by  fire  at  a  general  conflagra- 
tion, in  the  city  of  Charleston,  on  the  7th  July  last;  which  petition 
was  referred  to  the  Committee  of  Ways  and  Means. 

Mr.  Jones,  of  Tennessee,  presented  a  petition  of  Daniel  McDuff, 
an  officer  in  the  revolutionary  army,  praying  for  a  pension;  whidi 
was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Revolutionary  Pensions. 

Mr.  Cook  presented  a  petition  of  Jonathan  Taylor  and  Joseph  M. 
Street,  stating,  that  they  entered  a  tract  of  land  near  Shawneetown, 
in  virtue  of  a  right  of  pre-emption,  and  paid  the  first  instalment 
thereon;  that  the  land  is  now  said  to  be  included  in  a  reservation 
which  has  been  subsequently  made  for  a  lead  mine;  and  praying  that 
the  said  land  may  be  granted  to  them  upon  their  completing  the  pay- 
ments therefor;  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Public 
Lands. 

Mr.  Rhea,  from  tlie  Committee  oh  Pensions  and  Revolutionary 
Claims,  made  an  unfavorable  report  on  the  petition  of  Samuel  H. 
Fhillips;  which  was  read,  and  ordered  to  lie  on  the  table. 

Mr.  Rhea  also  made  a  report  on  the  petition  of  Jonathan  Ward, 
on  behalf  of  himseli*  and  the  other  heirs  of  Stephen  Ward,  deceased; 
which  was  read,  and  the  resolution  therein  contained  was  concurred 
in  by  the  House,  as  follows: 

Resolved,  That  the  prayer  of  the  petitioner  ought  not  to  be 
granted.  , 

Mr.  Anderson,  from  the  Comn|ittee  on  the  Public  Lands,  madi  an 
unfavorable  report  on  the  petition  of  Jesse  Lott;  which  was  read,  and 
ordered  to  lie  on  the  table.  • 

Mr.  Williams,  of  North  Carolina,  from  the  Committee  of  Claims, 
made  an  unfavorable  report  on  the  petition  of  John  Chalmers;  which 
was  read,  and  ordered  to  lie  on  the  table.  . 
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Mr.  WilliamB  also  made  an  nnfi^vorable  report  on  the  petition  of 
captain  John  Coven,  which  was  read;  when  Mr.  Jones,  of  Tennessee, 
moved  to  amend  the  same,  so  as  to  make  the  resolution  therein  sub- 
mitted read,  "  That  the  prayer  of  the  petitioner  ought  to  be  granted;'^ 
and,  debate  arising  thereon,  the  said  report,  with  the  amendment, 
was  committed  to  a  committee  of  the  whole,  to-morrow. 

Mr.  Bloomfield,  from  the  Committee  on  Revolutionarj  Pensions, 
made  a  report,  in  conclusion,  on  the  resolution  of  this  House  of  the 
17th  ultimo,  respecting  the  execution  of  the  act  of  the  18th  March, 
1818,  to  provide  for  certain  persons  engaged  in  the  land  and  naval 
service  of  the  United  States  in  the  revolutionary  war;  which  was 
rwd,  and  committed  to  a  committee  of  the  whole,  to-morrow. 

The  Speaker  laid  before  the  House  a  letter  from  the  Secretary  of 
die  Navy,  transmitting  a  statement  of  the  contracts  made  by  the 
Commissioners  of  the  Navy  during  the  year  1819;  which  was  ordered 
to  lie  on  the  table. 

The  Speaker  also  laid  before  the  House  another  letter  fram  the 
Secretary  of  the  Navy,  transmitting  a  statement  of  the  names  of  the 
clerks  employed  in  the  Navy  Department,  and  in  the  office  of  the 
Commissioners  of  the  Navy,  in  the  year  1819,  with  the  pay  of  each; 
which  was  also  ordered  to  lie  on  the  table. 

Mr.  Lowndes,  from  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Relations,  made  a 
report  on  two  memorials  of  sundry  inhabitants  of  the  state  of  Ohio, 
relating  to  the  practice  of  privateering;  which  was  read,  and  the 
resolution  therein  contained  was  concuired  in  by  the  House,  as  fol- 
lows: 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Relations  be  discharged 
from  the  farther  consideration  of  the  memorials  relating  to  the  prac- 
tice of  privateering,  and  that  they  be  referred  to  the  Secretary  of 
State.

Resolved,  Tliat  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  be  directed  to  in- 
form this  House  what  deduction,  in  his  opinion,. it  will  make  in  the 
revenue,  if  tiie  importation  of  cotton  and  woollen  manufactures  and 
iron  be  prohibited;  and  in  what  manner  the  deficit  in  the  revenue 
may  be  supplied  should  prohibition  be  made. 
On  motion  of  Mr.  Storrs, 
Ordered,  That  the  message  of  the  President  of  the  United  States, 
communicated  to  the  House  of  Representatives  on  the  5th  day  of  Feb- 
ruary, 1819,  relating  to  applications  received  from  the  British  minis- 
ter, in  behaif  of  certain  British  subjects  who  had  suffered  in  their 
property  by  proceedings  to  which  the  United  States,  by  their  military 
and  judiciiu  officers,  were  parties^  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
the  Judiciary. 

Mr.  Cook  submitted  the  following  preamble  and  resolutions: 

Who'eas,  an  enlightened  and  liberal  policy  dictates  the  importance 

and  propriety  of  rendering  the  navigable  waters  of  the  interior  of  our 

oommon  country  as  extensively  subservient  to  its  commercial  inter. 

ests  as  is  practicable:  and  whereas  the  importance  and  utility  of  the 
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majestic  rivers  Mississippi  and  Ohio  woild  be' moGh  increase  by 
the  establishment  of  a  convenient  place  of  deposit  near  their  ooniu- 
ence:  and  whereas  doubts  are  entertained  as  to  the  elegibility  of  the 
site  at  theii*  immediate  junction  for  that  purpose; 
Therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Boadsand  Cantds  beinstructetf 
to  enquire  into  the  expediency  of  appointing-  a  suitable  number  of 
commissioners,  to  examine  that  ti*act  of  country  lying  between  the 
said  rivers,  with  instructions  to  report  to  this  House  at  the  com- 
mencement of  the  next  session  of  Congress^  a  topographical  descrip* 
tion  thereof,  accompanied  with  theii*  opinion  as  to  the  most  expe- 
dient plan  of  adapting  a  suitable  portion  thereof  to  the  purpose  afore-^ 
said. 

And  whereas  the  durability  of  this  government  greatly  d^ndsr 
upon  the  equal  dispensation  of  advantages,  by  Congress,  to  the  dif-^ 
ferent  sections  of  our  Union,  as  well  as  upon  the  virtue  of  the  ped» 
pie:  and  whereas  the  north  is  already  provided  with  an  academy,  at  ' 
which  a  pi*oper  number  of  hw  sons  are  taught  the  military  art,  a  per- 
fect knowledge  of  which  is  so  important  to  tiie  certain  defence  of  our 
rights,  and  so  auspicious  to  the  saving  of  both  the  blood  and  treasure 
of  the  nation:  and  whereas  tha  establishment  of  a  nationaJ  armory  in 
the  west,  would,  in  its  operations,  produce  tlie  disbursement  of  k 
part  oF  that  money  in  the  same  quarter  from  which  it  is  so  profiise- 
edly  drained,  by  the  sales  of  the  public  lands;  and,  at  the  same  time/ 
place  at  tlie  immediate  command  of  the  government,  and  at  a  suita- 
ble position,  the  necessary  arms  for  the  defence  of  an  extensive  fron- 
tier; 

Therefore, 

.Be  it  further  resolved.  That  the  committee  on  Military  Affairs  be 
instructed  to  enquii*e  into  the  expediency  of  requiring  the  said  com- 
missionera  to  examine  if  there  be  a  suitable  situation  for  a  military 
academy  and  national  armory  hear  the  junction  of  tlie  aforesaid  ri- 
vers; and,  also,  to  examine  and  ascertain  the  probable  metallic  re- 
sources of  the  surrounding  country,  not  exceeding  fifty  miles  distance 
from  the  confluence  afoi*esaid,  suitable  for  munitions  of  war,  and  re- 
port the  same  to  this  House,  with  the  report  before  i*equired. 

The  said  preamble  and  resolutions  were  read;  and,  on  thequestion^ 
'<  Will  the  House  now  proceed  to  consider  the  same.'* 

It  was  determined  in  tlie  n^ative. 
On  motion  of  Mr.  Cannon, 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  the  Militia  be  instructed  to  en- 
quire into  the  expediency  of  improving  the  organization  and  discip- 
line of  the  militia  of  the  United  States.

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  of  Ways  and  Means  be  instructed 
to  enquire  into  the  expediency  of  allowing  Archibald  Frew,  esq.  col- 
lector of  the  direct  tax  and  internal  duties,  in  the  Eleventh  collec- 
tion distiict  in  North  Carolina^  the  usual  commissions  09  nineteeii  <» 
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twenty  thousand  dollars^  collected  of  him  hy  warrant  issned  hy  the 
Comptroller  of  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States. 
On  motion  of  Mr.  Strong,  of  New  York, 

1.  Resolved,  That  a  committee  be  appointed  to  enquire  into  the 
expediency  of  providing  by  law  for  fumishine  the  Army,  the  Navy, 
and  the  Indian  Department,  with  articles  of  clothing,  and  other  mer- 
chandise of  domestic  manufacture,  except  such  articles  only  as  can* 
not,  with  economy  and  in  sufficient  quantity,  be  manufactui«d  in  the 
United  States. 

2.  Resolved,  That  a  committee  be  appointed  to  enquire  into  the 
expediency  of  providing,  by  law,  for  the  further  encouragement  of 
native  American  citizens  engaged  in  the  whale  fisheries. 

Mr.  Strong,  Mr.  Baldwin,  Mr.  Alexander  Smyth,  of  Va.  Mr.  Ross, 
and  Mr.  Brown,  were  appointed  a  committee  pursuant  to  the  first 
resolution. 

Mr.  Strong,  Mr.  Folger,  Mr.  Mason,  Mr.  Wendover,  and  Mr. 
Edwards,  of  Connecticut,  were  appointed  a  committee  pursuant  to 
the  second  resolution. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Settle, 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  the  Post  Office  and  Post  Roads, 
be  instructed  to  enquire  into  the  expediency  of  altering  the  post  route 
from  Danville,  in  Virginia,  to  Leaksville,  in  North  Carolina,  so  as 
to  run  by  John  Monhead's,  in  the  county  of  Rockingham.

Ordered,  That  the  said  petitions  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Pensions  and  Revolutionary  Claims. 

Mr.  Clark  presented  a  petition  of  George  Flower,  praying  for  a 
pension;  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Revolutionary 
Pensions. 

Mr.  Wendover  presented  a  petition  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce 
of  the  city  of  New- York,  praying  that  the  credit  now  allowed  by  law 
for  the  duties  on  goods  imported  into  the  United  States,  may  not  be 
changed  to  a  cash  payment;  and  that  a  modepte  duty  may  be  iro* 
posed  on  all  sales  at  auction.

Indians,  which  derive  color  of  au- 
tiiority  by  a  treaty  lately  concluded  between  the  United  States  and 
tlie  said  Indians;  and  praying  the  inter]K>sition  of  the  Congress  of 
the  United  States. 

Mr.  Beecher  presented  a  petition  of  Thomas  Backus  and  Ebenezer 
Richards,  stating,  that  they  are  engaged  in  a  search  for  salt  water 
on  the  river  Scioto,  and  praying  permission  to  purchase  c«-tain  re- 
served lands  lying  near  tiie  scene  of  their  operations,  and  which  are 
essentially  necessary  to  the  successful  prosecution-  of  their  under^ 
taking. 

Ordered,  That  the  said  petitions  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
flie  Public  Lands. 

The  Speaker  presented  a  petition  of  sundry  inhabitaiits  of  the 
counties  of  Saint  Genevieve,  Madison,  Washington,  Jefibrson,  Waynes 
Capp  Girardeau,  Lawrence,  and  New  Madrid,  in  the  territory  of 
Missouri,  respecting  the  boundaries  of  the  oontempialed  state  of  Mis-

Mr.  Beecher,  from  the  Committee  on  the  Judiciary,  made  an  un- 
favoluble  report  ion  the  petition  of  John  Burgin,  which  was  read,  and 
ordered  to  lie  on  the  table. 

Mr.  Cobb,  from  tlie  Committee  on  so  much  of  the  President's  Mes- 
sage as  relates  to  the  Public  Buildings,  made  a  regprt,  which  was 
read;  when, 

Mr.  Cobb  reported  a  bill,  making  appropriations  to  supply  the  de- 
4ciency  in  the  appropriations  heretofore  made  for  the.  completion  of 
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the  repairs  of  the  North  and  South  Wings  of  the  Capitol,  for  finish- 
ing the  President's  Hoase;  and  the  erection  of  two  new  Executive 
Offices;  which  was  read  the  first  and  second  time,  and  committed  to 
a  Committee  of  Hie  Whole  to-morrow. 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  of  Claims  be  disdiarged  from  the 
further  consideration  of  the  petition  of  John  Essick,  and  that  it  be  re« 
ferred  to  the  Committee  on  Pensions  and  Revolutionary  Claims. 

The  Speaker  laid  before  the  House  a  letter  from  the  Secretary  of 
the  Navy,  accompanied  with  two  hundred  copies  of  the  Naval  Regis- 
ter for  the  year  1820,  for  the  use  of  the  members;  which  letter  was 
ordered  to  Ue  on  the  table.

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  for  the  District  of  Columbia  be  in- 
structed to  enquire  into  the  expediency  of  retroceding  and  restoring 
to  the  states  of  Maryland  and  Virginia,  respectively,  all  such  por- 
tions of  the  territory  of  said  District  not  included  within  the  limits 
of  the  City  of  Washington,  as  were  derived  from  those  states. 

And  the  question  being  taken,  <<  Will  the  House  now  pi^oceed  to 
consider  the  said  preamble  and  resolution?^' 

It  was  deteitnined  in  the  negative.

«ary  to  define  and  punish  the  crime  of  piracy.   . 
On  motion  of  Mr.  Randolph, 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasuiy  be  directed  to  lay 
before  this  House  statements  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  tht 
United  StatevS,  fi*om  the  commencenjentof'tlie  Federal  Government,' 
until  the  31st  day  of  December  last,  disting^jishing  the  revenue  de- 
rived from  customs,  internal  taxes,  direct  tax,  postage,  public  lands, 
and  miscellaneous  sources;  and,  also,  classing  the  expenditures  under 
the  following  heads:  Military  ^siz.  pay  and  subsistence  of  the  army;  for- 
tifications;  ammunition;  arms;  arming  the  militia;  detachments  of 
militia;  sei*vices  of  militia;  services  of  volunteers:  Indian  di^artnient; 
M'aval  department*,  foreign  intercourse;  dvU  list;  miscelUuieims  civU 
expenses;  revolutionary  pensions;  other  pensions:  Exhibiiing  an  ag- 
l^gate  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  for  each  year,  8C])arately. 

A  message  fi*om  the  Senate,  by  Mr.  Cutts,  their  Secretary: 

J^fr.  Speaker:  The  Senate  have  passed  the  bill,  entitled  '*  An  act 
making  a  partial  appropriation  for  the  military  service  of  the  United 
States  for  the  year  1 820,''  with  amendments.  They  have  also  passed 
bills  of  the  following  titles,  to  wit:  "  An  act  to  provide  for  obtaining

containing  a  detailed  account  in  nslation  to  the  object  of  the  said 
resolution*  ^

Washington,  January  8, 1820. 
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The  said  message  and  report  were  read,  and  referred  to  flie  Com- 
mittee on  Military  Affairs. 

The  Speaker  laid  before  the  House  a  letter  fmrn  the  Secretary  of 
State,  transmitting  a  statement  containing  an  abstract  of  all  tlie  re- 
turns made  to  his  department  by  the  collectors  of  the  customs  in  the 
years  1818  and  1819*  of  iTgistei*cd  seamen  in  the  different  jiorts  of  the 
United  States;  which  was  ordered  to  lie  on  the  table, 

A  message  from  the  Senate,  by  Mr.  Cutts,  thdr  Secretary: 
Jin  Speaker:  The  Senate  have  passed  a  bill,  entitled  •*  An  act 
establishing  a  circuit  court  within  and  for  the  District  of  Maine,"  in 
which  they  ask  the  concurrence  of  this  House;  and  then  he  withdrew. 

The  said  bill  was  read  the  fii*st  and  second  time,  and  committed  to 
a  committee  of  tlie  whole  to-morrow. 
On  motion  of  Mr.  Cannon, 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Military  Affairs  be  instructed  t» 
enquire  into  the  expediency  of  I'educing,  or  entirely  stopping,  the  ex- 
penditures on  military  fortifications.

nois, formerly  the  Nortliwestern  Territory. 
On  motion  of  Mr.  Cook, 

Resolved,  That  tlie  Committee  on  the  Post-office  and  Post-roads  be 
instructed  to  enquire  into  tlie  expediency  of  establishing  the  following 
post^roads:  From  Vincennes,  in  tiie  state  of  Indiana,  by  Palmyra,  tlic 
court-houses  of  Wayne  and  Jefferson  counties,  and  Codington,  to 
Kaskaskia,  in  the  state  of  Illinois;  from  Kaskaskia,  by  the  Irish  set- 
tlement, Covington,  Carlisle,  and  Perrysville,  to  Vandalia;  frein  Cape 
Girardeau,  in  the  territory  of  Missouri,  by  Sexton's  Creek  Settle- 
ment, the  town  of  America,  and  Fort  Massac,  in  Illinois,  to  Salem, 
in  Kentucky. 

Mr.  Bre\ai*d  submitted  the  following  preamble  and  resolution,  viz: 

h  hereus  tlie  constitution  of  the  United  States  declares,  that  *•  Full 
faifh  and  ricdit  shall  be  given  in  each  state  to  the  public  acts,  recordsf 
and  judicial  pi-occedings  of  every  other;  and  that  the  Congress  may^ 
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by  general  laws^  prescribe  the  manner  in  which  such  actsy  records^ 
and  judicial  proceedings,  shall  be  proved,  and  the  effect  ihereafi** 

JhuL  whereas  it  has  been  enacted  bj  Congress,  in  conformity  with 
the  provision  of  the  Constitution,  (after  prescribing  the  mode  in . 
which  the  i^ecords  and  judicial  proceedings  of  the  coui«ts  of  any  state 
shall  be  proved  and  admitted  in  any  other  court  within  the  Unit^ 
States)  that  <<the  said  acts,  records,  and  judicial  proceedings"  (au- 
thenticated in  the  mode  prescribed)  shall  have  such  faith  and  credit 
given  to  them  in  every  court  within  the  United  States  as  they  have, 
by  law  or  usage,  in  the  couils  of  the  state  from  whence  the  said  re- 
cords are  or  shall  be  taken:'' 

And  whereas  there  have  been,  in  the  different  coui-ts  of  the  several 

Sfites,  various  and  contradictory  adjudications  in  consequence  of  the 
tn^^nt  constructions  which  have  been  given  to  the  enacting  words 
above  quoted,  as  to  the  nature  and  degree  of  credit  to  be  given  to  the 
authenticated  records  and  judicial  proceedings  adduced  in  evidence, 
and  the  effect  thereof: 

In  orJcTf  therefaxe^  that  henceforth  there  may  be  greater  cei-tainty 
in  the  law,  and  greater  uniformity  and  consistency  in  the  decisions  of 
the  courts  thereupon, 

Resolved,  That  the  Judiciary  Committee  be  instructed  to  enquire 
into  the  expediency  of  so  amending  the  act  of  CoQgi*ess  aforesaid,  as 
to  attain  the  end  proposed. 

The  said  resolution  wiis  read;  when, 

Mr.  Livermore  moved  to  amend  the  same  by  striking  out  the  pre- 
amble prefixed  thereto;  which  motion  was  rejected. 

Mr.  Livermore  then  moved  that  the  said  pi-eamble  and  resolution 
lie  upon  the  table;  which  was  also  i-ejected. 

The  question  was  then  taken  to  agree  to  the  said  preamble  and  i*e- 
solution. 

And  determined  in  the  negative. 
On  motion  of  Mr,  Fuller, 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Naval  Affairs  be  instructed  to 
eonsider  the  expediency- of  so  modifying  the  act  establishing  a  Board 
of  Commissioners  of  tlie  Navy,  as  to  make  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy, 
for  the  time  being,  the  presiding  officer  of  that  board:  And^  alsoy  of  so 
limiting  the  tenor  of  tlie  commissions  of  the  members  thereof,  as  to  se- 
cure tlie  accumulating  experience  and  talehts  pf  our  naval  command- 
ers in  that  department,  by  a  periodical  rotation  in  office. 
On  motion  of  Mr.  Cocke, 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  War  be  directed  to  report  to  this 
House  the  terms  on  which  the  contract  has  been  made  for  furnishing 
transportation  to  the  troops  ordered  on  the  expedition  to  the  Mandan 
villages,  on  the  Missouri  river:  And^  alsOf  if  any,  and  what,  other 
terms  may  have  been  proposed  for  furnishing  the  same,  and  by  whom 
made. 

The  bill  from  the  Senate,  entitled  "  An  art  for  the  relief  of  Mat- 
thew Barrow,"  was  read  the  third  time:  and  the  question  ws^s  stated,

Which  petitions  resi>cctively  pray  that  further  measures  may  be 
a(Iopte<l  for  the  security  and  encouragement  of  the  manufacturing  in- 
teiTSt  of  the  country. 

Ordered,  That  tlie  said  petitions  be  i-eferrcd  to  the  Committee  on 
Manufacturos. 

Mr.  Pindall  presented  a  petition  of  sundry  inhabitants  of  the  coun- 
ties of  Bi-ookc  and  Ohio,  in  the  State  of  Virginia,  praying  that  such 
measures  may  be  adopted  as  will  linally  extinguish  slavery  in  the 
territories  of  the  United  States;  which  petition  was  referred  to  the

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  of  Claims  be  discharged  from  the 
further  consideration  of  the  petition  of  Otho  W.  Cailis,  and  that  leave 
be  given  to  withdraw  the  same. 

&Ir.  Anderson,  from  the  Committee  on  the  Public  Lands,  to  whom 
was  referred  the  petition  of  the  general  assembly  of  tlic  State  of  Illi- 
nois, praying  for  a  grant  of  wood  land,  for  the  support  of  tlie  saline 
on  Shoal  Creek,  made  an  unfavorable  report  thereon;  which  was 
read  and  ordered  to  lie  on  the  table. 

Mr.  Anderson,  from  the  same  committee,  to  whom  was  referred 
a  resolution  instructing  them  to  enquire  into  the  expediency  of  grant- 
ing to  each  State  a  tract  of  land  not  exceeding  one  hundrcgl  thousand 
acres,  for  the  endowment  of  an  university  in  each  State,  made  a  re- 
port <*  that  it  is  inexpedient  to  grant  an v  tract  of  land  to  a  State  for 
the  purpose  of  endowing  an  university/'  which  was  read  and  order- 
ed to  lie  on  the  table. 

Mr.  Kent,  from  the  Committee  for  the  District  of  Columbia,  made 
a  report  on  the  petition  q{  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Washington 
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Infirmary,  which  was  read,  and  the  resolution  therein  contained  was 
conrurreid  in  by  the  House,  as  follows: 

Resolved,  That  the  petitioners  have  leave  to  witlidraw  their  pe- 
tition. 

Mr.  Kent,  from  the  same  committee,  also  reportdi  a  hill  for  the 
benefit  of  the  Columbian  Institute  for  the  promotion  of  arts  and  sci- 
ences in  the  City  of  Washington,  which  was  read  the  first  and  second 
time  and  committed  to  a  committee  of  the  whole  on  Monday  next^ 

Mr.  Siinkins  submitted  the  following  resolution:

The  said  resolution  was  read,  when 

Mr.  Strother  moved  that  it  lie  on  the  table,  which  was  rejected. 

The  question  was  then  taken  to  agree  to  the  same. 

And  passed  in  the  affirmative. 
On  motion  of  Mr.  Slocumb, 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  the  Judiciary  be  instructed  to 
enquire  into  the  expediency  of  providing,  by  law,  for  the  recovery  of 
interest  on  the  balances  admitted  to  be  due  to  the  United  States  by 
receivers  or  holders  of  public  money,  commencing  at  the  time  at 
which  their  accounts  are  made  up,  though  not  finally  acted  on,  until 
paid:  and,  fuKher,  if  the  accounts  ai*e  not  rendered  at  the  proper  de- 
partment, within  the  time  prescribed  by  law,  that  they  enquire  into 
tlic  e\|>ediency  of  charging  intei*est  on  the  whole  sum  in  the  hands 
of  said  defaulters,  from  tlie  time  the  same  was  received  until  the  ac- 
counts  are  thus  rendered. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Pindall, 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  the  Judiciary  be  instructed  to 
enquird  into  the  expediency  of  altering  the  time  for  holding  the  courtf 
of  the  judicial  district  of  Virginia  west  of  the  Alleghany  mountain. 

A  message  fi*om  the  Senate,  by  Mr.  Cutts,  their  Secretary. 

Mr.  Speaker:  The  Senate  have  passed  the  bill,  entitled  <<  An  act 
supplementary  to  an  act,  entitled  *  An  act  to  regulate  and  fix  the 
compensation  of  the  clerks  in  the  difierent  offices,'  passed  the  20th  of 
April,  1818,"  with  an  amendment;  in  which  they  ask  the  concurrence 
of  this  House.     And  then  he  withdrew. 

The  said  amendment  was  read  and  concurred  in  by  the  House. 

Oi*dered,  That  the  Clerk  acquaint  the  Senate  therewith. 

Ordei*ed,  That  the  several  orders  of  the  day  which  precede  the 
report  of  the  Committee  of  Elections  on  the  petition  of  Rollin  C. 
Mallary,  contesting  the  election  and  return  of  Orsamus  C.  Merrill, 
as  one  of  the  Representatives  for  the  State  of  Vermont,  be  postponed 
until  to*morrow. 

The  House  then  resolved  itself  into  a  committee  of  the  whole  on 
tlie  said  report;  and^  after  some  time  spent  therein,  Mr.  Speaker  re* 
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gamed  the  chair,  and  Mr.  Lirermore  reported,  that  the  committee  had 
made  some  progress  in  tlie  same,  and  directed  him  to  ask  leave  to  sit 
again.

Resolved,  That  the  law  of  Vermont  regulating  the  election  of  Re- 
presentatives to  Congress,  and  the  statement  of  the  secretary  of  said 
State  of  the  votes  counted  and  rejected  at  the  last  election,  together 
with  the  several  documents  referred  to  and  acted  upon  b  j  the  Com- 
mittee of  Elections  in  the  contested  election  between  Orsamus  C*- 
Merrill  and  RoUin  C.  Mallary,  be  printed  for  the  use  of  the  House. 

The  Speaker  laid  before  the  House  a  letter  from  the  Secretary  of 
the  Treasury,  transmitting  a  list  of  the  clerks  employed  in  the.  vari- 
ous offices  of  the  Treasury  Department,  in  the  year  1819,  with  the 
compensation  of  each;  which  wajs  ordered  to  lie  on  the  table. 

And  then  the  House  adjourned. 

WEDNESDAY,  January  12, 1820. 

Mr.  Mason  presented  a  petition  of  sundry  inhabitants  of  Boston, 
and  its  vicinity. 

Mr.  Peck  presented  a  petition  of  sundry  inhabitants  of  the  city  of 
Schenectady,  in  the  state  of  New  York,  respectively  praying,  that 
provision  may  be  made  for  the  exclusion  of  slavery  in  the  new  states 
to  be  formed  in  the  territories  west  of  the  Mississippi;  which  peti* 
tions  were  referred  to  the  Committee  of  the  Whole,  to  which  is  com- 
mitted the  bill  to  authorize  the  people  of  the  territory  of  Missouri 
to  form  a  constitution  and  state  government,  and  for  the  admission 
of  such  state  into  the  Union  on  an  equal  footing  with  the  original 
states. 

Mr.  Silsbee  presented  a  petition  of  sundry  inhabitants  of  Glouces« 
ter,  in  the  county  of  Essex,  and  state  of  Massachusetts,  praying  for 
the  erection  of  a  light-house,  on  Teni)ound  Island,  within  the  harbor 
of  Gloucester,  aforesaid;  which  petition  was  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee of  Commerce. 

Mr.  Wendover  presented  a  petition  of  sundry  manufacturers  of 
patent  floor  cloths,  in  the  city  of  New  York,  praying  that  the  impor- 
tation of  painted  floor  cloths  may  be  prohibited,  and  that  a  duty  of 
ten  per  cent  ad  valorem  may  be  imiiosed  on  that  article  manufac- 
tured in  the  United  States;  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Manufactures. 

Mr.  Dennison  presented  a  petition  of  Joshua  Patrick,  praying 
compensation  for  a  hoi'se  and  accoutrements,  lost,  while  a  volunteer 
in  the  military  service  of  the  United  States,  in  the  late  war  with 
Great  Britain;  which  petition  was  referred  to  the  Committee  of 
Claims.

Mr*  Swearingen  presented  a  petition  of  Charles  Brown,  praying 
for  a  pension. 

Mr.  Cook  presented  a  petition  of  Hezekiah  West,  only  son  and 
heir  of  John  West,  deceased,  praying  compensation  for  his  own  and 
father's  serrices,  as  soldiers,  in  the  revolutionary  army,  as  also  for 
clothing  and  equipments  furnished  themselves,  while  in  said  service. 

Ordered,  That  the  said  petitions  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Pensions  and  Revolutionary  Claims. 

Mr.  Edwards,  of  North  Carolina,  presented  a  petition  of  sundry 
inhabitants  of  Granville  county,  in  the  state  of  North  Carolina. 

Mr.  Cook  presented  a  petition  of  sundry  inhabitants  of  the  state 
of  Illinois,  respectively  praying  for  the  establishment  of  post  routes. 

Ordered,  That  the  said  petitions  be  referred  to  the  Committee  o« 
the  Post  Office  and  Post  Roads. 

Mr.  Cook  also  presented  a  petition  of  sundry  inhabitants  of  the 
state  of  Illinois,  praying  to  be  allowed  further  time  to  complete  their 
payments  for  lands  purchased  of  the  United  States. 

Mr.  Cook  also  presented  a  petition  of  sundry  inhabitants  of  Craw- 
ford county,  in  the  state  of  Illinois,  stating,  that  they  were  unable  to 
avail  themselves  of  the  right  of  pre-emption  extended  to  them  by  the 
act  of  1814;  that  their  lands  have  been  sold,  and  bought  up  by  specu* 
lators,  at  very  hieh  prices,  and  praying  for  the  right  of  pre-emption 
in  the  purchase  of  other  public  lands. 

Ordered,  That  the  said  petitions  be  refen-ed  to  the  Committee  on 
the  Public  Lands. 

Mr.  Smith,  of  Maryland,  from  the.  Committee  of  Ways  and  Means, 
4p  whom  the  subject  was  submitted,  by  resolutions  of  the  S9th  ult. 
reported  a  bill,  in  addition  to  the  several  acts,  for  the  establishment 
and  regulation  of  the  Treasury,  War,  and  Navy  Departments;  which 
was  r^  the  first  and  second  time,  and  committed  to  a  Committee 
of  the, Whole,  to-morrow. 

Mr.  Smith  also  reported  a  bill,  extending  the  time  allowed  for  the 
redemption  of  land  sold  for  direct  taxes,  in  certain  cases;  which  was 
read  the  first  and  second  time,  and  committed  to  the  Committee  of 
the  Whole,  last  appointed. 

Mr.  Smith,  from  the  same  Committee,  to  which  was  referred  the 
amendments  proposed  by  the  Senate,  to  the  bill,  entitled  An  act 
making  a  partial  appropriation  for  the  military  service  of  the  United 
States,  for  the  year  1820,  reported  the  agreement  of  the  Committee 
to  the  said  amendments. 

Ordered,  That  the  said  amendments  be  committed  to  a  Committee 
of  the  Whole,  to-day. 

Mr.  Rhea,  from  the  Committee  on  Pensions  and  Revolutionary 
Claimsy  to  which  was  referred  the  bill  from  the  Senate,  entitled  «  An 
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act  for  the  relief  of  the  heirs  mi  Ic^I  representatives  of  Nicholaa 
Yreeland,  deceased,"  reported  the  said  billy  without  amendment. 

Ordered,  That  the  said  bill  be  committed  to  a  Committee  of  tha 
Whole,  to-morrow. 

Mr.  Taylor,  from  the  Committee  of  Elections,  made  a  report  on 
the  petition  of  James  Guyon,  jr.  contesting  the  election  of  Ebenezer 
Sage,  one  of  the  representatives  from  the  state  of  New  York;  which 
was  read  and  committed  to  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  House,  to 
which  is  committed  the  report  of  the  same  Committee,  on  the  peti- 
tion of  Roilin  C.  Mallary,  contesting  the  election  of  Orsamus  C. 
Merrill. 

Mr.  Williams,  of  North  Carolina,  from  the  Committee  of  Claims, 
made  an  unfavorable  report  on  the  petition  of  Johh  G.  Bogert,  which 
was  read,  and  ordered  to  lie  on  the  table. 

Mr.  Williams  also  made  a  report  on  the  petition  of  Edward  Ker* 
rigan,  which  was  read,  and  the  resolution  therein  contained  was 
concurred  in  by  the  House,  as  follows: 

Resolved,  That  the  prayer  of  the  petitioner  be  not  granted. 

Mr.  Beecher,  from  the  Committee  on  the  Judiciary,  made  a  report 
on  the  petition  of  Jacob  Greer,  which  was  read,  and  the  resolution 
therein  contained  was  concuri-ed  in  by  the  House,  as  follows: 

Resolved,  That  the  prayer  of  the  petitioner  is  unreasonable,  and 
•ueht  not  to  be  granted. 

Mr.  Cannon,  from  the  Committee  on  the  Militia,  to  whom  was

bill  was  r^  the  first  and  second  time,  and  committed  to  a  Committee 
of  the  Whole,  to-morrow. 

Mr.  Robertson,  from  the  select  committee,  to  whom  was  referred 
flie  memorial  of  the  Legislature  of  Kentucky,  on  behalf  of  Christo* 

eer  Miller,  made  a  report  thereon,  which  was  read;  when  Mr. 
>bertson,  by  leave  of  the  House,  repoi-ted  a  bill  for  the  benefit  of 
fte  said  Christopher  Miller,  which  was  read  tlie  first  and  second 
time,  and  committed  to  a  Committee  of  the  Whole,  to-morrow.

Mr.  Tracey  submitted  the  following  resolution:

such  contracts,  whether,  in  every  case,  by  public  advertising,  <Hr 
otherwise:  the  names  and  residence  of  the  contractors,  and  the  names 
and  residence  of  the  sureties  for  such  contractors  as  have  failed  in 
the  performance  ot  their  contracts:  the  extent  of  their  respective  de- 
falcations, and  of  the  loss  probable  to  be  sustained  by  the  government 
therefrom;  also,  stating  tlie  number  of  arsenals  which  have  been  con* 
structed  or  commenced:  the  places  where  constructed  or  commenced; 
the  amount  expended  upon  each;  also,  a  description  of  the  works 
appei*taining  to  each,  and  the  estimated  expense  of  completing  them. 

The  said  resolution  was  read,  and,  on  the  question  to  agree  thereto. 

It  was  determined  in  the  negative. 
On  motion  of  Mr.  Latlu*op, 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  the  Post  Office  and  Post  Roads

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Mr.  Speaker  resumed  the  cbair,  and  Mr.  Smith,  of  North  Carolina^ 
reported  their  agreement  to  the  said  amendments. 

The  said  amendments  were  tlien  again  read,  and  concurred  in  by 
the  House. 

Ordered,  that  the  Clerk  acquaint  the  Senate  therewith. 

A  message  fi-om  the  Senate,  by  Mr.  Cutts,  their  Secretary: 

Mr.  Speaker:  The  Senate  have  passed  bills  of  tJiis  House  of  the

Ani  80  it  was  declared,  tliat  Orgamus  C.  MmiU  was  nqt  entitled  to 
a  seat  in  this  Htmse. 

The  question  was  then  stated  to  concur  with  the  Committee  of  the 
Whole  in  tlieir  agreement  to  the  second  resolution^ 

And  debate  arising  thereon.

Mr.  Ford  presented  a  petition  of  captain  John  Bumham,  late  com- 
mander of  the  ship  Hope,  praying  to  be  paid  the  balance  due  him  for 
money  advanced  as  tlie  price  of  his  ransom  from  slavery  in  Algiers^ 
by  one  of  whose  corsairs  he  was  captured  in  the  year  179$9  with  tha 
interest  now  due  thereon. 

Ordered^  That  the  said  petitions  be  rrferred  to  the  Committee  of 
Claims* 

Mr.  Street  presented  a  petition  of  Joseph  H.  Cunningham,  pray- 
ing to  be  exonerated  from  his  liabilit;^  as  one  of  the  sureties  of  a  cer- 
tain Philip  D.  Spencer,  a  pay-master  m  the  army  in  the  late  war  with 
Great  Britain;  alleging  that  the  officers  of  the  government  neglected 
to  call  upon  tiie  said  Spencer  for  a  settlement  in  proper  time,  and 
when  he  believes  he  was  fully  able  to  discharge  the  amount  now 
claimed;  and  that  he,  the  petitioner,  has  lately  taken  the  benefit  or 
the  insolvent  law  of  the  state  of  New-York,  and  is  entirely  unable  to 
satisiy  the  claim  of  the  United  States. 

Mr.  Sergeant  presented  a  petition  of  John  Bioren  and  Fielding 
Lucas,  praying  for  the  aid  and  patronage  of  Congress  in  publishing  a 
sixth  volume  of  the  laws  of  the  United  States,  to  end  with  those  which 
may  be  passed  at  the  present  session,  and  to  correspond  with  the  edi- 
tion printed  in  pursuance  of  the  act  of  the  18th  of  April,  1814. 

Ordered,  That  the  said  petitions  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
the  Judiciary. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Hackley, 

Ordered,  That  the  petition  of  Benjamin  Simmons,  presented  on 
the  30th  November,  1818,  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Pensions 
and  Revolutionary  Claims. 

Mr.  Taylor  presented  a  petition  of  294  inhabitants  of  Red  river 
and  Wachita^  in  the  county  and  territory  of  Arkansas,  stating  that 
tiie  Indian  title  has  been  unjustly  extended  over  their  settlements,  and 
that  New  Madrid  claims  ought  to  be  restricted;  and  praying  for  the 
same  pre-emption  rights  which  were  granted  at  the  last  session  to  tha 
inhabitants  of  Howard  county,  in  the  territory  of  Missouri;  also,  re- 
monstratiug  against  allowingthe  settlers  within  the  Cherokee  limits^ 
between  the  Arkansas  and  nhite  rivers,  to  make  locations  on  theiir 
settlements.

A  message  from  the  Senate,  by  Mr.  Cutts,  their  Secretary: 
Mr.  Speaker;  The  Senate  have  passed  the  bill,  entitled  **  An  act 
allowing  Sarah  Allen  the  bounty  land  and  pay  which  would  have  been 
due  te  her  son,  Samuel  Drew,  had  he  lived,  for  his  services  as  a  pri- 
vate in  the  late  war;''  and  the  '*  Resolution  for  the  further  distribu- 
tion of  the  Journal  of  the  Convention  which  formed  the  Constitution 
of  the  United  States,"  with  amendments  te  the  latter;  and  they  have 
passed  a  bill,  entitled  <<  An  act  anthorizing  payment  to  be  made  for 
certein  muskets  impressed  into  tlie  service  of  the  United  States;"  in 
which  amendmente  and  last  mentioned  bill  they  ask  the  concurrence 
of  tiiis  House;  and  then  he  withdrew.

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Sinking  Fund  to  tiie  cnrrent  expenses  of  fhe  goTernmenty  rather  than 
resort  to  loans  or  taxes. 

The  said  resolutions  being  read,  Mr.  Lowndes  moved  to  amend  the 
same  by  striking  out  the  words  without  ddayf  wherever  they  occur} 
and,  also,  to  strike  out  from  the  fourth  resolution,  these  words: 
^^Tvhethert  in  his  aptmofh  if  the  price  is  above  par,  it  rmli  probablif 
mUinue  so,  until  tlu  period  at  which  the  stock  issued  in  the  late  war 
shali  become  redeemable;  and  if,  in  his  cpimon,  such  should  probabhi  be 
the  fact  J' 

And  debate  arising  thereon,  the  said  resolutions  and  amendments 
were  ordei-ed  to  lie  op  the  table. 

The  djH  from  the  Senate,  entitled  <<  An  act  authorizing  payment  to 
be  made  for  certain  muskets  impressed  into  the  service  of  the  United 
States,"  was  read  the  first  and  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee of  Claims. 

The  amendments  proposed  by  the  Senate  to  the  <'  Resolution  for 
tiie  further  distribution  of  the  Journal  of  the  Convention  which  form- 
ed the  Constitution  of  the  United  States/'  were  read  and  concurred 
in  by  tlie  House. 

Ordered,  That  the  Clerk  acquaint  the  Senate  therewith. 

The  House  resolved  itself  into  a  committee  of  the  whole,  on  the  re- 
port of  the  Committee  of  Elections  on  the  petition  of  James  Guyon, 
junior,  contesting  the  election  of  Ebenezer  Sage,  who  is  returned  as- 
one  of  the  Representatives  of  the  state  of  New- York;  and,  after  soma 
time  spent  tlierein,  Mr.  Speaker  resumed  the  chair,^and  Mr.  Smithy 
of  Maryland,  reported  their  agreement  to  the  resolutions  recom-^ 
mended  in  the  said  report  of  the  Committee  of  Elections,  to  wit: 

1.  Resolved,  That  Ebenezer  Sage  is  not  entitled  to  a  seat  in  thi» 
House. 

S.  Resolved,  That  James  Guyon,  junior,  is  entitled  to  a  seat  ia 
this  House. 

The  House  proceeded  to  consider  the  said  report;  and,  on  the  ques- 
tion. Will  the  House  concur  with  the  committee  of  tlie  whole  in  their 
agreement  to  the  said  resolutions? 

It  passed  in  the  affirmative. 

The  said  James  Guyon,  jr.  then  appeared,  and  took  his  seat;  fim 
oath  to  support  the  constitution  of  the  United  States  being  first  ad- 
ministered to  him  by  Mr.  Speaker. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Smith,  of  North  Carolina, 

Ordered,  That  when  the  House  adjourns^  it  will  adjourn  to  mee^ 
again  on  Monday  next. 

Mr.  Darlington,  from  the  Joint  Committee  for  Enrolled  Billsy  re- 
ported, that  tlie  committee  did,  this  day,  present  to  the  President  of 
the  United  States,  for  his  approbation,  enrolled  bills  of  the  foUowinf 
titles:

The  House  took  up,  and  proceeded  to  consider,  the  resolutions  sub- 
mitted by  Mr.  Strother,  on  the  14th  instant,  and  the  question  re* 
curred  on  the  amendments  proposed  by  Mr.  Lowndes,  and  stated  on 
the  Journal  of  that  day;  and,  being  taken. 

It  passed  in  the  affirmative. 

Mr.  Ford  then  moved  further  to  amend  the  first  of  tiie  said  resolu- 
tions, by  striking  out  these  words:  **  ^nd  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer, 
as  agent  of  the  JSlarcy  Department  and  War  Department^**  which  mo- 
tion was  rejected. 

The  first,  second,  and  third,  of  the  said  resolutions,  as  amended, 
were  then  agreed  to,  and  the  fourth  rejected  by  the  House. 

And  then  the  House  adjourned.

Yaught,  Post  Master  at  Shawneetown  in  the  state  of  Illinois^  praying 
for  an  increase  of  compensation. 

Ordered,  That  the  said  petitions  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
the  Post-OiBce  and  Post-Roads. 

Mr.  Hazard  pi*esented  a  petition  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  of 
Newport,  in  the  state  of  Rhode  Island; 

Mr.  Foot  presented  a  petition  of  sundry  inhabitants  of  the  city  of 
Hartford,  in  tlic  state  of  Connecticut; 

Mr.  Van  Rensselaer  pi*esented  a  petition  of  sundry  inhabitants  of 
the  city  and  county  of  Albany  in  the  state  of  New  York;  respective- 
ly praying  that  the  further  extension  of  slavery  in  the  territories 
west  of  the  river  Mississippi  may  be  prohibited. 

Ordei-ed,  That  the  said  petitions  be  referred  to  the  committee  of  the 
whole  to  which  is  committed  the  bill  to  authorize  the  people  of  the 
territory  of  Missouri  to  form  a  constitution  and  state  government, 
and  for  the  admission  of  such  state  into  tlie  Union  on  an  equal  foot- 
ing with  tlic  original  states. 

Mr.  Moseley  presented  a  petition  of  Richard  Willcox,  by  Guy 
Richards,  junior,  stating  that  he  is  the  invciitor  of  sevei*al  useful  im- 
provements in  ovens  and  in  distillation;  but,  as  he  has  not  resided  in  ' 
the  United  States  for  the  space  of  two  years,  he  cannot  obtain  a  pa- 
tent, and  praying  that  a  special  act  may  be  passed  authorizing  pa- 
tents to  be  issued  for  his  said  inventions. 

Mr.  Brush  presented  a  petition  of  sundry  inhabitants  of  tlie  state 
of  Ohio,  members  of  the  bar  of  the  circuit  and  district  courts  of  the 
United  States  for  the  district  of  Ohio,  praying  that  the  salary  of  the 
judge  of  the  said  district  may  be  increased. 

Mr.  Woodbridge  presented  a  petition  of  sundry  inhabitants  of  the 
territory  of  Michigan,  complaining  of  many  violations  on  the  part  of 
the  British  authorities  of  the  terms  of  capitulation  upon  the  surrender 
of  Detroit,  in  the  late  war  with  Great  Britain,  in  the  wanton  de- 
struction of  tlieir  property,  and  the  abuse  of  tlicir  persons,  and  pray- 
ing compensation  for  their  property  so  destroyed,  and  some  indeni- 
niiication  for  their  personal  sufferings  and  privations. 

Ordered,  That  t£e  said  petitions  be  referi*ed  to  the  Committee  on 
the  Judiciary. 

Mr.  Wendover  presented  a  petition  of  sundry  cabinet  furniture 
makers,  residing  in  the  city  of  New  York,  praying  that  the  importa- 
tion of  cabinet  furniture  may  be  prohibited,  and  tiiata  duty  of  15 
per  cent,  may  be  imposed  on  all  furniture  sold  at  auction. 

Mr.  Monell  presented  a  petition  of  sundry  inhabitants  of  the  coun- 
ty of  Chenango,  in  the  state  of  New  York; 

Mr.  Robert  Moore  presented  a  petition  of  sundry  inhabitants  of 
tlie  western  counties  of  Pennsylvania;  respectively  praying  that  fur- 
tlier  aid  and  encouragement  may  be  extended  to  the  manufacturing 
interest  of  the  country. 

Mr.  Sergeant  presented  a  petition  of  the  society  of  paper  makers  in 
the  states  of  Pennsylvania  and  Delaware,  praying  that  a  duty  of  25 
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cents  per  pound  on  all  writing,  printingy  and  copper  plate  papers, 
and  15  cents  per  pound  on  all  other  kinds  of  paper,  may  be  Imposed 
on  its  importation  into  the  United  States.

Mr.  Storrs  presented  a  petition  of  sundry  persons  of,  and  belong- 
ing to,  the  Stocfcbridge  Nation  of  Indians  in  tne  state  of  New  York, 
praying  compensation  for  their  services  in  the  army  of  tiie  United 
States  in  the  late  war  with  Great  Britain. 

Mr.  Tracy  presented  a  petition  of  David  Taylor,  praying  com- 
pensation for  a  large  quantity  of  staves  burned  by  a  detachment  of 
United  States'  troops  in  the  late  war  with  Great  Britain* 

Ordered,  That  the  said  petitions  be  referred  to  the  Committee  of 
Claims. 

Mr.  Hackley  presented  a  petition  of  Wardwell  Green,  praying 
for  a  pension. 

Mr.  M'Lane,  of  Delaware,  presented  a  petition  of  John  ELanores,

arable  land,  the  quantity  cleared,  and  in  cultivation^  and  of  the  latter, 
the  number  of  acres  in  each  species  of  culture,  with  the  average  annual 
product  per  acreJ^    This  motion  was  also  rejected  by  the  House. 

Mr.  Stori'S  then  moved  so  to  amend  the  said  tenth  section  as  to  ^ 
requii*e  the  marshals  and  tlieir  assistants  to  render  an  account  of  the 
**dweUing  houses,^^  within  their  several  districts,  territories,  and  divi- 
sions^ In  addition  to  the  account  of  the  several  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments and  their  manufacturers,  which  tliey  are  required  to  ren- 
der by  tiie  said  section.     This  motion  was  also  rejected. 

Tlie  said  bill  was  then  further  amended  at  the  Clerk's  table,  and 
ordered  to  be  engrossed  and  read  a  tliird  time  to-morrow.

<<  That,  when  any  horse,  mule,  wagon,  cart,  harness,  or  other  pro- 
perty, of  any  inhabitant  or  inhabitants  of  the  United  States,  has  been 
]inpr«»3sed,  or  taken  by  public  authority,  for  the  use  of  the  United 
States,  or  for  the  use  or  subsistence  df  the  army  thereof,  during  the 
late  war  with  the  Seminole  Indians,  and  the  same  shall  have  been 
lost,  destroyed,  or  consumed,  the  owner  of  such  property  shall  be 
paid  the  value  thereof. 

Sec.  2*  ^d  be  it  further  enactedj  That  any  person  who,  in  the 
late  war  aforesaid,  has  sustained  damage,  by  the  loss  or  destruction 
of  any  horse,  mule,  wagon,  cart,  or  harness,  while  such  property  was 
in  the  military  service  of  the  United  States,  either  by  impressment  or 
contract,  by  or  under  the  auth6rity  of  the  same,  except  in  cases  where 
the  risk  to  which  the  property  would  be  exposed  was  agreed  to  be  in- 
curred by  the  owner;  if  it  shall  appear  that  such  loss  or  destruction 
was  without  any  fault  or  negligence  on  the  part  of  the  owner;  or 
who  has  sustaiined  damage  by  the  loss  of  a  wagon,  or  harness,  in 
consequence  of  the  impressment  of  the  horses  belonging  thereto,  by 
public  authority,  for  the  use  of  the  army,  shall  be  sllowed  and  paid 
the  value  thereof. 

Ssd.  3.  Md  be  it  further  enacted^  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Third  Auditor  of  the  Treasury  Department  to  decide  upon  all  cases 
arising  under  this  act,  under  such  rules  ^uid  regulations  as  shall  be 
prescribed  by  the  Secretary  for  the  War  Department;  and  a  certifi- 
cate of  his  decision  and  adyiidication  in  favor  of  any  claim,  duly  signed 
by  the  said  Auditm*,  shall  entitle  the  claimant,  or  his  legal  repre- 
sentative,  to  payment  of  the  amount  thereof,  at  the  Treasury  of  the 
United  States." 

The  said  amendment  being  read,  Mr.  Smith,  of  Maryland,  moved 
that  the  said  bill  be  recommitted  to  a  select  committee;  which  motioa 
was  rejected. 

The  question  then  recurred  on  the  amendment  |>roposed  by  Mr* 
Cobb;  and,  being  taken, 

It  was  determined  in  the  negative. 

The  said  bill  was  tiien  amended  at  the  Clerk's  table;  and,  on  tiie 
question.  Shall  it  be  engrossed'  and  read  a  third  time? 

It  was  also  determined  in  the  negative. 

Jind  so  the  said  bill  was  rejected. 

And  then  the  House  adjourned.

Mr.  Tracy,  presented  a  petition  of  Abraham  Forbes,  stating  that 
he  is  a  native  born  citizen  of  the  United  States,  and  at  the  commence* 
ment  of  the  late  war  with  Great  Britain,  resided  in  Canada,  where  he 
was  possessed  of  a  valuable  real  and  personal  property,  which  he 
abandoned,  and  entered  into  the  military  service  of  the  United  States, 
by  which  he  lost  all  his  said  property,  and  praying  such  relief  in  th« 
premises  as  Congress  may  in  their  wisdom  deem  equitable  and  just. 

Mr.  Beecher  presented  a  petition  of  John  H.  Robinson,  praying 
compensation  for  three  horses  lost  in  consequence  of  being  impresfim 
into  the  military  service  of  the  United  States,  in  the  late  war  with 
Great  Britain,  as  alsor  compensation  for  the  services  of  his  wagon 
and  team,  previous  to  the  loss  of  his  said  horses. 

Mr.  Crowell  presented  a  petition  of  Jack  F.  Ross,  praying  to  be 
allowed  and  paid  the  amount  of  his  claims  against  the  government  for 
supplies  furnished,  and  services  rendered  in  the  army  in  the  late  war 
with  Great  Britain,  which  claims  were  well  authenticated,  and  were 
destroyed  by  fire  at  the  burning  of  his  house  in  the  state  of  Alabama^ 
in  the  year  1818. 

Ordered,  That  the  said  petitions  be  referred  to  the  Committee  of

Mr.  Fay  presented  a  petition  of  Peter  Covenhoven,  praying  for 
an  increase  of  his  pension;  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Pensions  and  Revolutionary  Claims.

Mr.  McLean,  of  Kentucky,  presented  a  petition  of  Archibald  Felts, 
praying  for  a  pension.

Mr.  Forrest  presented  a  petition  of  sundry  udiabitants  of  the  state 
of  Pennsylvania,  praying  tiiat  further  measures  may  be  adopted  for 
the  security  and  protection  of  the  manufacturing  interest  of  ttie  coun- 
try, which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Manufactures. 

Mr.  Floyd  presented  a  petition  of  Margaret  Hall,  late  Margaret 
McKenzie,  stating  that,  in  the  year  1774,  she  was  taken  prisoner  by 
flie  hostile  Indians,  and  remained  in  captivity  upwards  of  20  years; 
that  previous  to  her  release  the  chiefs  of  tiie  tribe^  by  whom  she  had 
been  captunnl.  granted  her  a  certain  tract  of  land,  as  a  mark  of  tiieir 
friendship  and  attachment,  and  praying  that  her  titie  thereto  may  be 
confirmed. 

Mr.  Sloan  presented  a  petition  of  sundry  inhabitants  of  the  stateof 
Ohio,  praying  that  further  time  may  be  allowed  to  complete  their  pay-^ 
ments  for  land  purchased  of  the  United  States. 

Mr.  Hendricks  presented  a  petition  of  sundry  inhabitants  on  the 
west  branch  of  White  Rive^  in  the  state  of  Indiana,  stating  that  a  cer- 
tain part  of  said  branch  has  been  included  in  thefiractional  sections  flf

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land,  and  sold  to  individuals,  by  which  the  free  navigation  of  the 
aame  has  become  obstructed,  and  praying  that  measures  may  be  ta- 
ken to  preserve,  to  the  community  at  large,  the  free  navigation  of  the 
said  branch.

Ordered,  that  the  said  resolutions  and  substitute  lie  on  the  table. 

An  engrossed  bill  to  provide  for  taking  tlie  fourth  census,  or  enu- 
meration, of  the  inhabitants  of  the  United  States,  was  read  the  thiitl 
time,  and  passed. 

Ordered,  that  the  title  be  "  An  Act  to  provide  for  taking  the  fourth 
census,  or  enumeration,  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  Uniteil  States,  and 
for  other  purposes;"  and  that  the  Clerk  carry  the  said  bill  to  the 
Senate,  and  ask  their  concurrence  therein. 

The  House  resolved  itself  into  a  Committee  of  the  Whole,  on  tlie 
report  of  the  Committee  of  Claims  on  the  petition  of  Jacob  Purkill;

Mr»  Wendover  presented  a  petition  of  James  Sproull,  a  major  in 
the  army  of  the  United  States,  stating  that  his  vouchers  for  the  ex- 
penditure of  about  2230  of  public  money  fell  into  the  hands  of  the 
enemy,  upon  the  capture  of  Fort  Niagara,  in  the  late  war  witti  Great 
Britain,  by  reason  of  which  he  is  unable  to  settle  his  accounts,  and 
pray ingrelief  from  Congress. 

Mr.  Ford  presented  a  petition  of  Marinus  W.  Gilbert,  statine  that 
a  large  amount  in  groceries,  provisions,  and  clothing,  which  belong- 
ed to  him,  and  lying  at  French  MiJls,;in  tlie  state  of  New-York,  were 
destroyed  or  fell  into  the  hands  of  the  enemy, in  consequence  of  the  im- 
pressment of  his  teams  and  other  means  of  transportation  into  the 
service  of  the  army  of  the  United  States,  and  praying  to  be  paid  the 
aittount  thereof. 

Ordered,  That  the  said  petitions  be  referred  to  tlie  Committee  of 
Claims. 

Mr.  Rhea  presented  a  petition  of  Joseph  Morrisett,  a  soldier  in 
the  army  in  the  late  war  with  Great  Britain,  praying  to  be  allowed 
the  bounty  in  land  to  which  he  conceives  himself  entitled  for  his  ser- 
Tices  aforesaid^  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Military 
Affairs. 

Mr.  Hardin  presented  a  resolution  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
state  of  Kentucky,  'instructing  their  Senators  and  requesting  their 
Representatives  in  Congress  to  use  their  efforts  to  procure  the  pas-

admission  of  such  state  into  the  Union,  on  an  equal  footing  with  tlie 
original  states. 

Mr.  Rhea,  from  the  Committee  on  Pensions  and  Revolutionary 
Claimsj  to  which  was  referred  the  bill  from  the  Senate,  entitled  <<An 
act  for  the  relief  of  Samuel  Ward,"'  made  a  detailed  report  upon  the_ 
merits  of  the  claim  of  the  said  Ward,  and  recommending  the  rejex^tion 
of  the  said  bill;  which  report  and  bill  were  committed  to  the  commit- 
tee of  the  whole,  to  which  is  committed  the  bill  from  the  Senate,  enti- 
tled *<An  act  for  the  relief  of  the  heirs  and  representatives  of  Nicho- 
las Vreeland,  deceased.*^ 

Mr.  Rhea  also  made  unfavorable  reports  on  the  petitions  of  Sa- 
iBuel  Haycraft  and  William  Wedderbum,  which  were  read  and  seve- 
rally ordered  to  lie  on  the  table. 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Pensions  and  Revolutionary 
Claims  be  discharged  from  the  further  consideration  of  4ie  petition  of 
Abner  Beckwitb,  and  that  it  be  referred  to  the  Secretary  ot  War»    .

Mr.  Nelson,  of  Mass.  presented  a  petition  of  John  Chickering,  and 
John  M.  Noyes,  stating  tliat,  in  the  fall  of  the  year  1813,  they  char- 
tered a  vessel  to  perform  a  voyage,  from  Newburyport  to  Eastport, 
and  back  again;  that,  on  her  return  to  Newburyport,  on  the  20th  of  De- 
cember, 1813,  she  was  seized  by  the  commander  of  a  gun  boat,  for 
an  alleged  violation  of  an  act  laying  an  embargo,  passed  on  the 
irth  of  said  December,  by  which  they  sustained  a  loss  of  the  whole 
amount  of  the  cargo  of  said  vessel;  that  they  were  ignorant  of  tlie  ex- 
istence of  said  act,  as  the  same  was  not  known  at  that  time  to  any 
person  whatever  in  said  town,  and  praying  to  be  paid  the  value  of 
said  cargo,  their  expenses,  and  interest  thereupon. 

Mr.  Tracy  presented  a  petition  of  William  Eadus,  praying  com- 
pensation for  a  store  house,  situated  on  lake  Ontai*io,  destroyed  by 
the  British  forces  in  the  late  war,  in  consequence  of  its  being  in  the 
occupancy  of  the  troops  of  tlie  United  States. 

Ordered,  That  the  said  petitions  be  referred  to  the  Committee  of 
Claims. 

Mr.  Russ  presented  a  petition  of  sundry  inhabitants  of  tlie  state  of 
Connecticut,  praying  that  slavery  may  not  be  permitted  in  the  new 
states  hereafter  to  be  formed  west  of  the  river  Mississippi;  which 
was  referred  to  the  Committee  of  the  whole  House,  to  which  is  com- 
mitted the  bill  to  authorize  the  people  of  the  territory  of  Missouri 
to  form  a  constitution  and  state  government,  and  for  the  admission  of 
such  state  into  the  Union,  on  an  equal  footing  with  the  original  states. 

Mr.  Strong,  of  New-Torkt  presented  a  petition  of  sundry  inhabi- 
tants, owners  and  masters  of  vessels  residing  in  the  city  of  Hudson, 
in  the  state  of  New- York,  praying  tliat  the  port  of  Hudson  may  bo 
discontinued  as  a  poi*t  of  entry;  which  was  referred  to  the  Commit- 
tee of  Commerce. 

Mr.  Pindall  presented  a  petition  of  sundry  inhabitants  of  the  coun- 
ties of  Bi*ooke  and  Ohio,  in  the  state  of  Virginia,  praying  for  the  es- 
tablishment of  a  post  route;  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
tlie  Post-OflSce  and  Post  Roads. 

Mr.  Smith,  of  Maryland,  from  the  Committee  of  Ways  and  Means^ 
to  whom  was  referred  tlie  petition  of  Conrad  Wile  and  others,  re-

Mr.  Livermore,  from  tlie  Committee  on  tlie  Post-Office  and  Post 
Roads,  made  an  unfavorable  report  on  the  petition  of  Erastus  Gran- 
ger; wliich  was  read  and  ordered  to  lie  on  tlie  table.

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  the  Judiciary,  to  whom  was  re- 
ferred the  message  from  tlie  President  of  the  United  States,  commu- 
nicated to  this  House  on  the  5th  of  February,  1819,  relating  to  appli- 
cations from  the  British  minister  in  behalf  of  certain  Britisli  subjects, 
who  had  sufiered  in  their  property  by  proceedings  to  which  military 
and  judicial  officers  of  tlie  United  States  wei*e  parties,  be  discharged 
fromthe  further  consideration  thereof;  and  that  the  said  message  be 
referrecito  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Affairs.

Ordei*ed,  Tliat  the  said  petitions  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Manufactures. 

Mr.  Dennison  pi*esented  a  petition  of  sundry  inhabitants  of  the  state 
6f  Pennsylvania^  praying  that  heavy  duties  may  be  imposed. on  the 
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manufactures  of  cotton,  wool,  and  iron,  imported  into  the  United 
States;  and  further,  that  the  salaries  of  certain  officers  of  govern- 
ment, which  have  been  recently  augmented,  may  be  reduced  to  the 
standard  at  which  they  were  fixed  prenoug  to  the  1st  Jannary,  1815.

That  the  following  article  be  proposed  to  the  legislatures 
of  the  several  states,  as  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  States;  winch,  when  ratified  by  tlii-ee-fourths  of  the  said  legis- 
latures, shall  be  valid,  to  all  intents  and  purposes,  as  part  of  the 
said  constitution,  to  wit: — 

No  Senator  or  Represenuttf  e  in  the  Congress  of  the  United  Statet»  shall,  durinr 
the  time  for  which  he  was  elected,  be  appointed  to  any  office  under  the  authority  of 
the  United  Sutes. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Livermore, 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  the  Post  Office  and  Post  Roads 
be  instructed  to  enquire  into  the  expediency  of  making  any  alteration 
in  the  law  that  gives  the  right  of  fi*anking  to  members  and  delegates 
of  Congress.

for  finishing  the  President's  house,  and  the  erection  of  two  new  execu* 
live  oflices,"  was  read  the  third- time,  and  passed. 

Ordered,  That  tlie  title  be  as  aforesaid,  and  that  the  Clerk  carry 
the  said  bill  to  the  Senate,  and  ask  their  concuirence  therein.

•Mr.  Speaker:  I  am  directed  to  inform  this  House,  that  the  Senate 
have,  in  the  absence  of  the  Vice  President  of  the  United  States,  elected 
the  honorable  John  Gaillai-d  Pi-esident  of  the  Senate,  pro  temper^; 
and  tiien  he  withdrew. 

The  House  again  resolved  itself  into  a  committee  of  the  whole,  on 
the  bill  to  authorize  the  people  of  the  ten*itory  of  Missouri  to  form  a 
constitution  and  state  government,  and  for  the  admission  of  such 
state  into  the  Union  on  an  equal  footing  with  the  original  states,  and 
on  sundry  petitions  and  memorials  relating  to  the  subject;  and.  after 
some  time  spent  therein,  Mr.  Speaks  resumed  tiie  chair,  and  Mr. 
.  Baldwin  reported,  that  the  committee  had  made  further  progress 
therein,  and  directed  him  to  ask  leave  to  sit  again. 

Ordered,  That  the  committee  of  the  whole  have  leave  to  sit  again 
en  the  said  bill,  petitions,  and  memorials* 

And  then  the  House  adjourned. 
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THURSDAY,  January  27,  1820. 

The  following  petitions,  heretofore  presented,  were  again  presented, 
and  refcrr^  to  the  Committee  on  Pensions  and  Revolutionary  Claims.

memorable  occasion. 

Mr.  Quarles  presented  a  petition  of  John  HalU  praying  compensa- 
tion of  his  services  as  a  solfiier  in  the  revolutionary  army,  and  for  a 
grant  of  the  bounty  land  to  which  he  says  he  is  entitled  for  said  ser- 
vices. 

Ordered,  That  the  said  petitions  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Pensions  and  Revolutionary  Claims. 

Mr.  Sampson  presented  {letitions  of  sundry  inhabitants  of  tlie  towns 
of  Hingharo  and  Plymouth ,  in  the  state  of  Massachusetts,  interested 
and  engaged  in  the  mackei*el  fishery,  praying  that  some  provisions 
may  be  made  for  the  regulation  of  the  said  fishery.

Mr.  Robert  Moore  presented  <locuments  in  support  of  the  petition 
of  John  Wells;  v^ch  were  referred  to  the  committee  to  whom  the 
said  petition  has  been  i*den*ed. 

Mr.  Sloan  presented  petitions  from  sundry  inhabitants  of  the  state 
of  Ohio,  praying  that  further  n^^ures  may  be  adopted  for  tiie  secu- 
rity and  encouragement  of  the  manufacturing  interest  of  the  country; 
which  were  referred  to  the  committee  of  the  whole  to  which  is  com- 
mitted the  bill  to  regulate  the  payment  of  duties  on  merchaadlase  im« 
ported^  and  for  other  purposes. 
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Mr.  Cobb  presented  a  petition  of  Peter  Crook,  a  wagoner  in  the 
war  with  the  Seminole  Indians,  praying  compensation  for  two  horses 
Impressed  from  his  team  into  the  public  service,  and  which  have  not 
been  returned;  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  of  Claims. 
On  motion  of  Mr.  Sloan, 

Ordered,  That  the  petition  of  John  Campbell  and  Alvin  Day,  pre- 
sented on  tiie  25th  February,  1819,  be  also  referred  to  the  Committee 
of  Claims. 

Mr.  Brush  presented  a  memorial  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the

obtained  that  information. 

The  said  resolution  was  read;  and,  on  the  question  to  agree  thereto^ 

It  was  determined  in  the  negative. 

Mr.  Foot,  from  the  Committee  for  Enrolled  Bills,  reported,  that 
the  committee  did,  this  day,  present  to  the  President  of  the  United 
States,  for  his  approbation,  eni^IIed  bills  of  the  following  titles,  viz:

previous  to  his  taking  the  oaths  and  giving  tiie  bonds  requiml  by 
law. 

Ordered,  That  the  said  petitions  be  referred  to  the  Committee  of 
Commerce. 

Mr.  Folger  presented  sundry  documents  tending  to  show  that 
Daniel  Pettibone  is  not  the  inventor  of  the  art  of  welding  cast-steel 
to  iron. 

Mr.  R.  Moore  presented  sundry  documents  in  suj^rt  of  the  peti- 
tion of  Benjamin  Wells. 

Oi-dered,  That  the  said  documents  be  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  the  Judiciary. 

Mr.  Silsbee  presented  a  pe^tion  of  sundry  merchants^  and  oflier 
inhabitants,  of  Salem,  in  the  state  of  Massachusetts,  praying  that  the 
system  of  allowing  a  credit  for  duties  on  goods  imported  into  the 
United  States  may  not  be  changed  into  cash  payments;  that  the  sys* 
tern  of  drawbacks  may  not  be  abolished;  and  that,  in  tibe  measures 
which  may  be  adopted  for  the  protection  of  ttie  manufacturing  interest^ 
there  may  be  none  calculated  to  ii\jure  or  oppress  the  oommercial  in«* 
ieresj;  of  the  country. 
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Ordered^  That  so  madi  of  the  said  petttion  ts  relates  to  duties  and 
drawbacks,  be  referred  to  the  Committee  of  Commerce,  and  the  resi- 
due to  the  committee  of  the  whole  to  which  is  committed  the  bill  to 
feeulate  the  duties  on  merchandize  imported*  and  for  other  purposes. 

Mr.  Tomlinson  presented  a  petition  of  sundry  inhabitants  of  the 
counties  of  New  Haven  and  Fairfield,  in  the  state  of  Connecticut; . 

Mr.  Wallace  presented  a  petition  of  sundi7  inhabitants  of  the 
counties  of  Dauphin  and  Northampton,  in  the  state  of  Pennsylvania; 

Mr.  Beecher  presented  a  petition  of  sundry  inhabitants  of  the 
county  of  Darke,  in  the  state  of  Ohio; 

Mr.  Hendricks  presented  a  petition  of  sundry  inhabitants  of  tiie 
state  of  Indiana;  respectively  praying  for  |he  establishment  of  post 
routes. 

Mr*  Parker,  of  Virginia*  presented  a  petition  of  William  Brough* 
post  master  at  Hampton;  in  Virginia,  praying  for  additional  CMupen* 
sation. 

Ordered,  That  the  said  petitions  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
the  Post  Office  and  Post  Roads. 

Mr.  Sergeant  presented  a  petition  of  John  T.  David,  a  lieutenant 
in  the  army  in  the  late  war  with  Great  Britain,  stating,  that  he  ia 
unable  to  effect  a  settlement  of  his  accounts,  as  assistant  deputy  pay- 
master, in  consequence  of  the  accidental  loss  of  a  part  of  his  vouchersy 
occasioned  by  the  burning  of  the  house  in  which  he  lodged,  in  the  city 
of  Philadelphia,  while  on  his  way  to  the  city  of  Washington  to  effect 
a  settlement,  and  of -others  being  so  defaced  as  to  be  illegible;  but  thaty 
having  taken  duplicate  receipts,  he  is  in  possession  at  a  complete  set$ 
which  are,  however,  not  deemed  admissible  at  the  proper  department^ 
and  praying  relief  from  Congress. 

Mr.  Gross,  of  New  York,  presented  a  petition  of  Josiah  Winants^ 
praying  compensation  for  a  house»  situated  in  Plattsburgb,  which 
was  destroyed  during  the  military  operations  in  and  near  that  place 
in  the  year  1814. 

Mr.  Rent  presented  a  petition  of  Robert  Sewall,  praying  compen- 
sation for  a  valuable  dwelling  house,  together  with  tiie  fumitui^e  and 
other  property  therein,  which  was  destroyed  by  the  British  iforces  on 
ttieir  entty  into  the  city  of  Washington,  on  the  d4th  of  August,  1814^ 
In  consequence  of  being  assailed  by  a  small  party  of  troops  who  had 
taken  possession  of  said  house. 

Ordered,  That  the  said  petitions  be  referred  to  the  Committee  of 
Claims. 

Mr.  Sergeant  presented  a  petition  of  Sarah  Phillips,  widow  of  Ja* 
cob  Phillips,  deceased,  praying  compensation  fQr  supplies  furnished 
for  the  use  of  the  revolutionary  army;  as,  also^  for  a  repayment  of 
moneys  advanced  by  the  deceased  for  the  use  of  said  army;  ^hich 
was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Pensions  and  HevQlutionary  Claims. 

Mr.  Sergeant  also  presented  a  petition  of  sundry  coppersmiths,  in 
the  city  of  Philadelphia,  praying  that  the  duty  of  15  per  cent  ad  valo- 
rem, imposed  on  the  Importation  of  copper  in  sheets,  and  bottoms^ 
commonly  called  <*  brazier's  coj^per/'  may  be  reported* 
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Mr.  Mftday  piwxBtod  a  petttfon  of  sondvy  i^ 
of  Pennsylvaiiia; 

The  Speaker  preaeated  a  petition»  purporting  to  be  from  one  hnii* 
dred  and  twenty^ftve  inhabitants  of  the  state  of  Ohio,  (the  signaturea 
to  which  appear  to  be  written  by  the  same  person,)  respectively 
praying  that  further  meaBures  may  be  adopted  for  tiie  protection  and 
tncooragement  of  the  maaufiustoring  interest  of  the  conntry. 

Orde^»  That  the  said  petitions  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
ManafiAdures. 

Mr.  Muiray  presented  a  petition  of  sundry  inbabitento  of  the  coun«> 
ties  of  Union,  Northumberland,  and  Columbia,  in  the  state  of  Penn* 
qrlvania,  praying  tiiat  the  further  extension  of  slavery  in  Ae  territo- 
Ties  west  of  the  river  Mississippi  may  be  prohibited;  which  was  re* 
fMvedtothecommitteeof  the  whole  to  which  is  committed  the  bill  to 
enable  the  pe^e  of  the  territory  of  Missouri  to  form  a  oonstitutimi 
and  stote  government,  and  for  the  admission  of  such  stote  into  the 
Union  on  an  equal  footing  with  the  original  states. 

Mr.  Bayly  presented  a  petition  of  William  Russum  and  Clement 
Stanford,  sureties  of  Algernon  S.  Stonfinrd,  deceased,  a  dmuty  col- 
lector of  direct  taxes  ami  internal  duties  in  toe  state  of  Maryland^ 
under  GecHrge  Brown,  principal  collector,  stoting,  that  llie  said  dopoty 
eoUector,  while  in  the  discharge  of  his  oflicial  duties,  was  muroered 
and  robbed  of  a  considerable  sum  of  public  money,  by  some  unknown 
person  or  persons;  that  the  principal  collector  has  obtained  a  judg* 
raent  against  the  petitioners  for  a  large  amount,  on  account  of  the 
defalcation  of  the  deceased,  which  they  are  unable  to  discharge,  and 
praying  Congress  to  remit  so  much  of  the  daim  of  the  United  Stotes 
against  the  said  principal  collector  as  he  is  answerable  for,  over  and 
above  what  may  be  made  out  of  the  estote  of  the  said  Akmmon  S. 
Btanfbrd;  which  petition  was  referred  to  the  Committee  of  Ways  and 
Means* 

Mr.  Kent  presented  a  petition  of  Jonathan  Elliot^  stoting,  that  be 
purchased  one  of  the  public  lots  in  the  city  of  Washington,  iSi  off  and 
sold  in  pursuance  of  the  act  of  the  Mth  of  February,  18ir,  and  has 
placed  buildings  and  other  improvemento  thereon  of  considerable 
value;  but  that,  ^  owiitt  to  toe  peculiar  pressure  of  toe  times,'*  he  has 
not  been  able,  and  he  lears  he  will  not  be  able,  to  erect  such  a  house 
as  is  required  by  said  act,  on  or  before  toe  Slst  of  July,  1820,  when 
said  lot,  wito  the  improvements  toereon,  will  be  forfeited  in  conse* 
quenceof  a  faUure  to  erect  the  said  house,  and  praying  toat  ftarflier 
ttoie  m^  be  i^owed  him  to  build  toe  house  afarnudd. 

Mr.  Kent  also  presented  a  similar  petition  of  John  Law. 

Ordered,  That  the  said  petitions  be  referred  to  the  Committee  far 
the  District  of  CcrtumUa. 

Mr.  Simkins  presented  a  petition  (^  EKfan  Hall  Bay,  Theodore 
GaOlard,  and  Charies  Roberts,  praying  toat  thmr  titio  to  certain  lands 
in  th«  steto  of  Louisiana  may  be  confirmed,  so  far  tf^  regards  any 
claims  wMdi  toe  Umted  States  nuqr  have  to  said  lands;  which  was 
reCnredtoaselectooaiantlMe;  maAp 
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Blr.  Simkinfly  Mr.  B«tl6r»  of  Louisiam^  and  Mr.  Rankin^  were 
appointed  said  conunittee. 

Mr.  Abbot  presented  a  petition  of  the  managers  of  the  poor-house 
and  hospital  in  Savannah^  in  the  state  of  Georgia,  praying  for  the 
assistance  of  the  general  government  in  the  erection  and  establishment 
«f  a  house  sufficient  for  the  accommodation  of  the  poor  of  said  (city, 
and  of  sick  and  disabled  seamen  of  the  United  States;  which  was 
rrfwred  to  tiie  Committee  on  Naval  Affairs. 

Mr.  Hendricks  inresented  three  petitions  of  the  General  Assembly 
of  the  state^  of  Indiana;  the  first  praying  that  no  alterations  may  be 
made  in  the  price  or  terms  of  payment  for  the  public  lands;  the  se* 
condy  that  further  time  may  be  allowed  to  the  purchasers  of  public 
lands  to  complete  their  payments;  the  third,  that  lands  may  be  granted 
to  the  inhabitants  of  a  part  of  Clarke  county, .  commonly  called 
Clark^s  ^nt,  section  No.  16,  being  covered  by  a  grant  from  the 
state  of  Virginia,  for  military  service  previous  to  the  cession  of  that 
country  to  the  United  States. 

Ordered,  'Hiat. the  said  petitions  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
the  Public  Lands. 

Mr.  Hendricks  also  presented  another  petition  of  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  state  of  Indiana,  praying  that  c4>mpensation  may  be 
made  to  a  company  of  mounted  rangers,  commanded  by  captain  Jameit 
Bigmr,  in  the  late  war  witii  Great  Britain;  which  was  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Military  Affairs. 

The  Speaker  laid  before  the  House  a  report  of  the  Secretary  of 
State  of  the  names  of  the  clerks  employed  in  his  department,  with  the 
wBlarj  of  each,  during  the  year  1819;  which  was  ordered  to  lie  on 
the  table* 

The  Speaker  also  laid  before  tiie  House  a  letter  from  the  Secretafy 
of  War,  transmitting  a  report  of  the  chief  engineerv  with  sundiy 
documents  in  relation  to  the  expenditures  on  the  Military  Academy 
at  West  Point;  tiie  number  and  names  of  cadets  educated  at  that 
nlace;  and  of  the  sums  necessary  to  be  appropriated  for  said  academy 
B>r  each  of  the  succeeding  three  years,  rendered  in  obedience  to  the 
resolution  of  this  House  of  the  2rth  ultimo;  which  was  also  ordered 
to  lie  on  the  table. 

Mr.  Bhea,  from  th6  Committee  on  Pensions  and  Revolutionary 
Claims,  made  reports  on  the  petitions  of  Benjamin  S.  Judah,  and 
Samuel  Tucker;  which  were  read,  and  the  resolutions  therein  con* 
tained  were  concurred  in  by  the  House,  as  follows,  viz: 

Besolved,  That  the  prayer  of  the  petitioners,  respectively,  be  fu4 
granted.. 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Pensions  and  Revolutionary 
Claiips  be  discharged  fit>m  the  further  consideration  of  the  petition  of 
David  Staples>and  thatit  be  referred  to  the  Secretary  of  War. 

Mr.  Sergeant,  &*om  the  Committee  on  the  Judiciary,  reported  a 
hill  to  repeal  the  act,  entitied^'  An  act  to  lessen  the  compensation  of 
BUtfshalsy  derksy  and  attorneys^  in  tiie  cases  theran  mentioned;'* 
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Hrhich  was  read  the  first  and  second  time»  and  committed  to  a  com- 
mittee of  tlie  whole,  to-morrow. 

Mr.  Sergeant,  from  the  same  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the 
memorials  and  astronomical  calculations  of  William  Lambert,  re- 
ported a  joint  resolution  autliorizing  the  President  of  the  United 
States  to  cause  astronomical  observations  to  be  made,  to  ascertain 
the  longitude  of  tlie  Capitol,  in  the  city  of  Washington,  from  some 
viiown  meridian  in, Europe;  which  was  read  the  first  and  second 
ime,  and  committed  to  a  committee  of  the  whole,  to-morrow. 

Mr.  Campbell,  from  the  Committee  on  Private  Land  Claims,  made 
i  report  on  tke  petition  of  John  Hampton;  which  was  read,  and  the 
resolution  therein  contained  was  concurred  in  by  the  House,  as  fol- 
lows, viz: 

Resolved,  That  the  petitioner  have  leave  to  witlidraw  his  pcti- 
:ion  and  documents. 

Mr.  Campbell,  from  the  same  committee,  also  made  a  report  on  the 
jetition  of  sundry  inhabitants  of  New  Madrid  county,  in  the  temtory 
)f  Missouri,  on  behalf  of  Thomas  Bartlett;  which  was  read,  and  the 
M?solution  tlicrcui  contained  was  concurred  in  by  the  House,  as  fol- 
0W89  viz: 

Resolved,  That  the  prayer  of  the  petitioners  hergeded. 

Mr.  Campbell  also  made  a  report  on  the  petition  of  John  B.  Reg- 
lier,  accompanied  with  a  bill  for  the  relief  of  the  said  Regnier;  which 
hHs  read  the  first  and  second  time,  and  committed  to  a  committee  of 
he  whole,  to-morrow. 

Mr.  W  illiams,  of  North  Carolina,  from  the  Committee  of  CIaims» 
nade  unfavorable  reports  on  the  p^etitions  of  Henry  Brothers,  Ralph 
\L  Pomeroy,  Chickering  and  Noyes,  John  Burnham,  Campbell 
md  Day,  and  James  Reynolds;  which  wero  severally  read,  and  or- 
lered  to  lie  on  the  table. 

Mr.  Baldwin  submitted  the  following  resolution  and  proposition  of 
LBfiendmcnt  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  Stales: 

Resolved,  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
Mates  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  two  thirds  of  both  Houses 
itticurring.  That  the  following  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the 
Jnited  States  be  proposed  to  the  legislatures  of  the  several  states; 
vkich^  when  ratified  by  the  legislatures  of  three-fourths  of  the  states^ 
hall  be  valid,  to  all  intents  and  purposes,  as  part  of  the  said  consti- 
ution: 

That  Congress  shril  make  no  law  to  erect  or  incorporate  any  bank*  or  olher  monicd 
islilution»  except  within  the  District  of  Columbia;  and  every  bank,  or  other  monied 
istilution,  which  shall  be  established  hy  the  authority  of  Congress^  shaU, -together 
rith  its  branches  and  offices  of  discount  and  deposil^  be  confiiied  to  the  District  of 
;oIambia« 

The  said  resolution  was  read  the  first  and  second  time,  and*com* 
ditted  to  the  committee  of  the  whole  on  tiie  state  of  the  Union* 

Mr.  Silsbee  submitted  the  following  resolutions,  which  were  reidf 
nd  agreed  to  by  the  House: 

1.  Resolved',  That  the  President  of  the  United  States  be  requested 
0  lay  before  this  House  an  acoountof  the  annual  receipts  of  hospitajl 
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money,  under  Die  act  of  Jalj  16th,  1798,  and  March  S(l,  1799,  tip  4o 
fthe  S6th  February,  1811;  and,  from  that  period,  an  account  of  th^ 
annual  receipts  under  the  first  mentioned  act,  to  the  30th  September) 
1819,  distinguishing  the  districts  within  which  coIIectM)^  o/ao,  ah  ac* 
xount  of  the  annual  expenditui*es  of  said  hospital  money,  the  dtotrtct 
iH^ithin  which  expended,  the  hospitals  erected,  the  places  whei^,  Uie 
regulations  under  which,  expenditures  are  made,  the  present  statb  ef 
the  marine  hospital  fund,  and  how  invested. 

2.  Resolved,  That  the  commissioners  of  navy  hospitals  be  directed 
to  lay  before  this  House  an  account  of  the  annual  receipts  of  hospital 
money,  under  the  act  of  March  2d,  1799,  from  the  26th  Februaty, 
1811,  to  September  30,  1819,  together  with  an  account  of  the  annual 
•expenditures  of  the  same;  the  district  within  wliich  expended,  iht 
hospitals  erected,  tiie  places  where,  the  present  state  of  the  navy 
liospital  flmd,  and  how  invested. 

Mr.  Silsbee,  and  Mr.  Sampson^  were  appointed  a  committee  to 
"present  the  first  resolution  to  the  President  of  the  United  States. 
On  motion  of  Mr.  Shaw, 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  the  Post  Office  and  Post  Roadft 
be  instructed  to  enquire  into  the  expediency  of  establishing  a  post 
route  from  West  Stockbridge,  Massachusetts,  through  Richmond,  to 
Lebanon,  in  New- York.  ' 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Allen,  of  New- York, 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  the  Post  Office  and  Post  Roads 
be  instructed  to  enquire  into  the  expediency  of  establishing  a  pb^ 
road  from  the  village  of  Moscow,  in  the  county  of  Genesste,  New 
York,  through  the  villages  of  York,  Caledonia,  and  Scotville^  to 
jRochester. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Cook, 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  the  Post  Office  and  Post  Roads 
be  instructed  to  enquire  into  the  expediency  of  establishing  a  po^ 
road  from  the  Illinois  saline^  in  Graliatin  county,  to  Golconlda,  in 
•ibe  state  of  Illinois. 

The  bill  from  the  Senate,  entitled  <<  An  act  to  provide  for  obtaining 
accurate  statements  of  the  foreign  commerce  of  the  United  States^" 
was  read  the  third  time,  and  passed. 

Ordered,  Th^t  the  Clerk  acquaint  tlie  Senate  therewith* 

A  message  was  received  from  the  President  of  the  United  Statev, 
by  Mr.  J.  J.  Monroe,  his  Secretary,  notifying  that  the  Presidenit  di^ 
on-the  28th  instant,  approve  and  sign  **  An  act  for  the  relief  of  JataOB 
O^ghes."      * 

Ordered,  That  fbe  Clerk  acquaint  the  Senate  therewilb.      * 
.  A  message  from  the  Senate,  by  Mr.  Cutts,  their  Secretary; 

Mr.  Speaker:  The  Senate  have  passed  the  bill,  entitled  ^*  An  act 
to  alter  the  terms  of  the  court  of  the  western  district  of  Yirginlft;'^ 
and  then  he  withdrew. 

The  House  then  again  resolved  itself  into  a  committee  of  flife  whole 
on  4ie  bill  to  authorize  the  people  of  the  territory  of  Missouri  to  Ibml 
a  constitution  and  atate  government,  and  for  the  admission  of  simh 
state  into  the  Unton  on  an  equal  fboting  with  the  originatstitlMV  and 
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on  the  teveral  petittoiiB  and  memorials  upon  the  same  sabject,  and 
thereto  committed;  and,  after  some  tiOM  spent  thereint  Mr  Speaker 
resumed  the  chair,  and  Mr.  Baldwin  reported  that  tiie  committee 
had  made  further  progress  therein,  and  directed  him  to  ask  leare  to 
sit  again. 

Ordered,  That  the  committee  of  the  whole  have  leave  to  sit  again 
on  the  said  bill,  petitions,  and  memorials. 

And  then  the  House  adjom*ned.

Mr.  Fuller  presented  a  petition  of  John  Porter; 

Mr.  Tracy  presented  a  iietition  of  Aiiron  Miller;  respectively  pi*ny- 
ing  for  pensions;  which  were  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Revolu- 
tionary Pensions. 

Mr.  Fay  presented  a  petition  of  John  Mclntire,  Lemuel  Wilcox, 
imd  James  Stewart,  contractors  to  execute  the  stone  and  brick  work 
of  certain  fortifications  contemplated  to  be  erected  at  Fort  Niagara^ 
in  tiie  state  of  New -York,  praying  compensation  for  losses  sustained 
in  consequence  of  delays  on  the  part  of  the  agents  of  the  government. 

Mr.  Crawford  presented  a  petition  of  Joshua  Newsom,  praying 
compensation  for  two  horses  impreased  into  the  military  service  of 
tUfc  United  States  iu  tlic  year  1818,  which  were  lost  or  perished  in 
said  service. 

Ordered,  That  the  said  petitions  be  referred  to  the  Committee  of 
Claims. 

Mr.  Murray  presented  a  petition  of  sundry  inhabitants  of  the  state 
of  Pennsylvania,  praying  that  further  measures  may  be  adopted  for 
the  encouragement  and  pi*otection  of  domestic  manufactures;  and 
that  the  salaries  of  certain  officers  of  government,  therein  specified, 
may  be  reduced  to  tlie  standard  at  which  they  were  fixed  previous  to 
the  year  1816. 

Ordered,  That  so  much  of  the  said  petition  as  relates  to  mannfac* 
tnresbe  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Manufactures,  and  that  the 
residue  thereof  be  referred  to  the  Committee  of  Ways  and  Means. 

Mr.  Sergeant  pi*esented  a  petition  of  George  W.  Jones,  merchant, 
of  Philadelphia,  praying  to  be  allowed  the  drawback  on  a  quantity  of 
East  India  goods  exported  by  him,  on  the  29th  of  December  last, 
which  he  is  unable  to  obtain  in  consequence  of  not  eiving  the  bond, 
and  taking  the  necessary  oaths  in  the  time  prescribed  by  law,  owing, 
as  he  alleges,  to  inadvertency,  being  constantly  and  laboriously  en- 
gaged in  attending  tlie  landing  and  examination  of  a  large  and  valua- 
ble <%rgo  from  Calcutta,  as  well  as  to  a  severe  domestic  affliction; 
which  ^tition  was  refeired  to  the  Committee  of  Commerce. 
On  motion  of  Mr.  Sergeant, 

Ordered,  That  the  jietition  of  Isaac  W.  Norris,  administrator  on 
the  estate  of  Joseph  Summerl,  deceased,  presented  on  the  14th  Jan* 
oary,  1816,  be  also  referred  to  the  Committee  of  Commerce. 

Mr.  McLane,  of  Delaware,  presented  a  petition  of  the  President 
and  Directors  of  the  Chesapeake  and  Delaware  Canal  Company^ 
.j^fayiag  the  atteatton  of  Congress  to  th^  important  imdertddng»  and 
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for  such  aid  as  Cottgreas  may*  in  their  wiadom,  dem  saffident  to 
enable  them  to  revive  and  prosecute  their  work;  which  was  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Roads  and  Canals. 

Mr.  Ross  presented  a  petition  of  Edward  Miller,  praying  for  an 
increase  of  his  pension;  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Pea* 
sions  and  Revolutionary  Claims. 

Mr*  Campbell  presented  a  petition  of  sundry  inhabitants  of  the 
state  of  Ohio,  praying  for  the  establisbment  of  a  post  route,  which 
w^as  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Post  Office  and  Post  Roads. 

Mr.  Brush  presented  a  petition  of  the  trustees  of  the  Ohio  Univer- 
sity, praying  for  a  grant  of  a  moiety  of  the  sections  of  land  reserved 
within  the  limits  of  the  Ohio  Company^s  purchase,  for  the  benefit  of 
the  said  university;  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Pub- 
lic Lands. 

Mr.  Rent,  from  the  Committee  for  the  District  of  Columbia,^  re- 
ported a  bill  authorizing  the  sale  of  part  of  the  glebe  of  Rock  Creek 
ciiurch,  in  the  county  of  Washington,  in  the  District  of  Columbia^ 
which  was  read  the  first  and  second  time,  and  committed  to  a  com* 
mittee  of  the  whole,  on  Monday  next. 

The  Speaker  laid  before  the  House  a  letter  from  the  Secretary  of 
the  Treasury,  transmitting,  in  pursuance  of  the  resolution  of  this 
House  of  the  30th  December,  1791,  a  [printed]  statement  of  the  re- 
ceipts and  expenditures  of  the  United  States  for  the  year  1818;  which 
was  ordered  to  lie  on  the  table. 

The  Speaker  also  laid  before  the  House  another  letter  from  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  transmitting  a  report  upon  the  subject  fd

stance  of  the  remarks  made  by  the  members;  and  that  tliey  will  not  importune  any 
member  for,  or  receive  from  any  member,  diiectly  or  indirectly,  advice,  or  any  writ* 
ten  note  or  memorandum,  with  intent  therefrom  to  make  any  such  report.

lently  obtained  by  a  person  signing  himself  Daniel  B.  Norton,  and* 
praying  such  i*elief  from  Congi-ess  as  they  may  think  his  merits  and 
services  desei*ve;  which  petition  was  referred  to  the  Committee  oir 
Military  Affairs. 

Mr.  Randolph  presented  a  petition  of  Joseph  Clarke,  praying  com- 
pensation for  the  service  of  his  son,  Joseph  Clarke,  deceased,  in  va- 
rious capacities  in  the  army  of  the  United  States,  in  the  late  war  with 
Great  Britain,  in  which  service  he  died;  as,  also,  for  pay  for  the  .

the  African  slave  trade.

Mr.  Whitman  also  presented  a  document  in  sqpportof  the  petition 
of  Aaron  iPoi-ter,  presented  on  the  25th  of  November,  1818,  which,  to* 
gether  with  the  said  petition,  was  referred  to  the  Committee  of  Claims. 

Mr.  Ball  presented  a  petition  of  Ephraim  Oilman  and  James 
Bougli^,  praying  compensation  for  a  quantity  of  merchandize  de- 
ttroyed  by  the  British  in  the  late  war,  under  the  impression  that  the 
house  which  contained  the  said  merchandize  was  used  as  a  military 
(9eposite«  which  petition  was  referred  to  the  Committee  of  Claims. 

Mr.  Russ  presented  a  {letition  of  sundry  manufacturers  of  cotton

Mr.  Tomlinson  presented  a  petition  of  Benjamin  Dickerson,  pray* 
ing  for  a  pension;  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Pensions 
fuid  ReviHutionary  Claims. 

Mr.  Little  presented  a  petition  of  two  hundred  and  ninety  inhabit-

Mr.  Cobb  presented  a  petition  of  Andrew  Low,  Robert  Isaac,  and 
Janies  M^IJenry,  merchants  of  Savannah,  in  the  state  of  Georgia, 
trading  under  the  firm  of  Andrew  Low  &  Co.  stating  that  merchan- 
dize imported  by  them  into  the  port  of  Savannsih,  amounting  to  up* 
wards  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  was  destroyed  at 
the  late  fire  which  consumed  so  large  a  portion  of  tliat  city;  that  they 
had  paid  into  the  Treasury  upwards  of  fourteen  thousand  dollars, 
duties  on  said  goods,  and  that  twenty  seven  thousand  dollars  yet 
remain  to  be  paid,  and  praying  that  the  last  mentioned  sum  may  be 
remitted  to  them,  and  that  they  may  be  em|)owered  to  import,  free 
of  duty,  goods  to  an  amount  equal  to  that  upon  which  they  have  so 
paid  the  duty;  which  petition  was  referred  to  the  Committee  of  Ways 
{Mid  Means.

Claims  be  discharged  from  the  furtlier  consideration  of  the  petitiott 
of  Luther  Gregory,  and  that  it  be  r^jferred  to  the  Secretary  of  War* 

Mr.  Williams^  of  Noi*th  Carolina,  from  the  Committee  of  plaims^  ' 
made  unfavorable  reports  on  tbe  i)ctitions  of  Isaac  Richer,  David 
Taylor*  and  James  Leander  Catiicart,  which  were  severally  ordered 
to  lie  on  the  table. 

Mr.  Williams,  fh>m  the  same  tominittee,  also  made  %  report  oil 
tbe  petition  of  Stephen  Baxter,  accompanied  by  a  bill  for  the  relief 
Of  tlie  said  Baxter,  late  a  paymaster  or  tlie  thiHl  regtmetit  of  N^w 
York  volunteera;  which  was  read  the  first  and  second  time^  and 
committed  to  a  committee  of  the  whole  House  to-morrow.

same  with  an  amendment,  which  was^  read,  and,  with  the  resolution^

On  motion  of  Mr.  Slocumb,

communicate  to  this  House,  if  any,  and  what,  progress  has  been  madu 
in  surveying  certain  parts  of  tiie  coast  of  North  Carolina,  and  in  as^ 
Gcrtaining  tbe  latitude  and  longitude  of  the  extreme  points  of  Cape 
Hatteras,  Cape  Look  Out,  and  Cajic  Fear,  pursuant  to  a  resolution^ 
approved  19th  Jantiary,  1819. 

Mr.  Slocumb  and  Mr.  Bui-ton  were  appointed  a  committee  to  pr6« 
sent  the  said  resolution  to  the  President  of  the  United  States. 
On  motion  of  Mr.  Stevens, 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  of  Commerce  be  directed  to  report 
whether,  in  their  opinion,  it  would  be  ex|iedient  to  erect  a  light 
house  on  the  south  coast  of  Lake  Erie^  at  or  near  the  confluence  of  itfl 
waters  with  those  of  Sandusky  Bay. 
*0n  motion  of  Randolph, 

Resolved,  That  tlic  Secretary  of  tlie  Treasury  be  directed  to  report 
to  this  House  such  measures  as,  in  his  opinion,  may  be  expedient  to 
enforce  the  more  spesdy  payment  of  public  moneys  due  from  indlvi'* 
duals  and  corporate  bodies  to  the  United  States. 

The  House  took  up  and  proceeded  to  consider  the  resolution  siib« 
mitted  by  Mr.  Bi|t|er,  of  New  Hami)shire,  on  the  26th  ultimo^  to  fix 
the  daily  hour  of  meeting  of  the  House  at  eleven  o'clock  in  the  foi«^ 
BPoni  and  the  said  i*esolution  being  read,  was  agreed  to  by  the 
House^

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cnmniitted;  and,  after  some  tiine  spent  therein,  Mr.  Speaker  irsamed 
the  chair,  and  Mr.  Baldwin  imported  that  the  committee  had  made 
further  pi«og^e8S  therein,  and  dii-octed  him  to  ask  leave  to  sit  again. 

Ord^d,  Tliat  the  committee  of  tlie  whole  have  leave  to  sit  again 
on  the  said  bilU  petitions,  and  memorials. 

And  then  the  House  adjourned.

Whereas,  slavery  in  tlie  United  States  is  an  evil  of  great  wnd  In- 
creasing magnitude;  one  wliich  merits  tlie  greatest  efforts  of  this  na- 
tion to  remedy:  Tlierefoi-e, 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  be  appointed  to  enquii*e  into  the  ex- 
pediency of  devoting  the  public  lands  as  a  fund  for  the  purpose  of, 

Isty  Employing  a  naval  force  competent  to  the  annihilation  of  th« 
slave  trade; 

2dly,  The  emancipation  of  slaves  in  the  Ur/ited  Staters;  and, 

3dly,  Colonizing  tliem  in  such  way  as  shall  be  conducive  to  their 
comfort  and  happiness,  in  Africa,  tiicir  mother  country. 

The  said  preamble  and  resolution  were  road;  and. 
On  motion  of  Mr.  Walker^  of  North  Carolina, 

Ordered  to  lie  on  the  table. 

The  Speaker  laid  before  the  House  the  annual  report  of  the  Com* 
missioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund;  which  was  ordered  to  lie  on  tb# 
table. 

The  House  again  resolved  itself  into  a  committee  of  the  whole  on 
the  bill  to  authorize  tlie  people  of  the  territory  of  Missouri  to  form  a 
constitution  and  state  government,  and  for  the  admission  of  such 
state  into  the  Union  on  an  equal  footing  with  the  ^ginal  states,  and 
on  the  several  petitions  and  memorials  upon  that  suoject,  and  thereto 
committed;  and,  after  some  time  spent  therein,  Mr.  Speaks  resumed 
the  chair,  and  Mr.  Baldwin  reported  that  tlie  committee  had  made 
fiirther  progress  therein,  and  directed  him  to  ask  leave  to  sit  again.

Mr*  Wendover  presented  a  jietition  of  James  Caze  and  Joliu 
Richaud,  praying  compensation  for  the  sails  of  their  ship  called  the 
Victory,  which  were  stored  in  Ilampdcn,  in  tlie  District  of  Maine, 
Efid  destroyed  by  fire  by  order  of  captain  Charles  Morris,  of  the 
United  States'  navy,  in  the  late  wai*  with  Great  Britain. 

Mr.  Brush  presented  a  petition  of  John  11.  Smith  and  Ezra  H« 
Bemiss,  Canauian  volunteers  in  the  military  service  of  tise  United 
•  ^^tes,  in  tlie  late  war  with  Great  Britain,  praying  to  be  allowed  the 
bounty  in  land  to  which  they  state  they  are  entitled,  but  cannot  now 
obtain,  in  conserj[uence  of  the -expiration  of  the  act  granting  land  to 
Canadian  volunteers  in  the  late  war* 

Ordered,  That  tSie  said  petitions  be  referred  td  the  Committee  of 
Claims. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Neale, 

Ordered,  That  the  case  of  Jolm  Manning,  guardian  of  Caroline 
Fenwick,  communicated  to  this  House  by  the  late  Commissioner  of 
Claims,  on  the  lOtli  December,  1817,  be  also  referred  to  the  Com- 
niittee  of  Claims. 

Mr.  Gross,  of  New-York,  presented  a  petition  of  Kinncr  Newcorabr 

E-aying  for  a  grant  of  the  bounty  land  to  which  he  says  he  is  entitled 
r  his  services  as  a  soldier  in  the  revolutionary  army. 

Ordered,  That  the  said  petition  be  i-eferred  to  the  Committee  on 
Private  Land  Claims. 

Mr*  Sergeant  presented  a  netition  of  ^yilliam  Tilghman,  surviving 
executor  of  the  last  will  and  testament  of  Anne  Francis,  deceased, 
who  was  executrix  of  the  last  will  and  testament  of  IVnch  Francts, 
deceased,  who  was  purveyor  of  public  supplies,  and  agent  for  the 
United  States,  under  various  appointments  fi*om  the  Departuieuts 
of  Treasury,  of  War,  and  of  tlie  Navy,  stating,  that  tlie  account^  of 
the  said  Tench  Francis  were  made  up,  and,  with  the  vouchers,  dc]io- 
sited  in  tlie  Treasury  Depailmcnt  for  settlement,  in  the  year  18C1;

of  the  deceased,  on  fair  and  equitable  terms;  which  petition  was  re^ 
ferred  to  the  committee  last  apjxiinted  on  the  petition  of  the  executor 
of  Tench  Francis,  deceased. 

Mr.  Hibshman  presented  a  petition  of  sundry  inhabitants  of  tha 
city  and  county  of  Lancaster,  in  the  state  of  Pennsylvania,  praying 
that  further  protection  may  be  extended  to  the  manufacturing  interest 
of  the  country. 

Mr.  Little  presented  petitions  from  the  makers  of  piano  forte,  harpi 
and  other  musical  instruments,  in  the  cities  of  Philadelphia  and  Bal- 
timore, praying  for  an  increase  of  tlie  duties  on  those  articles  imported 
into  the  United  State84 

Ordered,  That  the  said  petitions  be  referred  to  the  Committee  oa 
Manufactures* 

Mr.  ^larchand  presented  a  petition  of  John  Webster,  formerly  a 
collector  of  direct  tax  and  internal  duties,  in  the  state  of  PennsyU 
vania^  praying  to  be  allowed  and  paid  a  moiety  of  the  fines  and  jie« 
nalties  impost  by  judicial  process,  for  violations  of  the  acts  laying 
a  direct  tax  and  internal  duties,  under  information  lodged  by  him, 
which  fines  and  penalties  were  remitted,  by  oi*der  of  the  President  of 
the  United  States,  without  his  consent;  and,  also,  for  compensation 
for  his  services,  in  the  capacity  aforesaid,  during  the  years  1791, 
ir9£,  and  1793;  and  that  he  may  i*eceive  credit  for  certain  8uma» 
therein  specified,  which  stand  charged  against  him  at  the  Treasury, 
which  he  allege  he  never  collected.

Xq  whidi  isGommittedthft  bil^  toeoiMt  the  people  of  the  territory  of 
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Mhfloori  to  form  a  constitution  and  state  governnient,  and  for  tiie 
admission  of  such  state  into  the  Union^  on  an  equal  footing  with  the 
orif^nal  states. 

Mr.  Tucker,  of  Virginia,  presented  a  petition  of  Berryman  6reen» 
administrator  of  the  estate  of  Samuel  Kerby,  deceased,  a  lieutenant 
in  the  army  of  the  United  States,  in  the  late  war  with  Great  Britain, 
praying  that  the  proper  accounting  officers  may  be  directed  to  audit 
and  settle  the  accounts  of  the  deces^ed,  according  to  the  principles  of 
equity  and  right,  for  reasons  set  forth  at  large  in  the  petition. 

Ordered,  That  the  said  petition  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Pensions  and  Revolutionary  Claims. 

The  Speaker  presented  a  petition  of  William  Callender,  of  Boston, 
stating,  that,  after  **  a  practice  of  forty  years,  more  or  less,  especially 
within  the  last  seven  years,  he  has  made  such  improvements  in  the 
art  of  gunnery,  as  never  before  entered  into  tlie  mind  of  any  man, 
either  in  Europe  or  America;"  that,  by  his  said  invention,  he  can 
cast  an  arrow  from  a  cannon,  at  a  considerable  distance,  into  the 
rig^ng  of  an  enemy's  vessel,  and  envelope  her  in  flames;  and  *' pray- 
ing Congress  to  grant  him  all  the  favors  he  may  have  I'equested,  and 
as  many  more  as  he  may  be  thought  entitled  to,  as  a  compensation 
for  so  much  time  spent  for  the  goo€i  of  his  country." 

Ordered,  That  the  said  petition  lie  on  tlie  table. 

Mr.  Crowcll  presented  a  petition  of  sundry  merchants,  and  other 
inhabitants,  of  tlie  town  of  Blakeley,  in  the  state  of  Alabama,  praying 
that  the  said  town  may  be  established  as  a  port  of  entity  and  delivery; 
which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  of  Commerce. 

Mr.  Rhea,  from  tlie  Committee  on  Pensions  and  Revolutionary 
Claims,  made  reports  on  tlie  petitions  of  Thomas  Storke  and  Sarah 
Phillips;  which  were  read,  and  die  resolutions  therein  contained  were 
concurred  in  by  the  House,  as  follows:

Mr.  Campbell,  from  the  Committee  on  Private  Land  Claims,  to 
whom  was  committed  the  bill  for  the  relief  of  Thomas  Carr,  and 
others,  together  with  the  petithm  of  said  Can*  and  others,  made  a 
detailed  report,  recommending  the  rejection  of  the  said  bill;  whicii 
report  and  bill  were  committed  to  a  committee  of  the  whole,  to- 
morrow. 

Mr.  Williams,  of  North  Carolina,  from  the  Committee  of  Claims, 
made  unfavorable  reports  on  the  petitions  of  Nancy  Rosebury,  David 
Patterson,  and  Samuel  White;  which  were  severally  ordered  to  lie 
w  the  table. 
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Ordef^,  That  the  Committee  on  Military  Affairs  be  diachamd 
from  the  furtlier  consideration  of  the  petition  of  the  General  Assembly 
of  the  state  of  Inciiana,  on  behalf  of  tlie  late  company  of  mounted 
rangers,  commanded  by  captain  Biggar,  and  from  the  further  con- 
sideration of  the  petition  of  Daniel  D.  Noi*ton»  and  that  the  said  pe» 
titions  he  refcrrcfl  to  the  Secretary  of  War. 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Relations  be  discharged 
from  the  further  consideration  of  the  petitions  of  sundry  mercliaqts 
of  Boston,  by  Henry  Rice,  their  attorney,  and  of  William  Patterson^ 
and  others,  merchants,  of  Baltimore,  relating  to  claims  i^ainst  the 
l^vcrnment  of  liayti,  in  the  island  of  St.  Domingo,  and  that  the  said 
petitions  be  referred  to  the  Secrctiry  of  State. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Meigs,  that  the  House  do  now  proceed 
.  to  consider  the  i*esolution  submitted  by  him  on  the  5th  instant^  in 
xelation  to  slavery  within  the  United  States. 

And  the  question  being  taken  thereon. 

It  was  determined  in  the  negative. 

Mr.  Smith,  of  Maryland,  from  the  Committee  of  Ways  and  Means, 
reported  a  bill  making  appropriations  for  the  suppoi-t  of  the  navy  of 
tlic  United  States,  during  tlie  year  1820;  which  was  read  the  first 
and  second  time,  and  committed  to  a  committee  of  tlie  whole,  to« 
morrow. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Cook, 

Resolvcil,  That  the  Committee  on  the  Public  Lands  be  instructed 
to  enqaire  into  the  expediency  of  allowing  to  William  Biggs  compen* 
satio'n  for  his  services  as  a  lieutenant  in  the  Illinois  regiment,  under 
tlie  command  of  ti^e  late  general  Clark. 

Mr.  Nelson,  of  Virginia,  submitted  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  the  standing  rules  and  orders  of  the  House  of 
Representatives,  directing  tlie  method  and  order  of  transacting  bosi* 
ness,  be  suspended;  and  that,  until  the  passage  or  rejection  of  the  bill 
for  tlie  admission  of  JVlissouri  as  a  state  into  the  Union,  this  House 
^ill  proceed  to  ti*ansact  no  otlier  busineav,  but  will,  daily,  as  soon  as 
a  quorum  assembles,  enter  upon  the  consideration  of  that  subject, 
and  will  not  suffer  its  deliberations  to  be  interrupted  by  the  exami- 
nation  of  any  other  question  whatsoever.

Mr.  Nelson,  of  Yii^ginia,  moved  that  the  House  now  proceed  to 
consider  the  resolution  submitted  by  him  on  the  7th  instant,  for  the 
suspension  of  the  oi*der  of  transacting  business  in  the  morning,  until 
the  termination  of  the  debate  on  the  bill  for  the  admission  of  the  ter- 
ritory of  Missouri  into  the  Union. 

And,  on  the  question  to  consider  the  said  resolution^ 

It  was  determined  in  the  negative.

Resolved,  That  the  said  convention  shall  be  composed  of  twelve 
repi*esentatives  for  tlie  city  of  Washington,  and  that  part  of  the  county 
of  Washington  east  of  Rock  creek;  of  eight  repnesentatives  for  the 
town  of  Georgetown,  and  that  part  of  the  said  county  west  of  Rock 
ci-eek;  and  of  nine  representatives  for  tlie  town  and  county  of  Alex- 
andria. The  said  representatives  to  be  free  white  taxable  males^ 
above  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  who  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot,  by 
the  free  white  taxable  males  above  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  on 
the  first  Tuesday  in  July  next,  under  the  superintendence  of  such 
judges,  at  such  place  in  each  of  the  said  towns,  and  subject  to  such 
other  directions,  as  the  President  of  the  United  States  may  prescribe. 
Resolved,  That  the  persons  so  chosen  shall  convene  at  the  city  of 
Washington,  in  such  place  as  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Pi-esident  of  the 
United  States,  on  the  first  Tuesday  in  September  ensuing;  and  shall 
organize  themselves  by  the  appointment  of  a  president,  secretary, 
and  |uch  other  officers  as  may  he  necessary.  A  majority  of  the  mem- 
bers shall  constitute  a  quorum;  and  their  proceedings. shall, be  com* 
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municated  to  the  President  of  the  United  States^  to  be  hdd  by  bim 
before  Congress,  at  their  next  session. 

The  said  resolution  was  .read;  when, 

Mr.  Strother  moved  that  it  lie  on  the  table;  which  was  rejected. 

Mr.  Cobb  then  moved  that  it  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the

Mr.  Stevens  presented  a  petition  of  fiTenry  Hoyt,  jr.  a  lieutenant 
in  the  army,  in  the  late  war  with  Great  Britain,  praying  to  be  al- 
lowed and  paid  the  pay  and  emoluments  to  which  he  is  entitled,  for 
his  services  in  the  capacity  aforesaid,  which  is  withheld  because  of 
his  name  being  stricken  off  the  rolls  of  the  army,  of  which  he  states 
he  never  received  information,  and  continued  to  do  duty  long  after- 
wards. 

Ordered,  That  the  said  petition  be  refinred  to  the  Committee  of 
Claims. 

Mr.  Rich  presented  a  petition  of  sundry  inhabitants  of  the  states  of 
Vermont  and  New-Tork,  praying  for  the  establishment  of  a  post 
route;  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Post  Office  and 
Post  Roads. 

Mr.  Gross,  of  New-Tork,  presented  a  document  in  support  of  the 
petition  of  Kinner  Newcomb;  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Private  Land  Claims. 

Mr.  Murray  presented  a  petition  of  snndry  inhabitants  of  the  state 
of  Pennsylvania,  praying  Ihat  further  protection  may  be  extended  to 
the  manimictpiring  interest  of  the  country. 
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Mr.  Little  presented  a  petition  orthe  owners  of  the  alum  and  cop- 
peras works  at  Cape  Sable,  in  the  state  of  Maryland,  by  Alexander 
Mitchell,  their  agent,  praying  for  an  increase  of  the  duty  on  alum  and 
copperas  imported  into  the  United  States* 

Ordered,  That  the  said  petitions  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Manufactures. 

Mr.  Boden  presented  a  petition  of  Charles  Kettiewell,  legal  repre* 
sentative  of  John  Kettiewell,  deceased,  stating,  that  the  deceased 
purchased  a  tract  of  six  hundred  and  forty  acres  of  land,  sold  by  tiie 
United  States,  lying  in  the  state  of  Ohio,  and  paid  the  two  first  in- 
stalments thereon,  and  that  he  died  a  short  time  previous  to  the  third 
instalment's  becoming  due,  which  he,  the  petitioner,  was  unable  to 
pay,  and  the  land  became  forfeited  to  the  United  States;  and  praying 
that  the  mopey  paid  by  the  deceased,  on  account  of  the  said  land,  may 
be  refunded!  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Public 
Lands. 

Mr.  Tarr  and  Mr.  Sergeant,  severally,  presented  a  memorial  of 
sundry  merchants,  and  other  inhabitants,  of  the  city  of  Philadelphia, 
respectively  praying  that  the  bill,  now  pending  before  this  House, 
imposing  duties  on  certain  sales  at  auction  may  be  passed  iiito  a  law; 
which  petitions  were  referred  to  the  committee  of  the  whole  to  which 
the  said  bill  is  committed. 

Mr.  Sergeant  also  presented  a  memorial  of  the  chamber  of  com- 
merce of  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  suggesting  many  alterations  in  the 
existing  tariff  of  duties  on  imports,  and  recommending  an  increase  of 
the  duties  on  French  brandies  and  silks,  and  that  the  duties  on  the 
wines  of  Spain  and  Portugal  may  be  reduced;  which  meiAorial  was 
referred  to  the  Committee  of  Ways  and  Means. 

Mr.  Sergeant  presented  a  petition  of  John  Bioren,  of  the  city  of 
Philadelphia,  and  of  Edward  De  Krafft,  of  the  city  of  Washington, 
printers,  stating  that  they  have  it  in  contemplation  to  publish  an 
edition  of  the  Journals  of  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  under 
the  articles  of  confederation,  and  praying  for  the  aid  and  patronage 
of  Congress  in  the  said  publication;  which  was  read,  and  oi*dered  to 
lie  on  tiie  table. 

Mr..  Hall,  of  North  Carolina,  presented  a  petition  of  sundry  inha- 
bitants of  the  tawn  of  Columbia,  in  Terryl  county,  and  state  of  North 
Carolina,  praying  that  the  said  town  may  be  established  as  a  port  of 
entry;  which  was  referred  to  the  .Committee  of  Commerce. 
On  motion  of  Mr.  Crawford, 

Ordered,  That  the  petition  of  Jonathan  Battelle,  presented  on  the 
5th  of  January,  1819,  be  also  referred  to  the  Committee  of  Com* 
merce. 

Mr.  Beecher  presented  a  petition  of  sundry  inhabitants  of  tbe  state 
of  Ohio,  praying  **  that  provision  may  be  made  whereby  part  of  tiie 
money  drawn  from  them  for  the  payment  of  lands  purchased  of  the 
United  States,  may  be  expended  among  them,  towards  tiie  internal 
improvement  of  their  country;  and,  also,  that  an  extension  of  credit 
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may  be  eiven  to  those  who  are  indebted  to  the  government  for  the  pur- 
chase of  lands/' 

Ordered,  That  so  much  of  the  said  petition  as  relates  to  internal 
improyements^  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Roads  and  Canals; 
and  that  the  residue  thereof  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the 
Public  Lands. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Hendricks, 

Ordetsed,  That  the  petition  of  a  company  of  rangers,  commanded 
by  captain  James  Bigger,  of  the  state  of  Indiana,  presented  on  the 
22d  December,  1S17,  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Military  Af- 
fairs. 

Mr.  Rankin  presented  a  memorial  of  James  Wilkinson,  late  a 
major-general  in  the  army  of  the  United  States,  detailing  his  services 
and  sufferings  in  ttie  cause  of  his  country,  from  the  commencement  of 
the  war  of  the  revolution  to  the  clos^  of  the  late  war  with  Great 
Britain,  and  praying  to  be  indemnifi^  agiunst  the  effects  of  a  judg- 
ment for  2,500  dollai-s,  with  costs  of  suit,  recovered  against  him  by 
general  John  Adair,  in  consequence  of  his  having  arrested  the  said 
Adair  in  the  city  of  New-Orleans,  in  the  year  1806,  on  a  charge  of 
his  being  concerned  in  the  alleged  conspiracy  of  Aaron  Burn  which 
was  referred  to  a  select  committee;  and, 

Mr.  Rankin,  Mr.  Van  Rensselaer^  Mr.  Ringgold,  Mr.  Strother, 
and  Mr.  Archer,  of  Maryland,  were  appointed  the  said  committee. 

Mr.  Rhea»  from  the  Committee  on  Pensions  and  Revolutionary 
Claims,  made  a  report  on  the  petition  of  George  Merrick;  which  was 
read,  and  the  resolution  therein  contained  was  concurred  in  by  the 
House,  as  follows:

Order^,  That  the  Committee  of  Claims  be  discharged  from  the 
further  consideration  of  the  petition  of  Robert  Campbell,  and  that  it 
be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Pensions  and  Revolutionary  Claims. 

Mr.  Smith,  of  Maryland,  from  the  Committee  of  Ways  and  Means, 
reported  a  bill  making  appropriations  for  the  military  service  of  the 
United  States,  for  the  year  18S0;  which  was  read  the  first  and  second ' 
time,  and  committed  to  the  cotnmittee  of  the  whole  to  which  is  com- 
mitted the  bill  making  appropriations  for  the  support  of  the  navy 
during  the  year  1820. 

Mr.  Smith,  from  tlie  jsame  committee,  to  which  was  referred  the 
bill  from  the  Senate,  entitled  **  An  act  for  the  i*elief  of  Anthony  S. 
Delisle,  Edward  B.  Dudley,  and  John  M.  Van  Cleef,"  reported  the 
same  without  amendment* 
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Ordered,  That  the  said  bill  be  committed  to  a  committee  of  tlie 
whole,  to-morrow. 

Mr*  Smithy  from  the  same  committee,  also  reported  the  bill  from 
the  Senate,  entitled  <<  An  act  for  the  relief  of  the  president,  dii-ectors, 
and  company,  of  the  Merchants*  Bank  of  Newport,  in  Rhode  Island,^' 
without  amendment. 

Ordered,  That  the  said  bill  be  committed  to  a  committee  of  the 
whole,  last  appointed. 

Mr.  Southai*d,  from  the  Committee  on  Indian  Afikirs,  reported  a 
bill  to  continue  in  force,  for  a  further  time,  the  act,  entitled  ^*  An  act 
for  establishing  trading  houses  with  the  Indian  tribes;"  which  was 
read  the  fii*st  and  secoiiu  time*. 

Tlie  said  bill  being  amended,  a  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  "^^alker, 
of  North  Carolina,  to  commit  the  said  bill  to  a  committee  of  tb^ 
whole;  which  was  rejected. 

Mr.  Walker  then  moved  that  the  said  bill  be  ordered  to  lie  on  the 
table;  which,  being  also  rejected. 

The  said  bill  was  ordered  to  be  engrossed,  and  read  a  third  time^ 
to-mon-ow.

further  progress  thei*ein,  and  directed  him  to  ask  leave  to  sit  again. 

Ordered,  That  the  committee  of  the  whole  have  leave  to  sit  again 
on  the  said  bill,  petitions,  and  memorials. 

And  then  tiie  House  adjourned.

Mr.  Case  presented  a  petition  of  Joseph  Whitten,  praying  to  be  paid 
the  amount  of  certain  certificates  df  public  debt,  issued  for  supplier 
furnished  and  services  rendered  by  him  in  the  revolutionary  war. 

Ordered,  That  the  said  petitions  be  i*eferred  to  tlie  Committee  oft 
Pensions  and  Revolutionary  Claims. 
On  motion  of  Mr.  Case, 

Ordered,  That  the  petition  of  William  Jackson,  of  Ae  state  of  Xe'iy 
York,  presented  on  the  l6th  of  January,  180B,  be  als»i-efeifi*ed  tath« 
Committee  on  Pensions  and  Revolutionary  Claims.

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Mr.  Dowse  presented  a  petition  oF  Job  Hewett,  prayineibr  a  grant 
of  the  bounty  in  land,  to  which  he  says  he  is  entitled  for  his  services 
as  a  sergeant  in  the  array  in  the  late  war  with  Great  Britain,  which 
he  cannot  obtain  because  of  an  error  in  placing  his  name  on  the  mus- 
ter rolls  as  having  enlbted  for  eighteen  months,  when  be  in  fact  en- 
listed for  and  during  the  war,  which  petition  was  referi*cd  to  the 
committee  on  private  land  claims. 

Mr.  Mason  presented  a  petition  of  Joseph  W.  Revere,  copper- 
smith, in  Boston,  praying  that  additional  duties  may  be  imposed  on 
all  manufactured  copjier  imported  into  the  United  Statesj  w  hich  was 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Manufactures. 

Mr.  Case  presented  a  petition  of  sundry  inhabitants  of  the  counties 
of  Orange  and  Sullivan,  in  the  state  of  New- York,  praying  for  the  es- 
tablishment of  a  post  route;  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
tiie  Post-office  and  Post  roads. 

Mr.  Kent  presented  documents  in  relation  to  a  claim  of  Israel  T. 
Canby,  representative  of  Ann  Sprigg,  for  a  wagtm  and  team  impress- 
ed into  and  lost  in  the  service  of  the  United  States,  in  the  late  war 
with  Great  Britain,  which  were  referred  to  the  Committee  of  Claims. 
On  motion  of  Mr.  Little, 

Ordered,  That  the  report  of  the  Committee  of  Claims  of  tlie  2rtb 
ult.  on  the  petition  of  sundry  merchants  of  Baltimore,  for  compensa* 
tion  for  vessels  sunk  in  the  harbor  of  that  place  in  the  late  war,  to- 
gether with  the  said  petition,  be  recommitted  to  tlie  Committee  of 
Claims. 

Mr.  Little  presented  a  petition  of  James  H.  Caustcn,  praying  fur- 
ther compensation  for  damages  sustained  in  his  vessel,  sunk  in  the 
harbor  of  Baltimoi*e  in  the  late  war,  by  order  of  the  commanding 
oilicer,  for  the  purpose  of  preventing  the  entrance  of  tlie  enemy  into 
the  said  harborj  which  was  also  referred  to  the  Committee  of 
Claims. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Neale, 

Ordei^ed,  That  the  petition  of  sundry  pilots  for  the  Chesapeake 
Bay,  and  Potomac  rivers  presented  on  the  28th  January,  1  Sir,  be  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  of  Commerce. 

Mr.  Alexander  presented  a  petition  of  Thomas  Evans,  a  soldier  of 
the  revolution,  praying  for  a  pension;  which  was  referred  to  the  com- 
mittee of  the  whole,  to  which  is  committed  the  i*cport  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Revolutionary  Pensions,  on  the  petition  of  Thomas  Camp  and 
others. 

Mr.  Abbot  presented  a  petition  of  Joshua  E.  WIiite,and  company^ 
merchants  of  Savannah,  in  the  state  of  Georgia,  stating  that  they 
are  indebted  to  the  United  States,  in  a  sum  of  about  20,000  dollars 
for  duties  on  goods,  wares,  and  merchandise,  imported  by  them,  which 
they  are  wholly  unable  to  pay,  owing  to  the  loss  of  their  entire  stock 
in  trade  which  was  consumed  in  the  fire,  by  which  a  large  portion  of 
that  city  was  destroyed  on  the  1 1th  ultimo;  which  petition  was  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  of  Ways  and  Means. 

Mr.  Hendricks  presented  two  memorials  of  the  General  Assembly 
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of  the  state  of  Indiana,  the  first  stating  that  a  township  of  land  was 
reserved  by  tlie  act  of  the  19th  of  April,  1816,  for  the  use  of  a  salt 
spring,  then  recently  discovered  in  Orange  county  in  said  state,

Ordered,  That  the  said  memorials  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
the  Public  Lands. 

Ordered,  That  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Public  Lands  of 
the  Idth  ultimo,  on  the  petition  of  sundry  inhabitants  of  the  territory 
of  Michigan,  late  soldiei-s  in  the  ai'my  of  the  United  States,  together 
with  the  said  petition,  be  re-committed  to  the  Committee  on  the  Pub- 
lic Lands. 

Mr.  Newton,  from  the  Committee  of  Commerce,  reported  a  bill  to 
impose  a  new  tonnage  duty  on  French  ships,  or  y^sels,  which  was

Mr.  Notion,  from  the  same  committee,  also  repoii;ed  a  bill  con- 
cerning  navigation,  and  to  repeal  the  act  entitled  <<  An  act  concerning 
navigation,"  passed  on  the  18th  of  April,  1818,  which  was  read  the 
first  and  second  time,  and  committed  to  a  committee  of  the  whole  on 
Monday  next. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Pindall, 

Resolved,  That  the  letter  from  the  Secretary  of  State  of  the  rth  Feb- 
ruary, 18£0,  transmitting  a  list  of  the  newspapers  in  which  the  lawa 
of  the  United  States  are  published,  and  an  estimate  of  the  exjiense  of 
such  publication,  be  referred  to  a  select  committee;  and  that  the  same 
committee  enquire  into  the  expediency  of  i*epealing  or  amending  the 
acts,  requiring  the  publication  of  the  laws  in  the  news-papers. 

Mr.  Pindall,  Mr.  Foote,  and  Mr.  Mercer,  were  appointed  the  said 
committee. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Walker,  of  Noiili  Carolina, 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  the  Public  Lands  be  instructed 
to  enquire  into  the  expediency  of  limitingthequantity  of  public  lands 
hereafter  to  be  exposed  to  sale  at  the  several  land  offices  of  the  United 
States. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Cook, 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  the  Public  Lands  be  instructed 
to  enquire  into  the  expediency  of  providing  by  law  for  the  payment 
of  so  much  of  the  moneys  arising  from  the  sale  of  the  public  lands  in 
the  state  of  Illinois,  since  the  first  day  of  January,  1819,  as  has  been 
reserved  by  law  for  the  encouragement  of  learning,  to  said  state. 
On  motion  of  Mr.  Cook; 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  of  Ways  and  Means  be  instructed 
to  enquire  into  the  exi)ediency  of  repealing  so  much  of  the  first  sec- 
tion of  an  act,  entitled  **An  act  making  appropriations  for  the  sup- 
port of  government  for  ihe  year  1819,  approved  March  3d,  1819,  {» 
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pledges  the  fund  reserved  for  laying  out  and  making  roads  to  ilie 
staties  of  Indiana  and  Illinoisy  for  tlie  re-payment  of  the  moneys  ap- 
propriated and  advanced  by  the  United  States^  for  constructing  the 
United  States*  road  from  Cumberland  to  the  Ohio  river,  and  of  ap^- 
propriating  the  same  to  defray  the  expenses  of  laying  out  and  making 
a  road  from  the  Ohio  river  opposite  to  Wheeling  by  Columbus,  in  the 
state  of  Ohio,  and  by  the  jpei*manent  seat  of  government  of  Indiana, 
on  tlie  most  eligible  route  to  Yandalia,  in  Uie  state  of  Illinois. 
On  motion  of  Mr.  Ross, 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  the  Post-offices  and  Post-roads  be 
insti'ucted  to  enquire  into  the  ex])ediency  of  establishing  a  post  route 
from  Teestown,  in  Clermont  county,  Ohio,  through  Bethel,  Williams- 
burg, and  Lebanon,  to  Dayton,  the  seat  of  justice  for  Montgomery 
county  in  said  state. 

An  engrossed  bill  entitled  <<An  act  to  continue  in  force  for  a  fur- 
ther time,  the  act  entitled  <<An  act  for  establishing  trading  houses 
wiUi  the  Indian  tribes,"  was  read  the  third  time  and  passed. 

Oi*dered,  That  the  title  be  as  aforesaid,  and  that  the  Clerk  carry 
the  said  bill  to  the  Senate,  and  ask  their  concurrence  therein. 

The  Speaker  laid  before  the  House  a  report  from  the  Commission- 
ers of  Navy  Hospitals,  rendered  in  obedience  to  the  resolution  of 
tills  Houseof  theSlst  ult.  shewing  the  receipt  and  expenditiiro  of  the 
moneys  accruing  to  the  Navy  Hosjiital  fund:  which  report  was  order- 
ed to  lie  on  the  table. 

The  Speaker  also  laid  befoi*e  the  House  a  report  from  the  Secreta- 
ry of  the  Treasury,  rendered  in  obedience  to  the  resolution  of  this 
House  of  the  4th  instant,  requiring  him  <<  to  report  such  measures  as, 
in  his  opinion,  may  be  expedient  to  inforce  the  more  speedy  payment 
of  public  moneys  due  from  individuals  and  corporate  bodies^  to  the 
United  States^"  which  was  also  orderod  to  lie  on  tlie  table.

committed,  and,  after  some  time  spent  themn,  Mr.  Speaker  resumed 
the  chair,  and  Mr.  Baldwin  reported  that  the  committee  had  made 
further  progress  therein,  and  directed  him  to  ask  leave  to  sit  agsun* 

Ordered,  That  tiie  committee  of  the  whole  have  leave  to  sit  again  on 
the  said  bill,  petitions,  and  memorials. 

And  then  the  House  adjourned.

Mr.  Baldwin  presented  a  petition  of  William  B.  Irish,  son  and 
execut(M*  of  the  last  will  and  testament  of  Nathaniel  Irish,  deceased, 
an  'officer  in  the  revolutionary  army,  praying  to  be  allowed  the  com- 
mutation of  half  pay  for  life  to  which  the  deceased  was  entitled  for 
his  ser\ices  as  aforesaid.

Mr.  Wallace  presented  a  petition  of  sundry  inhabitants  of  Harris-

that  tiie  salaries  of  such  public  officers  as  have  been  increased  since 
the  year  1815,  may  be  reduced  to  the  standard  at  which  tliey  were  at 
that  time.

Ordered,  That  the  said  message  and  documents  lie  on  the  tahle. 
And  then  the  House  adjourned.

dred and  sixty-five  dollars,  a  defalcation  which  has  taken  place  since 
he  left  the  office,  on  the  ground  that,  as  he  committed  its  management 
to  said  Lewisy  he  is  answerable  for  his  conduct,  and  praying  for  sudi 
relief  in  the  premises  as  Congress  may  think  proper  to  grant;  which 
petition  was  refanred  to  the  Committee  of  Ways  and  Means. 

Mr.  Baker  presented  a  petition  of  sundiy  inhabitants  of  the  county 
of  Tk^jjBL,  in  the  state  of  New-Tork,  praying  for  the  edtablishment  of 
a  post  route;  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Post  Office 
awl  Boat  Boads. 
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Mr.  Bloomfield  presented  a  petition  of  sundry  coppersmitlis  in  liie 
9tete  of  New^Jersey,  praying  that  the  duties  on  the  importation  of 
copper  bolts,  spikes,  and  nails,  may  be  repealed,  and  that  heavy  d^ 
ties  may  be  imposed  on  GO|»]{er  bottoms  and  tops  fSwr  stills  or  kettles, 
and  on  copper  of  all  descnptions,  excer.t  old  copper^  and  copper  in 
pies  or  cakes,  which  they  also  pray  may  be  admitted  fjree  of  duty. 

Mr.  Hemphill  presented  a  petition  of  sundry  merchants  and  oflier 
inhabitants  of  the  oity  of  Philadelphia,  praying  that  the  biU^  now 
pending  before  this  House,  imposing  duties  on  certain  saiea  at  aac* 
tion,  may  be  passed  into  a  law. 

Ordered,  That  the  said  petitions  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Manufactures. 

Mr.  Woodbridge  presented  a  petition  of  Catharine  Bums,  admin- 
istratrix of  the  goods,  &c.  of  Thomas  Boms,  deceased,  praying  to  be 
paid  for  eighteen  head  of  beef  cattle,  taken  by  the  commanding  oBoer 
of  Fort  Dearborn,  at  Chicago,  for  the  use  cmT  his  troops,  sho^y  be- 
fore the  evacuation  of  that  post,  in  August,  1812;  which  petition  was 
referred  to  the  Committee  of  Claims.

are  from;  also,  to  state  tlic  whole  amount,  including  pay,  subsistence^ 
and  every  other  expenditure  made  by  the  general  government  on  ac- 
count of  said  institution,  from  its  first  establishment  up  to  the  present 
time. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  McLean,  of  Kentucky, 

Besolv^,  That  the  Committee  on  the  Post  Office  and  Post  Roads 
be  instructed  to  enquire  into  the  expediency  of  establishiag  a  post 
route  from  Smithland,  Kentucky,  by  the  town  of  America,  in  Illinois, 
to  the  town  of  Cypress,  on  the  Mississippi,  near  the  inm  banks  in 
tiie  state  of  Kentucky.

Mr*  Foot  presented  a  petition  of  sundry  inhabitants  of  the  town  of 
Washington,  in  the  state  of  Connecticut,  praying  for  the  establish- 
ment of  a  post  route;  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the 
]Post  OflElce  and  Post  Roads. 

Mr.  Kent  presented  a  petition  of  Robert  Toung,  judge  of  the  or- 
l^hans'  court  of  the  county  of  Alexandria,  and  of  Richard  Bland  Lee, 
judge  of  the  orphan's  court  of  the  county  of  Washington,  in  the  Dis? 
trict  of  Columbia*  praying  that  Congress  will  be  pleased  to  cause  an 
enquiry  to  he  made  into  the  present  organization  and  condition  of 
the  s^id  courts,  and  tliat  such  alterations  and  amendqaente  may  be 
made  in  the  existing  system,  as  to  the  wisdom  of  Congress  may  seem

Resolved,  That  it  is  not  expedient  to  pass  any  law  limiting  ths 
quantity  of  public  lands  hereafter  exposed  to  sale  at  the  different  land 
offices. 

The  House  took  up,  and  proceeded  to  consider,  the  resolution  sub-, 
nutted  yesterday  by  Mr*  Reid;  and  the  said  resolution  b^ing  modi- 
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lied  by  the  consent  of  the  moyer,  was  agreed  to^  in  tiie  words  foUo^w^^ 
ingf  to  wit: 

Kesolvedy  That  the  President  of  the  United  States  be  requested  tm 
impart  to  this  House  any  communications  touching  the  Florida  tre&ty 
which  have  not  been  heretofore  communicated,  and  the  communica.* 
tion  of  which,  in  his  opinion^  may  not  be  prejudicial  to  the  interests 
of  the  United  States. 

Mr.  Reid,  and  Mr.  Floyd,  were  appointed  a  committee  to  present 
the  said  resolution  to  the  President  of  the  United  States. 
On  motion  of  Mr.  Storrs, 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  War  Department  be  directed 
to  transmit  to  this  House  copies  of  the  respective  contracts  heretofore 
made  with  James  Johnson,  Alexander  McRae,  Elias  Earle,  and  Peter 
Townsend,  for  the  delivery  of  powder,  arms,  cannon,  or  shot,  toge* 
ther  with  an  account  of  the  moneys  advanced  on  the  said  contraets, 
respectively,  and  at  what  periods,  and  whether,  and  how  far,  the  said 
contracts  have  been  respectively  fulfilled  on  the  part  of  the  con- 
tractors. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Lowndes, 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Naval  Aflkirs  be  instructed  ta 
enquire  into  the  expediency  of  extending  to  the  widow  and  children 
of  captain  O.  H.  Perry,  the  provision  which  is  now  made  by  law  for 
the  widows  and  children  of  naval  officers  who  died  from  wounds  re- 
ceived in  action. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Slocumb, 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  the  Post  Office  and  Post  Roads 
be  instructed  to  enquire  into  the  expediency  of  establishing  a  post 
route  from  Fayetteville,  in  Nortii  Carolina,  by  Waynesborough  and 
Stantoneburgh,  to  Tarborough. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Randolph, 

Resolved,  That  provision  be  made,  by  law,  for  the  support  of  the 
£unily  of  the  late  Oliver  Hazard  Perry,  Esq.  of  the  United  States' 
navy,  and  for  the  education  of  his  children. 

Mr.  Randolph,  Mr.  Lowndes,  and  Mr.  Hazard,  were  appointed 
a  committee  to  prepare  and  report  a  bill  pursuant  to  the  above  reso- 
lution. 

On  .motion  of  Mr.  Mercer, 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Revolutionary  Pensions  be  in- 
structed to  enquire  into  the  expediency  of  augmenting  th^  pension  of 
Ambrose  Lewis,  who  was  plac^  on  the  pension  list  by  an  act  of  the 
£4th  April,  1B16. 

An  engrossed  bill,  entitled  «<  An  act  altering  the  place  of  holding 
tiie  circuit  and  district  court  in  the  district  of  Ohio,'*  was  read  the 
third  time;  and  the  question  was  stated,  Shidl  it  pass?  When, 

Mr.  Brush  moved  that  the  said  bill  lie  on  tbe  table;  which,  being 
rejected. 

The  question  recurred  on  the  passage  of  the  bill;  and,  being  put. 

It  passed  in  the  affirmative. 
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Ordered^  That  the  title  be  as  aforesaid,  and  that  iiie  Cleric  carry 
the  said  biU  to  the  Senate,  and  ask  their  concurrence  therein* 

A  message  from  the  Senate,  by  Mr.  Cutts,  tiieir  Secretary: 

*  Mr.  Speaker:  The  Senate  have  passed  bills  of  the  following  titles* 
to  wit:  <<  An  act  for  the  relief  of  the  legal  representatives  of  John 
O'Connor,  deceased;"  and  *<  An  act  further  to  extend  the  charter  of 
the  city  of  Washington;''  in  which  bills  they  ask  the  concurrence  of 
this  House.    And  then  he  withdrew. 

The  House  then  proceeded  to  consider  the  amendments  proposed

direct  taxes,  in  certain  cases. 

Mr.  Morton  presented  a  petition  of  Ebenezer  Forrist,  praying  for 
a  pension. 

Mr.  Robert  Moore  presented  a  petition  of  William  McGi*eady»  also 
praying  for  a  peasion;  which  petitions  were  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Revolutionary  Pensions. 

Mr.  Meigs  presented  a  petition  of  Charles  Gillman,  stating  that 
he  performed  great  services  as  an  express,  and  obtained  important 
information  of  the  state  and  situation  of  the  enemy,  by  oi*der  of  Gen.

ment exhibiting,  as  nearly  as  may  be  practicable,  the  amount  of  capi- 
tal invested  in  the  dtflferent  chartered  banks  in  the  several  states,  and 
the  Distinct  of  Columbia;  the  amount  of  notes  issued  by  those  banks, 
and  in  circulation;  the  public  arid  private  deposits  in  them;  the 
amount  of  loans  and  discounts  made  by  them,  and  remaining  unpaid; 
and  the  total  quantity  of  specie  they  possess;  and,  also,  to  report 
such  measures  as^  in  his  opinion,  may  be  expedient  to  procure  and 
retain  a  sufficient  quantity  of  gold  and  silver  coin  in  the  United  States, 
or  to  supply  a  circulating  m^ium  in  place  of  specie,  adapted  to  the 
exigencies  of  the  country,  and  within  tiie  power  of  the  government;^ 
which  was  ordered  to  lie  on  the  table. 

Mr.  Lowndes,  from  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Relations,  reported 
a  bill  designating  the  ports  within  w^hich,  only,  foreign  armed 
vessels  shall  be  permitted  to  enter;  which  was  read  the  first  and 
second  time,  and  committed  to  a  committee  of  the  whole,  to-morrow.

An  act  further  to  extend  the  charter  of  the  cily  of  Washington. 

Mr.  Archer,  from  the  Committee  on  Naval  Expenditures,  sub- 
mitted to  the  House  certain  documents  in  relation  to  Hie  expenditures 
of  public  moneys  in' the  Bavardepartment,  and  to  a  retrenchment  of 
expenditures  in  said  department;  which  were  ordered  to  lie  on  the 
table. 
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Ordered,  That  John  Robertson,  of  Sooth  Carolina,  have  leave  to 
withdraw  his  petition  and  documents.

the  settlement  of  his  accounts;  and  praying  to  be  paid  for  the  same, 
together  with  compensation  for  his  personal  services  in  the  capacity 
aforesaid. 

Oi*dered,  That  the  said  petitions  be  referred  to  the  Committee  of 
Claims. 

The  Speaker  presented  a  petition  of  Peter  Cardelli,  a  native  of  the 
ancient  city  of  Rome,  now  resident  in  the  city  of  Washington,  a  sculp- 
tor by  profession,  praying  that  an  act  may  b^  passckl  to  secure  to  him, 
and  other  sculptors  within  the  United  States,  the  benefit  of  their  la- 
bors, by  granting  them  an  exclusive  property,  for  fourteen  years,  in 
their  models,  or  casts;  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the 
Judiciary. 

Mr.  Anderson,  from  the  Committee  on  the  Public  Lands,  made  a 
report  on  the  petition  of  James  Times;  which  was  read,  and  the  reso* 
lution  therein  contained  was  concurred  in  by  the  House,  as  follows, 
viz: 

Resolved,  HThat  the  prayer  of  the  petitioner  ought  not  to  be  granted. 

Mr.  Smith,  of  North  Carolina,  submitted  tlie  following  resolution, 
which  was  read,  and  ordered  to  lie  on  the  table: 
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Resolved^  That  the  Connnittee  for  the  District  of  Columbia  be  di- 
rected to  report  a  bill,  authorizing  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  District 
of  Columbia  to  erect  a  Masonic  Hall^  in  this  city,  by  lottery. 
On  motion  of  Mr.  Crowell, 

Resdvedy  That  the  Committee  on  tike  Post  Office  and  Post  Roads 
be  instructed  to  enquire  into  the  expediency  of  establishing  the  fol- 
lowing post  routes  in  the  state  of  Alabama,  to  wit:  From  Tuskaloosa 
.to  ColumbuSf  in  Marion  county,  by  the  court-house;  from  Cahawba, 
by  Joseph  Britton%  Old  Town,  Falls  of  Cahawba,  King  and  Smith's 
store,  Shelby  court-house,  David  McLaughlin's,  St  Clair  court-house, 
Vincent  Rennet's,  through  the  Cherokee  nation,  to  James  Patterson's, 
thence  to  Washineton,  in  Rhea  county,  Tennessee;  from  Burnt  Corn 
Spring  to  Conecuh  court-house,  and  to  Fort  Crawford;  from  Hunts- 
▼flle  to  Jackson  court-house,  to  Lowry's  Ferry,  thence  to  Washing- 
ton, in  Rhea  county,  Tennessee;  from  Cahawba  to  Portland,  Canton, 
Prairie  Bluffs,  Black's  Bluffs,  to  Foster's,  thence  to  Fort  Claiborne; 
from  Moresville,  in  Cotaco  county,  to  Melton's  Bluff,  Courtland, 
Bainbridge,  to  the  Big  Spring,  in  Franklin  county. 

The  Speaker  laid  before  the  House  a  letter  from  the  Secretary  of 
tiie  Treasury,  transmitting  an  abstract  of  the  official  emoluments  and 
expenditures  of  the  officers  of  the  customs  for  the  year  1819;  which 
was  ordered  to  lie  on  the  table. 

The  House  took  up,  and  proceeded  to  consider,  the  amendment 
{NToposed  yesterday  by  Mr.  Lowndes  to  the  rules  of  the  House; 
which,  being  read, 

Mr.  Randolph  moved  to  add  to  the  said  amendment  the  following, 
viz:  Proroidedf  thatf  in  such  case,  the  words  in  qMCsHon  sliall  be  reduced 
to  writingf  and  that  the  member  thus  called  to  order  sliall  be  at  liberty ^ 
tf  he  shall  so  choose,  to  explain  the  same. 

Mr*  Mercer  then  moved  that  the  amendment  of  Mr.  Lowndes, 
together  with  the  addition  proposed  thereto  by  Mr.  Randolxih,  be  laid 
upon  the  table;  which,  being  rejected, 

Mr.  Williams,  of  North  Carolina,  moved  that  the  further  couside* 
ration  of  the  same  be  postponed  until  to-morrow* 

And,  the  question  being  taken  thei-eon^ 

It  passed  in  the  affirmative. 

The  House  took  up,  and  proceeded  to  consider,  the  message  from 
the  Senate  asking  a  conference  upon  the  subject  matter  of  the  dis- 
agreeing votes  of  the  two  Houses  on  the  amenaments  proposed  by  the 
Senate  to  the  bill,  entitled  **  An  act  for  the  admission  of  the  state  of 
Maine  into  the  Union;"  whereupon. 

Resolved,  That  this  House  do  agree  to  the  conference  asked  by  the 
Senate  upon  the  subject  matter  of  the  disagreeing  votes  of  the  two 
Houses  on  the  amendments  depending  to  the  bill  aforesaid,  and  tliat 
managers  be  appointed  to  the  same  on  their  part. 

Ordered,  That  Mr.  Holmes,  Mr.  Taylor,  Mr.  Lowndes,  Mr.  Par- 
ker, of  Massachusetts,  and  Mr.  Kinsey,  be  the  managers  at  the  said 
conference  on  the  part  of  this  House. 

Ordtt^^  That  the  Clerk  acquaint  tiie  Senate  therewith. 
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A  message  from  the  Senate,  by  Mr.  Cutis,  their  Secretary: 

Mr.  Speaker:  The  Senate  have  received  official  informatioii  flist 
the  President  of  the  United  States  did,  on  the  2811i  instant,  af^rove 
and  sign  enrolled  bills  of  the  following  titles,  to  wit: 

An  act  confirming  Anthony  Cavalier  and  Peter  Petit  in  their  claim 
to  a  tract  of  land;  and 

An  act  further  to  extend  the  charter  of  tiie  city  of  Washington. 

The  Senate  have  passed  the  bill  from  this  House,  entitled  <*  An  act 
to  continue  in  force  for  a  further  time  the  act,  entitled  <  An  act  for 
establishing  trading  houses  with  the  Indian  tribes;^ "  and  then  he 
withdrew. 

The  House  took  up,  and  proceeded  to  consider,  the  amendments 
reported  by  the  committee  of  the  whole  to  the  bill  to  authorize  the 
people  of  the  territory  of  Missouri  to  form  a  constitution  and  state 
government,  and  for  the  admission  of  such  state  into  the  Union  oA 
an  equal  footing  with  the  original  states;  and,  the  said  amendments 
being  read*,  were  concurred  in  by  the  House,  with  the  exception  of  tiie 
following:  **  Jind  shall  ordain  and  establish^  that  there  shM  he  neither 
slavery  nor  involuntary  servitude  in  the  said  state,  otherwise  than  in  the 
punishment  of  crimes  whereof  the  party  shall  hcpoe  been  duly  convicteiz 
Provided,  always,  that  any  person  escaping  within  the  same,  from 
whmn  labor  or  service  is  hmfuUu  daimed  in  any  other  state,  suai  fw- 
giiive  may  be  lawfully  redatmed,  and  conveyed  to  the  person  daiming 
his  or  her  labor,  or  service,  as  aforesaid:  Provided,  nevertheless,  tiuU 
the  said  provision  shall  not  be  construed  to  alter  the  condition  or  dvU 
rights  of  any  person  now  hdd  to  service  or  labor  in  the  said  territory.^*

state,  as  articles  of  compad  between  the  said  state  and  the  United 
States,  vix:  **  That  there  be  neither  slavery  nor  involuntary  servi- 
tude in  the  said  state,  otherwise  than  in  the  punishment  of  crimes 
whereof  the  party  shall  have  been  duly  convicted:  Provided,  alwayst 
that  any  person  escaping  within  the  same  from  whom  labw  or  ser- 
vice is  lawfully  claimed  in  any  other  state,  such  fiigitive  may  be  law- 
fully reclaimed,  and  conveyed  to  the  person  claiming  his  or  her  la- 
bor or  service,  as  aforesaid:  Provided,  nevertheless,  that  the  said 
provision  shall  not  be  construed  to  alter  the  condition  or  civil  rMits 
of  any  person  now  held  to  service  or  labor  in  the  said  territory.^

Mr.  Barbour,  Mr.  Shaw,  Mr.  Taylor,  and  Mr.  Culbreth,  were  ap- 
pointed a  committee  pursuant  to  the  first  resolution. 
On  motion  of  Mr.  Randolph, 

Ordered,  That  when  the  House  adjourns  it  will  adjourn  to  meet  at 
12  o'clock  to-morrow. 

Mr.  Allen,  of  Massachusetts,  presented  a  petition  of  sundry  inha<- 
bitants  of  the  town  of  Vernon,  in  the  county  of  Wyndham,  and  state 
of  Vermont; 

Mr.  Neale  presented  a  petition  of  sundry  inhabitants  of  the  county 
tf  St.  Mary,  in  the  state  of  Maryland; 

Mr.  Hall,  of  North  Carolina,  presented  a  petition  of  sundry  inha- 
bitants in  the  vicinity  of  Groom's  ferry,  in  North  Carolina;  respect- 
ively praying  for  the  establishment  of  post  routes.

An  engrossed  bill  entitled  **  An  act  to  authorize  the  people  of  the 
territory  of  Missouri  to  form  a  constitution  and  state  government, 
and  for  the  admission  of  such  state  into  tlie  Union  on  an  equal  footing 
with  tiie  origuial  states,"  was  read,  the  third  time;  and  debate 
arising.

Mr.  Sergeant  presented  a  memorial  and  petition  of  William  Bay- 
ard,  of  the  city  of  New-York,  merchant,  in  behalf  of  himself  and 
others,  holders  of  property  in  the  three  per  cent,  stocks  of  tlie  United 
States,  representing,  that  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  the  public  lands 
in  the  Western  Territory  were,  by  tlie  act  of  the  4th  of  August,  1790, 
pledged,  in  the  most  formal  and  solemn  manner,  towards  sinking  or 
Cischarging  the  said  stocks;  that  the  holders  of  the  said  stocks,  since 
its  first  creation,  have  done  no  one  act  tending  to  show  tliat  they  had 
given  up,  in  any  degree,  their  reliance  on  the  faith  of  the  govern- 
ment, so  expressly  pledged  originally,  that  the  proceeds  of  the  said 
western  lands  should  be  applied  to  extinguish  their  stocks;  on  the 
contrary,  they  have  retaineu  their  full  faith  and  reliance  on  the  pro- 
mises of  the  government,  and  still  retain  it;  they,  thereibi-e,  pray  that 
Congress  will  take  their  case  into  consideration,  and  make  such  pro- 
vision as  justice  may  require.

Mr.  Folger  presented  a  petition  of  sundry  inhabitants  of  the  county 
of  Barnstable,  in  the  state  of  Massachusetts,  praying  that  a  light- 
house may  be  erected  on  the  south  side  of  the  harbor  of  Barnstable; 
which  petition  was  referred  to  the  Committee  of  Commerce.

Mr.  Butler,  of  Louisiana,  presented  sundry  resolutions  of  the

Ot*dered,  That  the  Committee  on  Kaval  Affairs  be  discharged  from 
the  furtlier  consideration  of  the  petition  of  James  W.  Lowe,  and  that 
it  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Judiciary. 

Mr.  Pinckney,  fi*om  the  committee  appointed  upon  the  subject,  re- 
ported a  bill  to  restore  to  all  the  states,  which  have,  in  cessions,  omitted 
to  retain  the  same,  the  jurisdiction  of  the  territory  ceded  to  the  Unit- 
ed States  for  forts,  arsenals,  dockyards,  and  barracks,  so  far  as  re- 
spects the  execution  of  their  state  laws,  for  the  prevention  and  punish- 
ment  of  crimes,  and  recovery  of  debts;  which  was  read  the  first  and 
second  time,  and  C4>mmitted  to  a  committee  of  the  whole  on  Monday 
next. 

The  House  took  up,  and  proceeded  to  consider,  the  bill  to  autho- 
rize the  President  of  the  United  States  to  appoint  a  receiver  of  the

mittee had  made  some  progress  in  tlie  said  bills,  and  directed  him  to 
ask  leave  to  sit  s^ain. 

Ordered,  That  the  committee  of  the  whole  have  leave  to  sit  again 
on  the  said  bills. 

The  House  resolved  itself  into  a  committee  of  the  whole  on  bills 
from  the'  Senate  of  the  following  titles,  to  wit: 

An  act  establishing  a  circuit  court  within  and  for  the  District  of 
Maine; 

An  act  to  continue  in  force  tiie  act,  entitled  <'  An  act  to  pravide 
for  reports  of  decisions  of  the  supreme  court,''  appi-oved  the  third  of 
March,  1817;  and 

An  act  to  establish  a  district  court  in  the  state  of  Alabama;  and, 
after  some  time  spent  therein,  Mr.  Speaker  resumed  the  chair,  and 
Mr.  Storrs  reported  the  first'and  last  mentioned  bills,  with  amend- 
ments to  each,  and  asked  leave  for  the  committee  of  the  whole  to  sit 
again  on  the  second  mentioned  bill. 

Ordered,  That  the  committee  of  the  whole  have  leave  to  sit  again 
off  the  said  bill,  and  that  the  said  firat  and  last  mentioned  bilb,  with 
the  amendments  reported  thereto,  lie  on  the  table. 

A  message  from  the  Senate,  by  Mr.'  Cutts,  their  Secretary: 

Mr.  Speaker:  The  Senate  liave  passed  the  bill  from  this  House, 
entitled  «  An  act  to  authorize  the  people  of  the  territory  of  Missouri 
to  form  a  constitution  and  state  government,*  and  for  the  admission  of 
such  state  into  the  Union  on  an  equal  footing  with  the  original  states,** 
with  amendments;  they  have,  also,  passdl  a  bill,  entitied  <'  An  act 
for  the  relief  of  Frederick  Goetz  and  Carl  W.  Westphal,  and  of  the 
heirs  of  Abraham  Neppes,  deceased;''  in  which  amendments  and  bOl 
they  ask  the  concurrence  of  this  House.    And  then  he  withdrew. 

Mr.  Holmes,  from  the  managers  appointed  on  the  pai*t  of  this 
House,  to  attend  a  conference  with  the  maniu;ers  appointed  on  the 
part  of  the  Senate,  upon  the  sulyeci  matter  ofthe  disagreeing  votes 
of  tiie  two  Houses  on  the  amendments  proposed  by  the  Senate  to  the 
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bill  of  this  House,  entitled  <'  Aa^act  providing  for  the  adaisgion  of 
the  state  of  Maine  into  the  Union/'  made  the  following  report: 

1st  That  they  recommend  to  the  Senate  to  re(^e  from  their 
amendments  to  the  said  bill. 

2d.  That  they  recommend  to  the  two  Houses  to  agree  to  strike 
out  of  the  fourth  section  of  the  bill  from  the  House  of  Representatives, 
now  pending  in  the  Senate,  entitled  <*  An  act  to  authorize  the  people 
of  the  territory  of  Missouri  to  form  a  constitution  and  state  govern- 
ment, and  for  the  admission  of  such  state  into  the  Union  on  an  equal 
footing  with  the  original  states,"  the  following  proviso,  in  the  follow*^, 
ing  words:,  *'  And  shall  ordain  and  establish,  that  there  shall. be  nei- 
ther slavery  nor  involuntary  servitude,  otherwise  than  in  the  punish- 
ment of  crimes  whereof  the  party  shall  have  been  duly  convicted: 
Provided,  always,  that  any  person  escaping  into  the  same,  from 
whom  labor  or  service  is  lawfully  claimed  in  any  other  state,  such 
fugitive  may  be  lawfully  reclaimed,  and  conveyed  to  the  person 
claiming  his  or  her  li^bor  or  service,  as  aforesaid:  Provided,  never^ 
theless,  that  the  said  provision  shall  not  be  construed  to  alter  the 
condition  or  civil  rights  of  any  person  now  held  to  service  or  labor  in 
the  said  territory." 

And  that  the  following  provision  be  added  to  tlie  bill: 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  furUier  enacted.  That,  in  all  that  territory  ceded 
hy  France  to  the  United  States,  under  the  name  of  *^  Itouisiana," 
which  lies  north  of  thirty-six  degrees  and  thirty  minutes  north  latitude, 
not  included  witlun  the  limits  of  the  state  contemplated  by  this  act, 
slavery  and  involuntary  servitude,  otherwise  than  m  the  punishment 
of  crimes  whereof  the  party  shall  have  been  duly  convicted,  shall  be, 
and  is  hereby,  for  ever  prohibited:  Provided,  always,  that  any  person 
escaping  into  the  same,  from  whom  labor  or  service  is  lawfully  claim- 
ed in  any  other  state  or  territory  of  the  United  States,  such  fugitive 
may  be  lawfully  reclaimed,  and  conveyed  to  the  person  claiming  his 
or  her  labor  or  service,  as  aforesaid. 

The  said  report  was  read,  and  ordered  to  lie  on  flie  table. 

And  the  House  then  took  up,  and  proceeded  to  consider,  the  amend- 
ments proposed  by  the  Senate  to  the  bill,  entitled  **  An  act  to  autho- 
rize the  people  of  the  territory  of  Missouri  to  form  a  constitution  and 
state  government,  and  for  the  admission  of  such  state  into  the  Union 
on  an  equal  footing  with  the  original  states^"  and  the  said  amend- 
ments being  in  exact  conformity  to  the  report,  or  recommendations, 
of  &e  committee  of  conference  herein  recited, 

The  question  was  stated  to  concur  with  the  Senate  in  the  said 
amendments,  when  a  division  of  the  said  question  was  called  for;  and, 
debate  arising  on  tiie  question  to  concur  in  the  first  of  the  said  amend- 
ments. 

The  previous  question  was  cal]|ed  for;  and,  being  demanded  by  a 
majority  of  the  members  present,  it  was  taken  in  the  form  prescribed 
by  the  rules  and  orders  qf  the  House,  to  wit:

otherwise  than  in  the  punishment  of  crimes,  as  recited  in  the  report 
of  the  committee  of  conference,

The  Journal  of  the  proceedings  of  the  House  on  yesterday  being

Mr.  Randolph  moved  the  House  to  re-consider  their  vote  of  yester- 
day, Iby  which  they  concurred  in  the  first  amendment  proposed  by 
the  Senate  to  the  bill  from  this  House,  entitled  ^*  An  act  to  authorize 
the  people  of  the  territory  of  Missouri  to  form  a  constitution  and 
state  government,  and  for  tiie  admission  c^  such  state  into  the  Union 
on  an  equal  footing  with  the  original  states." 

Mr.  Speaker  declared  the  motion  out  of  order,  until  the  call  for 
petitions  from  the  members  from  each  state,  and  from  the  delegates 
from  the  territories,  as  well  as  the  reports  from  the  standing  and 
select  committees,  shall  have  been  gone  through,  and  disposed  of,  as 
id  required  by  the  rules  and  orders  of  the  House. 

From  which  decision  of  the  Speaker,  Mr.  Randolph  appealed  to  the 
House, 

And,  on  ttie  question.  Is  the  decision  of  the  Speaker  correct? 

It  passed  in  the  afllrmative. 

Mr.  Fuller  presented  a  petition  of  Joseph  £•  Sprague,  praying 
compensation  for  his  services  as  a  commissioner,  appointed  by  the 
'  circuit  court  of  the  United  States  for  the  first  circuit,  to  examine 
witnesses  in  certain  causes,  then  pending  in  the  supreme  court,  whov- 
in  the  United  States  were  claimants;  which  petition  was  referred  to 
the  Committee  of  Claims* 

Mr.  Nelson,  of  Massachusetts,  presented  a  petition  of  sundry  in- 
habitants of  Newburyport,  and  its  vicinity,  in  the  state  of  Massachtt<< 
setts,  owners  of  vessels  employed  in  the  fisheries,  uld  Others  con- 
cenved  therein,  praying  that  the  second,  third,  ami  fourth  sections  of 
tiie  act  of  the  29th  of  July,  1813,  allowing  a  bounty  on  the  exporta- 
tion of  certain  pickled  fish,  may  be  repealed,  and  that  the  allowance 
made  to  the  owners  of  vessels  employed  in  the  omI  fishery,  may  be  ex- 
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tended  ib  those  employed  in  the  nuukard  fishery;  which  petitioii  wta 
referred  to  the  Committee  of  Ways  and  Means. 

Mr.  Bodten  presented  a  petition  of  sundry  inhabitants  of  the  bo- 
rough of  Carlisle,  in  the  state  of  Pennsylvania,  praying  that  further 
protection  may  be  extended  to  the  manufacturing  interest  of  the 
country;  which  petition  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Manufac- 
tures. • 

The  Speaker  having  announced,  that  **  Petitions  are  in  order  from 
the  members  from  Virginia/'  Mr.  Randolph  rose,  and  moved  tho 
House  to  retain  in  their  pbssession  the  bill,  entitled  ^'  An  act  to  au- 
thorize the  people  of  the  territoi^  bf  Missouri  to  form  a  constitution 
and  state  government,  and  for  the  admission  of  'such  state  into  the 
Union  on  an  equal  footing  with  the  original  states,''  until  the  period 
shall  ari*ive,  at  which,  according  to  the  rules  of  tlie  House,  a  motion 
to  re-consider  the  vote  of  yesterdayon  concurring  in  the  'first  amend- 
ment proposed  by  the  Senate  to  tiie  bill  aforesaid,  would  be  in  order. 

Mr.  Speaker  declared  the  said  motion  out  of  order,  for  the  rea:|ona 
assigned  on  a  former  motion  pf  the  same  gentieman,  on  this  day. 

Mr.  Butiei^,  of  Louisiana,  presented  a  petition  of  Alexander  A. 
ly hite,  praying  for  a  confirmation  of  his  title  to  a.  tract  of  land  lying 
in  the  state  of  Louisiana;  which  petition  was  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Private  Land  Claims. 

Mr.  Anderson,  from  the  Committee  on  the  Public  Lands,  made  a 
report  on  the  petition  of  Charles  Henry  dn  Pasquier,  and  others, 
,  Swiss  emigrants  in  tlie  United  States;  which  was  read,  and  the  reso- 
lution therein  contained  was  concurred  in  by  the  House,  as  follows: 

Resolved,  That  tiie  prayer  of  the  petitioners  ought  not  to  be  granted. 

Mr.  Anderson,  from  the  same  committee,  also  made  a  report  on 
the  petition  of  Evariste  Maiiri;  which  was  read,  and  the  resolution 
therein  contained  was  concurred  in  by  the  House,  as  follows: 

Resolved,  That  the  prayer  of  the  petitioner  ought  not  to  be  granted* 

Mr.  Andei*9on  also  made  a  report  on  the  petition  of  James  Shields, 
accompanied  with  a  bill  for  his  relief;  which  bill  was  read  the  first 
and  second  time,  and  committed  to  a  committee  of  the  whole,  to- 
morrow. 

Mr.  Sergeant,  from  the  Committee  on  the  Judiciary,  reported  a 
hill  to  continue  in  force  the  act,  entitied  **  An  act  to  protect  the  com- 
merce of  the  United  States,  and  punish  the  crime  of  pii*acy;"  which 
was  read  the  first  and  second  time,  and  tXNnmitted  to  a  committee  of 
the  whole,  to-morroW. 

Mr.  Livermore,  from  the  Committee  oa  the  Post  Qfllce  and  Post 
Roads,  made  an  unfavorable  report  on  the  petitions  of  Joseph  Tim- 
berlake,  of  John  Hutchinson,  of  Thomas  Macy,  of  Alexanmr  Barr, 
of  James  Swehey,  of  William  Brough,  of  Thomas  F.  Yaught,  of  Jo- 
seph E.  Sprague,  and  of  sundry  inhabitants  of  Georgetown,  ia^tiie 
state  of  Delaware,  on  behalf  of  the  post-masto*  at  that  place;  whidi 
was  read,  and  ordered  to  lie  on  the  table. 

Mr.  Livermore,  from  the  same  committee,  to  wliich  was  referred 
the  bill  from  the  Senate,  entitied  **  An  act  in  addition  to  an  act,  en?* 
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titled  ^An  act  regnlating  the  port-office  estabUshmenty  ^^  reported 
the  same  without  amendment* 

Ordered^  That  the  said  bill  be  read  a  third  time  to-morrow. 

A  message  from  the  Senate^  by  Mr.  Cutts,  their  Secretary: 

Mr.  Speaker:  The  Senate  ask  a  further  conference  upon  the  8ub« 
ject  matter  of  the  disagreemg  votes  of^the  two  Houses  on  the  amend- 
ments proposed  by  the  Senate  to  the  bill  of  this  House,  entitled  **  An 
act  providing  for  the  admission  of  the  state  of  Maine  into  the  Union/' 
to  which  they  have  appointed  managers  on  their  part;  and  then  he 
withdrew. 

The  House  took  up,  and  proceeded  to  consider,  the  said  message; 
whereupon, 

Resolved,  That  this  House  do  agree  to  the  further  conference  ask- 
ed by  the  Senate  upon  the  subject  matter  of  the  disagreeing  votes  on 
the  amendments  depending  to  the  said  bill. 

Ordered,  That  Mr.  Holmes,  Mr.  Hill,  and  Mr.  Taylor,  be  appoint- 
ed managers  at  the  said  conference  o^i  the  part  of  this  House. 

Ordered,  That  the  Clerk  acquaint  the  Senate  therewith. 

Mr.  Randolph,  of  the  miyority  on  that  question,  moved  the  House 
to  reconsider  their  vote  of  yesterday,  in  which  they  concuri'cd  in  tlie 
first  amendment  proposed  by  the  Senate  to  the  bill  of  this  House,  en- 
titled <'  An  act  to  authorize  the  people  of  the  territory  of  Missouri  to 
form  a  constitution  and  state  government,  and  for  the  admissfon  of 
such  state  into  the  Union  on  an  equal  footing  with  the  original  states.^' 

The  Speaker,  having  ascertained  the  fa^,  informed  the  House  that 
the  proceedings  of  yesterday,  on  that  bill,  had  been  officially  commu- 
nicated to  the  Senate  by  the  Clerk;  whereupon, 

Mr.  Randolph  moved  the  following  resolution:

Mr.  Randolph,  voted  in  the  majority  on  one  of  the  amendments  there- 
to, the  OlerlL  is  guilty  of  a  breach  of  the  privileges  of  a  memb^i  of 
this  House,  under  the  rules  thereof. 

The  question  was  taken,  Will  the  House  now  proceed  to  consider 
the  said  resolution? 

And  determined  in  the  negative. 

Mr.  Randolph  then  submitted  the  following  proposition,  viz:' 

<<That  BO  much  of  the  37th  Rule  as  allows  s  reconsideration  of  any  question,  by 
motion  of  a  member  of  the  majority  on  such  question,  on  the  day  succeeding  thai  oa 
which  iuch  question  be  taken,  be  ^punged.'* 

The  said  propositbn  was  read,  and  ordere4  to  lie  on  the  table  for 
one  day.

the  admission  of  the  state  of  Maine  into  the  Union,''  viz:

phia^  whichy  upon  its  arrival  in  that  port,  being  unaccompanied  by 
the  consular  certificate  required  by  law,  could  not  be  admitted  to  en- 
try, unless  upon  tiie  payment  of  an  additional  duty  of  fifty  per  cent,^; 
that  the  saiu  merchandize  was  then  stored  in  the  public  warehouse; 
and  that,  upon  the  arrival  of  the  said  certificate,  the  collector  still  re- 
fused to  admit  the  same  to  entry,  unless  upon  payment  of  said  duty, 
and  praying  relief  in  the  premises;  which  petttion  was  referred  to 
the  Committee  of  Ways  and  Means.

Mr.  Smith,  of  Maryland,  liresented  a  petition  of  Levi  Hollings- 
woi*th,  coppersmith,  in  Baltimore,  praying  that  a  duty  may  be  im- 
posed on  sheathing  copper  imported  into  the  United  States,  and  that 
the  duty  imposed  on  sheet  copper  may  be  changed  from  an  ad  valorem 
to  a  specific  duty;  which  petition  was  referr^  to  the  Committee  on 
Manufactures. 

Mr.  Crawford  presented  a  petition  of  James  Rabb,  praying  com- 
pensation for  eight  horses  impi*essed  into  the  military  service  of  tho 
United  States,  and  lost  during  the  late  war  with  the  Seminole  Indians; 
which  was  referi*ed  to  the  Committee  of  Claims. 

The  Speaker  presented  a  petition  of  Charles  P.  Lisle,  praying  to  bo 
exonerated  fh>m  his  liability  as  the  surety  of  a  certain  John  Kinney^ 
on  two  bonds  given  to  secure  the  duties  on  a  quantity  of  sum  im- 
ported into  the  United  States  in  the  year  1819,  as  he  has  IfBV  ^^^ 
come  insolvent,  and  is  wholly  unable  to  pay  the  said  bonds,  the  said 
Kinney  having  lately  also  become  insolvent;  which  petition  was 
also  referred  to  the  Committee  of  Ways  and  Means* 

Mr.  Beecher  presented  a  petition  of  the  President  and  Corporatioii 
of  Worthington  College,  in  the  state  of  Ohio,  praying  for  a  grant  of 
public  land  lying  in  said  atate^  for  the  support  of  their  instittttioiu 
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Mr*  Slo^  presented  &  petition  of  Philip  McGttire^  prating  that  a 
*  patent  may  be  issued  to  him  for  a  quarter  section  of  land  purchased 
of  the  United  States,  witiiout  the  payment  of  the  balance  claimed  on 
said  land,  for  the  reasons  set  forth  in  his  petitiofh. 

Ordered,  That  the  said  petitions  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
the  Public  Lands. 

Mr.  Silsbee,  from  the  Committee  on  NaVal  AflTairs,  who  were  in- 
structed by  resolation  of  the  5th  of  January  last,  '*to  enquire  into 
the  expediency  of  suspending,  for  a  limited  time,  so  mueb^of  the  stand- 
ing appropriation  of  one  million  of  dollars  for  i;he  increase  of  the 
navy,  as  may  be  consistent  with  the  public  service;  and  whether  any 
other  reduction  of  the  expenses  of  the  navy  can  be  made,  consistent 
with  the  public  service,^'  made  a  report  thereon;  which  was  read, 
and  ordered  to  lie  on  the  table. 

The  Speaker  laid  before  the  House  a  letter  from  the  Secretary  of 
tiie  Treasury,  enclosing  tiie  information  required  by  the  resolution  of 
the  20th  of  January  iast,  of  the  amount  of  fines,  penalties,  and  for-

tained that  the  fortification  at  Rouse's  Point,  (so  called,)  on  Lake  Cham- 
]>lain,  near  the  45th  degree  of  north  latitude,  is  within  the  boundary 
limits  of  the  government  of  Great  Britain,  and  what  has  been  the 
amount  of  the  expenditure  in  erecting  said  fortification;  and,  also,  to 
give  such  further  information  as  he  may  think  proper  as  to  the  whole 
amount  of  the  expenditure  already  accrued  to  the  United  States, 
in  carrying  into  effect  said  treaties,  subsequent  to  the  appointment  of 
said  commissioners,  including  their  annuid  salaries  or  perquisites. 

Mr.  Pindall  moved  that  the  House  do  now  proceed  to  consider  the 
resolution  submitted  by  him  on  tiic  first  of  February  last,  proposing 
an  amendment  to  the  rules  of  the  House  in  relation  to  the  duties  of 
stenographers  admitted  within  the  Hall.

It  being  stipulated  by  the  fourth  article  of  the  articles  of  agree- 
ment and  cession,  entei*ed  into  on  the  £411i  of  April,  1802,  with  tlit 
state  of  Georgia,  that  the  United  States  should,  at  their  own  expense, 
extinguish,  for  the  use  of  that  state,  as  soon  as  it  might  be  done  on 
reasonable  terms,  the  Indian  title  to  all  lands  witliin  its  limits,  and 
the  legislature  of  Greorgia  being  desirous  to  make  a  further  acquisition 
of  said  lands  at  this  time,  presuming  that  it  may  J>e  done  on  reasona- 
ble terms;  and  it  being  also  represented  that  pi-operty  of  considerable 
value,  which  had  been  taken  by  the  Creek  and  Cherokee  Indians 
from  citizens  of  Greorgia,  the  restoration  of  which  had  been  provided 
for  by  different  treaties,  but  which  has  never  been  made;  it  is  pro- 
posed to  hold  a  treaty  with  those  nations,  and  more  particularly  with 
the  Creeks,  in  the  course  of  this  summer;  for  the  attainment  of  these 
objects,  I  submit  the  subject  to  the  consideration  of  Congress,  that 
a  sum  adequate  to  the  expenses  attending  such  treaty  may  be  appro-  . 
priated.  should  Congress  deem  it  expedient.

ants of  Point  Coupee  to  keep  up  a  certain  portion  of  the  adjacent 
levee;  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Public  Lands.

Mr.  Sei^eant  presented  a  petition  of  Issachar  Thorp,  Joseph  Sid- 
dall,  and  James  Thorp,  merchants/ in  Philadelphia,  praying  to  be 
paid  the  sum  of  two  thousand  one  hundred  and  eighty-one  dollars, 
advanced  by  them  to  a  certain  Thomas  Pai*ker,  to  enable  him  to  exe- 
cute &  contract  to  supply  certain  articles  of  clothing  for  ike  army,  in 
the  late  war  with  Gi*eat  Britain,  and  under  a  promise  from  the  pro- 
per officer  of  the  government,  that  the  said  advance  should  he  reim* 
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towd  to  them;  which  petition  was  referred  to  the  Commiitee  of 
Claims. 

Mr.  Baldwin  presented  a  petition  of  John  Crawford,  praying  to  be 
allowed  the  arrearage  of  seven  months'  pension,  to  which  he  conceives 
himself  entitled,  for  reasons  set  forth  in  his  petition;  which  was  re* 
ferred  to  the  Committee  on  Revolutionary  Pensions.

Mr.  Pindall,  and  Mr.  Tyler,  were  then  appointed  of  the  said  com- 
mittee, in  pursuance  of  the  above  order. 

Mr.  Hardin  was  also  appointed  of  the  said  conunittee,  in  the  place 
of  Mr.  Brown,  who  is  absent. 
On  motion  of  Mr.  Cook, 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  the  Public  Lands  be  instructed 
to  enquire  into  the  expediency  of  requiring  the  register  of  the  land 
office  at  Yincennes  to  furnish  the  executive  of  the  state  of  IlKnois 
with  an  abstract  of  the  lands  which  have  been  purchased  at  that  of- 
fice, lying  within  the  state  of  Illinois;  and,  also,  9t  requiring  tiie

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Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office,  to  famish  him  with  an 
abstract  of  the  lands  which  have  been  patented  to  the  soldiers  of  the 
late  army,  lying  within  said  state.

The  bill  from  the  Senate,  entitled  <^  An  act  for  the  relief  of  the 
officers  and  volunteers  engaged  in  the  late  campaign  against  the  Semi* 
nolo  Indians,''  was  read  tiie  first  and  second  tune,  and  referred  to  the 
Committee  of  Claims. 

The  bUl  from  the  Senate,  entitled  ''An  act  establishing  a  circuit 
court  within  and  for  the  District  of  Maine,"  was  read  the  tiiird  time, 
and  passed,  as  amended. 

Ordered,  That  the  Clerk  acquaint  the  Senate  therewith* 
On  motion  of  Mr.  Nelson,  of  Virginia, 

Ordered,  That  tlie  committee  of  the  whole  to  which  is  committed 
the  bill  to  amend  the  act,  entitled  ''  An  act  to  provide  for  certain  per- 
sons  enea^  in  the  land  and  naval  service  of  the  Dnit^  States  in 
the  revolutionary  war,"  be  discharged  from  the  further  considei-ation 
thereof.

The  amendments  reported  by  tiie  committee  of  the  whole  to  the  bill 
in  addition  to  tiie  several  acts  fi>r  the  establishment  and  regulation  of 
the  Treasury,  War,  and  Navy  Departments,  were  read,  and  con- 
curred in  by  the  House;  and  the  said  bill  was  ordered  to  be  engrossed, 
and  read  a  third  time,  to-morrow.

Mr.  Williams,  of  North  Carolina,  from  the  Committee  of  Claims, 
to  which  have  been  i-eferred  bills  from  the  Senate  of  the  following 
tities,  to  wit:  **  An  act  for  the  i-elief  of  Joseph  McNeil;'*  "  An  act 
for  the  relief  of  John  Pellett;''  and  <<  An  act  for  the  relief  of  Joseph 
Lefebvre;'*  made  reports  thereon,  recommending  tiiat  each  of  tiie 
said  bills  be  postponed  indefinitely;  the  said  reports  were  severally 
read,  and,  together  with  the  said  bills,  ordered  to  lie  on  the  table. 

Mr.  Williams,  from  the  same  committee,  to  whom  was  also  refer- 
red the  bill  from  the  Senate,  entitled  **  An  act  for  the  reli^  of  John 
Harding,  Giles  Harding,  John  Shute,  and  John  Nichols,''  reported 
the  same,  without  amendment*. 

Ordered,  That  the  said  bill  be  committed  to  a  committee  of  the 
whole,  to-morrow. 

Mr.  Kent,  from  the  Committee  for  the  District  of  Columbia,  who 
were  instructed  by  resolution  of  the  24th  of  January  last,  to  enquire 
into  the  exiiedicncy  of  allowing  to  the  clerks  of  tiie  circuit  court  the 
same  fees,  in  all  cases  except  in  causes  of  admiralty  and  maritime 
jurisdiction,  as  were  allowed  to  the  clerks  of  the  county  courts  within 
the  states  of  Maryland  and  Virginia,  before  the  cession  of  the  said 
district;  and,  also,  into  the  expediency  of  repealing  so  much  of  the 
laws  of  the  United  States  as  give  a  daily  compensation  to  thedktrict 
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attorney,  clerk8»  and  marshaly  for  their  attendance  in  the  circuit 
coort  of  the  District  of  Colambia»*'  made  a  report  thereon;  whidi 
was  read*  and  ordered  to  lie  on  the  table. 

Mr.  Kent,  from  the  same  committee,  who  were  also  instructed  Co 
enquire  into  the  expediency  of  so  amending  the  laws  of  the  District 
of  Columbia  as  that  the  expenses  of  the  jurors  and  witnesses  attend- 
ing the  circuit  court,  in  all  cases  except  such  as  are  cognizable  in  a 
district  or  otiier  circuit  court  of  the  United  States,  shall  be  paid  by 
the  respective  counties  of  Alexandria  and  Washington,"  made  a  re« 
port  thereon;  which  was  read,  and  ordered  to  lie  on  the  table. 

Mr.  Newton  lud  before  the  House  a  letter  addressed  to  the  chair- 
man of  the  Committee  of  Commerce  by  the  Register  of  t|^  Treasury, 
transmitting  several  statements  in  relation  to  the  trade  of  toe  United 
States  with  the  West  Indies  and  British  American  colonies,  for  four 
years,  ending  on  the  30th  September^  1818;  which  were  committed 
to  the  committee  of  the  whole  to  which  is  committed  the  bill  concern- 
ing navigation. 

A  message  from  the  Senate,  by  Mr.  Cutts,  their  Secretary: 

Mr.  Speaker:  The  Senate  concur  in  the  amendment  of  this  House 
to  their  bill,  entitled  <<  An  act  establishing  a  circuit  court  within  and 
for  the  District  of  Maine."    And  then  he  withdrew. 

Mr.  Randolph  submitted  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  the  Speakert  members,  and  officers,  of  this  House, 
will  attend  the  funeral  of  the  late  Stephen  Decatur,  esquire,  of  the 
United  States  navy,  from  the  dwelling  house  of  the  deceased,  at  four 
o*clock  this  day.

And  tlien  the  House  adjourned. 

SATURDAY,  March  25,  1820. 

Another  member,  to  wit,  from  North  Carolina,  Lemuel  Sawyer, 
appeared,  produced  his  credentials,  and  took  his  seat;  the  oath  to  sup- 
port the  constitution  of  the  United  States  being  first  administered  to 
him  by  the  Speaker. 

Mr.  Meigs  presented  a  petition  of  the  manufacturers  of  window 
glass,  residing  in  the  city  of  New  York,  praying  that  additional  duties 
may  be  imposed  on  that  article  imported  into  the  United  States;  which, 
petition  was  referred  to  tiie  Committee  on  Manufactures. 

Mr.  Culbreth  presented  a  petition  of  Margaret  Perry,  mother  of 
William  Valiant,  deceased,  praying  to  be  allowed  the  pay  and  bounty 
in  land  due  for  the  services  of  her  son  as  a  soldier  in  the  army  of  the 
United  States;  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Public 
Lands. 

Mr.  Little  presented  a  petition  of  Thomas  C.  Robinson,  late  of  the 
naval  service  of  tiie  United  States,  stating  that  he  is  now  blind,  and 
.  unable  to  support  himself  and  family,  and  praying  to  be  placed  on 
the  list  of  navy  pensioners;  whidi  petition  was  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Naval  AAairs. 
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Mr.  Hardin  presented  a  petition  of  Daniel  Hagan»  praying  to  be 
exonerated  from  the  payment  of  a  judgment  obtained  against  him  for 
the  duties  imposed  on  spirits  distilled  by  him  in  the  year  1815,  as  he 
is  poor,  and  wholly  unable  to  pay  the  same.

BuUkej^ 
netting  forth  that,  in  1800,  he  preferred  to  the  Senate  of  the  United 
States  certain  charges  of  corruption  in  the  post-office  department^ 
which  were  not  fairly  and  fully  examined,  by  which,  he  alleges,  he 
has  sustained  great  injury,  and  praying  that  the  said  charges  may 
now  be  enquired  into,  to  the  end  tliat  justice  may  be  rendered  him;

A  message,  in  writing,  was  received  from  the  President  of  the 
United  States,  hy  Mr.  Joseph  J.  Monroe,  his  Secretary,  which  is  as 
follows: 

jEb  (he  H[ntse  of  Rqfresmtattces  of  the  United  States: 

I  transmit  to  Congress  an  extract  of  a  letter  from  the  minister 
plenipotentiary  of  the  United  States  at  St.  Petersburgb,  of  the  1st  of 
November  last,  on  the  subject  of  our  relations  with  Spain,  indicating 
the  sentiments  of  the  Emperor  of  Russia  respecting  the  non-ratifica- 
tion, by  his  Catholic  Majesty,  of  the  treaty  lately  concluded  between 
the  United  States  and  Spain,  and  the  strong  interest  which  his  Impe- 
rial Majesty  takes  in  promoting  the  ratification  of  tliat  treaty.  Of 
this  friendly  disposition,  the  most  satisfactory  assurance  has  been 
since  given  directly  to  this  government  by  the  minister  of  Russia 
residing  here. 

I  transmit,  also,  to  Congress,  an  extract  of  a  letter  from  the 
minister  plenipotentiary  of  the  United  States  at  Madrid,  of  a  later 
date  than  those  heretofore  communicated;  by  which  it  ap])ears  that, 
at  the  instance  of  the  charge  des  affaires,  of  the  Emperor  of  Russia, 
a  new  pledge  had  been  given  by  the  Spanish  government,  that  the 
minister  who  had  been  lately  appointed  to  the  United  States  should 
set  out  on  his  mission  without  delay,  with  full  ])owers  to  settle  all 
differences  in  a  manner  satisfactory  to  the  parties. 

I  have  further  to  state,  that  the  governments  of  France  and  Great 
Britain  continue  to  manifest  the  sentiments  heretofore  communicated 
respecting  the  non-ratification  of  the  treaty  by  Spain,  and  to  inter- 
pose their  good  offices  to  promote  its  ratification. 

li  is  proper  to  add,  that  the  governments  of  France  and  Russia 
have  expressed  an  earnest  desire  that  the  United  States  would  tak^ 
no  step,  for  the  present,  on  the  principle  of  reprisal,  which  miglit 
possibly  tend  to  disturb  the  peace  between  the  United  States  and 
Spain.  There  is  good  cause  to  pi*csunie,  from  the  delicate  manner  in 
which  this  sentiment  has  been  conveyed,  that  it  is  founded  in  a  belief, 
as  well  as  a  desire,  that  our  just  objects  may  be  accomplished  with* 
out  the  hazard  of  such  an  exti*emity. 

On  full  consideration  of  all  these  circumstances,  I  have  thought  it 
my  duty  to  submit  to  Congress  whether  it  will  not  be  advisable  to 
postpone  a  decision  on  the  questions  now  depending  with  ^pain,  until 
the  next  session.  The  distress  of  that  nation,  at  this  juncture,  affords 
*  a  motive  for  this  forbearance,  which  cannot  fail  to  be  duly  appre- 
ciated. Under  such  circumstances,  the  attention  of  the  Sp«anish 
government  may  be  diverted  from  its  foreign  concerns,  and  the  ar- 
.  rival  of  a  minister  here  be  longer  delayed.  I  am  the  more  induced 
to  suggest  this  oouraie  of  proceeding  from  a  knowledt^c  that,  while  we 
shfdl  thereby  make  a  just  return  to  the  powers  whose  good  offices 
have  been  acknowledged,  and  increase,  by  a  new  and  signal  proof  of 
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moderatioq,  our  claims  on  Spain,  onr  atlitade  in  regard  to  her  will 
not  be  less  favorable  at  the  next  session  than  it  is  at  the  present

On  motion  of  Mr.  Pindall,  it  was  then 

Ordo^ed,  That  the  said  bill  be  re-committed  to  the  Committee  of 
Ways  and  Means,  with  instructions  so  to  amend  the  same,  as  to  re- 
mit only  tliat  portion  of  the  forfeiture  which  has  accrued  to  the  use  of 
the  United  States.  ,    • 

The  House  took  up,  and  proceeded  to  consider,  the  bill  in  addition 
to  an  act,  entitled  ^*  An  act  to  provide  for  certain  persons  engaged  in 
the  land  and  naval  service  of  the  United  States  in  the  revolutionary 
war«"  passed  on  the  18th  of  March,  1818;  and  the  said  bill  being  read, 

Mr.  Barbour  moved  to  amend  tiie  same,  by  striking  out  the  third 
section,  and  inserting,  in  lieu  thereof,  the  folfowing: 

Seo.  S:  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  act  to  which  this  is 
an  amendment  shall  be  so  construed  as  that  no  person  shall  be  enci- 
tled  to  its  provisions  whose  property  is  of  tlie  value  of 
which  value  shall  be  taken  from  the  estimation  of  the  court  to  which 
the  schedule  shall  be  exhibited,  and  which  is  herein  before  required  to 
be  certified  to  the  Secretary  of  War. 

And,  the  question  being  taken  thereon. 

It  was  determined  in  the  negative. 

Mr.  Whitman  then  moved  an  amendment,  to  strike  out  the  whole 
of  the  said  bill,  except  the  enacting  clause,  and  to  substitute,  in  lieu 
hereof,  the  following:      . 

Sec.  1.  That  every  person  who  may  hereafter  wply  for  a  pension 
under  tiie  act  to  which  fliis  is  in  addition,  shall  file  with  the  judge 
who  may  admiaister  flie  oath  in  relation  to  the  service  of  the  appu- 
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cant^  an  additioiial  affidavit,  specifyine  the  kinds,  and  the  a;6ionnt  in 
Talue  of  each  kind,  of  all  and  singiuar  his  goods,  chattds,  lands,  and 
tenements  rights  and  credits,  if  any,  of  which  he  may  be  seized  tad 
pouessed  at  ttie  time  of  making  his  application;  and,  also,  the  income, 
if  any,  he  may  have  from  any  other  source,  and  comprising  his  ability 
to  labor  in  aid  of  his  subsistence;  and  exhibiting  the  state,  and  degree, 
of  his  reduced  circumstances  in  life,  and  of  his  need  of  assistance 
from  his  country  for  support;  and  declaring  that  he  has  not,  since 
the  passage  of  the  act  to  which  this  is  in  addition,*  in  any  manner 
alienated,  assigned,  transferred,  sold,  or  conveyed,  any  portion  o^ 
his  estate,  or  in  any  manner  incumbered  the  same,  with  a  view  to 
become  entitled  t^^the  benefit  thereof:  which  affidavit,  being  corro- 
borated by  ptivpf  ^timony,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  judge,  and  being 
certified  by:;hin^fto  have  beenso  proved,  shall  be  forwarded  to  the' 
Secretary  of  ;,^ar,  with  the  other  papers  of  the  applicant,  required 
by  the  act  to^vhich  this  is  in  addition. 

Sec.  £•  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  Secretary  of  War 
diall  be,  and  he  hereby  is,  required,  whenever  he  shall  have  been 
informed,  and  whenever  he  shall  have  good  cause  to  apprehend,  and 
shall,  in  fact,  a^rehend,  that  a  pension  has  been  granted,  under  the 
act  to  which  this  is  in  addition,  to  any  person  not  justly  entitled 
thereto,  he  shall  cause  notice  thereof  to  be  given  to  such  pensioner, 
who  shall, thereupon, file  his  affidavit,  in  the  same  manner,  and, com- 
prising the  same  particulars,  as  are  herein  further  provided,  in^e 
case  of  all  further  applications  under  the  act  to  which  this  is  in  addi- 
tion; and  containing  any  other  facts  which  the  Secretary  of  War 
may  prescribe  to,  and  require  of,  such  applicant,  in  relation  to  his 
term  of  service,  and  the  corps  or  line  in  which  he  may  have  served; 
and  the  affidavit,  being  so  filed,  pi*oved,  and  certified,  shall  be  for- 
warded to  the  Secretary  of  War,  who,  on  inspection  thereof,  shall  de- 
cide whether  such  pensioner  be  entitled  to  hispension,  and  shall  con- 
tinue or  revoke  the  same  accordingly;  and  no  pension  shall  be  paid 
to  any  pensioner,  which  shall  have  become  due,  after  notice,  as  afore- 
said, from  the  Secretary  of  War,  that  his  right  to  a  pension  has  be- 
come doubtful,  until  the  Secretary  of  War  shall  liave^decidod,  on 
inspection  of  the  affidavit  so  to  be  forwardedi  that  the  pensioner  is 
justly  entitled  thereto. 

Sec.  S.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  Secretary  of  War 
shall  cause  each  of  the  district  attorneys  and  marshals  of  the  United 
States  to  be  furnished  with  a  list  of  tiie  pensioners  residing  within 
their  resjpective  districts;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  attor- 
neys and  marshals  to  acquaint  the  Secretary  of  War  with  every  case 
in  which  they  may  apprehend  that  any  person  has  been  unduly  placed 
on  the  pension  list;  and  it  shall,  moreover,  be  the  duty  of  Ihe  said 
attorneys  to  lay  such  lists  before  the  grand  jurors,  at  each  and  everv 
term  of  the  courts  of  the  United  States  at  which  a  grand  jury  shall 
be  assembled,  and  examine,  each  and  every  of  them,  &s  to  any  know- 
ledge he  may  have  of  any  person  on  said  list  who  shall  not  be  justly 
entitled  to  said  pension;  and  any  attorney  who*  on  such  enquiry,  shsdl 
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kftve  reas6ii  to  ftfipr^ciiid  thtt  loiy  pesrsM  nmel  M  imi  list  kas  M 
just  claim  to  a  peiuiioiiy  he  shall  aoquaiiit  the  Seeretafy  ef  Waf 
therewith; 

Ssc.  4.  Aad  be  it  further  enacted,  l!1iat  any  perseil,  Wiag  the 
l^nt  or  atteme J  of  any  pensioner^  shall^  hefere  he  shall  receive  the 
pension  which  shall  at  any  time  become  doe  to  his  coa^toent  er 
principal,  declare,  on  oath,  or  aillrmatton,  before  some  magistrate 
competent  to  administer  the  same,  that  he  has  not,  dbectiy  or  indi- 
rectly, either  as  tike  creditor  of  his  constituent  or  principal,  or  other- 
wise, any  claim  to,  or  contract  in,  the  money,  or  any  part  of  it,  ^iriiick 
he  may  be  about  to  receive;  and  that  he  will,  without  nnnecessaiy 
delay,  pay  over  the  money  he  may  receive,  wifhont  deducting  any 
fee  or  reward  therefor,  other  than  that  which  he  may  pay  to  a  magis^ 
trate  for  authenticating  the  documents  required  to  entitle  him,  atf 
agent  or  attorney,  to  receive  such  pension,  to  the  pen^oner,  person* 
ally,  or  to  his  guardian,  executor,  or  adniinistrator,  entitled  to  re* 
ceive  the  same. 

Skc.  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That,  if  any  person  whatever, 
shall  withhold  any  pension  certificate  from  any  pensioner,  his  guar- 
dian, executor,  or  administrator,  lawfully  entitled  to  the  possession  of 
the  same,  under  any  pretence  whatever,  after  reasonabw  notice  ami

person  justly  entitled  to  the  possession  thereof;  to  be  recovered  by 
action  of  debt,  in  any  court  proper  to  try  the  same. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  enactefl,  That,  in  case  ef  the  insanity  of 
any  person  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  the  act  to  whieli  this  Is  in  addi* 
tion,  his  application  therefor  may  be  made  by  guardfaii,  or  tiie  person 
or  persons  to  whom,  by  law,  the  custody  of  such  insane  person,  his^ 
goods  and  effects,  shall  have  been  assigned,  who  shidl  state  the  facts, 
a  statement  of  which  would,  otherwise,  have  been  requnred  of  such 
insane  person;  and  shall  swear,  or  alBrm,  that  the  same  are  true, 
according  to  tiie  best  of  his  or  their  knowledge  and  belirf;  and  shall, 
also,  produce  other  evidence  of  the  truth  thereof,  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  judge  who  shall  attend  to  the  verification  of  such  facts. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  T%at  any  person  who  shali, 
wittingly  and  willingly,  testify  falsely  in  relation  to  any  matter  and 
thing  required  by  this  act,  shsdl  be  deemed  and  taken  to  be  guilty  of 
the  crime  of  perjury;  and,  being  tiiereofconvicted,  shall  be  punished 
accordingly.

tificates, and  that*  upon  application  to  the  Department  of  State,  the 
retom  of  the  said  certificates  has  been  refused  on  the  ground  that 
fliey  can  only  be  returned  by  an  act  of  Congress,  and  praying  that 
an  act  may  be  passed  for  that  purpose;  which  petition  was  i*eferi^ 
to  the  Committee  on  the  Judiciary.

Mr.  Smith  of  Maryland,  from  the  Committee  of  Ways  and  Means, 
to  which  was  yesterday  recommitted  with  instructions  the  bill  from 
the  Senate  entitled  **  An  act  for  the  relief  of  certain  persons  who 
have  paid  duties  on  goods  imported  into  Castine,"  reported  the  said 
bill  with  amendments,  which  were  read,  and,  together  with  tlie  bill, 
ordered  to  lie  on  the  table.

resolves  of  Congress,  made  on  or  liefiM-e  the  twentv-first  of  October^ 
«ne  tliousand  seven  hundred  and  eighty,  was  entitled  to  half  pay  for 
life,  and  who  shall  apply  for  such  settlement  within  twelve  months 
from  the  date  of  this  act,  by  deducting  from  the  arrearages  of  such 
half  pay,  computed  from  the  reduction  of  the  army,  five  years  full 
pay;  and  the  balance  of  such  arrearages  being  thus  ascertained,  a 
certificate  shall  issue  for  the  same,  bearing  interest  at  the  rate  of  six 
per  cent  per  annum,  redeemable  at  the  pleasure  of  the  government: 
Fravidedf  That,  if  the  whole  amount  of  the  balances  so  to  be  ascer- 
tained shall  exceed  one  million  of  dollars,  tliey  shall  be  respectively 
and  rateably  reduced,  so  that  the  aggregate  of  the  certificates  to  be 
issued  shall  not  be  more  than  tlie  said  sum  of  one  million  of  dollars:

Tomlinson  r^rted  tiie  first  mentioned  bill,  with  an  amendment, 
and  asked  leave  for  the  committee  to  sit  again  on  the  two  last  men- 
tioned bills.

Mr.  Holmes  presented  a  memorial  of  John  Jenkins,  s^riting  mas- 
ter, stating,  that  he  has  devoted  the  most  valuable  portion  of  his  life 
to  the  perfection  of  a  worlw,  a  portion  of  which  only  has  been  pub- 
lished, under  the  title  of  **  The  Art  of  Writing  i*educed  to  a  Plain 
and  Easy  System,''  and  praying  that  his  said  work  may  be  exaoii- 
ned,  and  if  found  worthy,  that  the  national  patronage  may  be  ex-* 
tended  to  its  publication  and  dissemination,  which  memorial  was 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Judiciary. 

Mr.  Smith,  of  Maryland,  presented  ja  memorial  otf  sundry  mer- 
chants of  the  city  of  Baltimore,  detailing  the  evils  which  are  expe- 
rienced fi*om  the  extensive  sales  .of  foreign  merchandize  at  auction, 
which  are  daily  made  in  the  seaports  of  tlie  United  States,  and 
pcaying  that  lieavy  duties  may  be  imposed  on  such  sales;  which  me- 
morial was  referred  to  the  committee  of  :the  whole,  to  which  is  com* 
mitted  the  bill  imposing  duties  on  certain  sales  at  auction. 

Mr.  Mercer  prescnti^  a  petition  of  Joseph  Harris,  an  inspector 
of  the  customs  for  the  district  and  port  of  Alexandria,  praying  to  be 
allowed  and  paid  bis  proportion  of  the  proceeds  of^  vessel  called  the 
JBeUty  and  VlmtlotU^  and  her  cargo,  which  were  libelled  and  con- 
demned for  a  breacli  of  the  act  to  suspend  commercial  intercourse 
with  certain  parts  of  the  island  of  Saint  Domingo,  which  said  ppr- 
tioft  was,  by  order  of  the  President  of  the  United  States,  remitted  to 
ihe  claimant  of  said  vessel  and  cargo,  without  the  consent  of  the 
petitioner;  which  petition  was  referml  to  the  Committee  of  AVaya 
and  Mean.s. 

Mr.  Butler,  of  Louisiana,  presented  a  representation  of  the  general 
assembly  of  the  state  of  Louisiana,  complaining  that  the  operation  of 
the  act  proyiding  that,  from  and  after  the  ist  day  of  November,  1819, 
foircign  gold  coin  should  cease  to  becurrent  in  the  United  Sitates,  bas 
produced  in  tliat  state  the  most  pernicious  consequences,  and  pray- 
ing that  provision  may  be  made  to  remedy  the  evil  of  which  they 
complain;  which  was  referred  to  the  committee  appointed  on  the 
13th  of  January  last,  to  enquire  into  the  esqiediency  of  continuing  in 
force,  for  a  limited  time,  so  much  of  the  act  regulating  the  currency 
of  the  gold  coins  of  Great  Britain,  France,  Portugal  and  Spain,  and 
the  crowns  and  five  franc  pieces  of  Fi*ancef  as  relates  to  the  gM  cms 
of  those  countries. 

Mr.  Butler  also  presented  a  petition  of  the  general  assembly  of  the 
state  of  Louisana,  praying  that  certain  formalities  required  by  the 
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act  of  the  8tb  of  Aprilf  1814,  in  reUtion  to  flie  right  of  pro*emptioA 
in  the  purchase  of  lands  in  lliat  state,  may  be  dispensed  with;  which 
was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Public  Lands. 

Mr.  Smith,  of  Maryland,  from  the  Committee  of  Ways  and  Means, 
made  a  report  on  the  petition  of  Henry  Warren;  which  was  read, 
and  the  resolution  therein  contained  was  concurred  in  hy  the  House, 
as  follows:     -

and  papers. 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  of  Ways  and  Means  be  discharged 
from  the  further  consideration  of  the  case  of  James  Charlton,  jun. 

Mr.  Kent,  from  the  Committee  for  the  District  of  Columbia,  to 
which  was  referred  the  bill  from  the  Senate,  entitled  **  An  act  to 
incorporate  the  inhabitants  of  the  city  of  Washington,  and  to  repeal 
all  other  acts  upon  that  subject,''  reported  the  same,  with  amend- 
ments; which  were  read,  and,  together  with  liie  bill,  ordered  to  lie 
on  the  table. 

Mr.  Foot,  from  the  joint  Committee  for  Enrolled  Bills,  reported, 
that  tiie  Committee  dM,  yesterday,  present  to  the  President  of  the 
United  States  an  enrolled  bill,  entitled  ^  An  act  to  continue  in  force 
the  act  passed  on  the  20th  day  of  April,  1818,  entitled  An  act  si^- 
plementaiy  to  an  act,  entitled  '  An  act  to  regulate  the  collection 
of  duties  on  imports  and  tonnage,'  passed  the  2d  day  of  March, 
1799,"  and  for  other  purposes. 

Mr.  Simkins,  from  the  Committee  on  Public  Expenditures,  made 
a  report  in  obedience  to  the  resolution  directing  them  <'  to  enquire 
and  report  the  amount  of  the  several  items  wbidi  are  charged  upon 
the  contingent  fund,  and  whether,  in  their  opinion,  the  expenditures 
may  not.  in  future  be  diminished,  consistently  with  the  public  inte- 
rest, and  the  accommodation  of  the  two  Houses  of  Congress;"  which 
was  read,  and  oi^ered  to  lie  on  tlie  table. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Williams,  of  North  Ciffolina, 
.  Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  War  be  directed  to  lay  before  this 
House  the  proceedings  of  ihe*court  martial  in  the  late  trial  of  Wil* 
liam  King,  Colonel  of  the  foortti  regiment  of  United  States'  in- 
fantry.

The  bill  from  the  Senate,  entitled  <<  An  act  to  provide  for  clothing 
the  army  of  the  United  States  in  domestic  manufactures,  and  Cor 
other  purposes,"  was  read  the  first  and  second  time,  and  committed 
to  the  committee  of  tlie  wliole  to  which  is  committed  the  bill  pnn 
viding  for  clothing  the  militia,  when  called  into  the  service  of  the 
United  States. 

The  bill  from  the  Senate,^  entitled  "  An  act  to  provide  for  the  ex- 
pense of  surveying  certain  parts  of  the  coast  of  North  Carolina,  and 
for  other  purposes,"  was  read  the  fii-st  and  second  time,  and  referred 
to  the  Committee  of  Ways  and  Means. 

The  House  took  up  and  proceeded  to  consider  the  message  from 
the  Senate,  announcing  their  disagreement  to  the  first  amendment 
proposed  by  this  House  to  the  bill,  entitled  **  An  act  to  establish  a 
district  court  in  the  state  of  Alabama,"  and  their  agreement  to  the 
second  amendment  of  this  House  to  the  said  bill,  with  an  amendment^ 
Whereupou, 
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BesolMlf  That  this  House  insUt  on  tbefar  said  first  amendaieiity 
and  that  they  disagree  to  the  amendment  proposed  by  the  Senate  to 
their  second  amendment. 

Ordered^  That  the  t^lerk  acquaint  the  Senate  fli^newitii. 

An  engrossed  bill,  entitled  <'  An  act  extending  tiie  time  allowed 
for  the  redemption  of  land  sold  for  direct  taxeSf  in  certain  cases^" 
was  read  flie  third  time,  and  passed. 

Ordered,  That  the  title  be  as  aforesud,  and  tiiat  the  Clerk  carry 
the  said  bill  to  the  Senate,  and  ask  their  concurrence  therein. 

The  House  again  resolved  itself  into  a  committee  of  the  whole  on 
the  bin  regulating  the  manner  of  settling  the  accounts  of  the  several 
deputy  surveyors  in  the  Missouri  and  Ai^ansas  territories;  and  the 
bill  firom  the  Senate,  entitled  **  An  act  making  furthw  provision  for 
the  sale  of  the  public  lands;  and,  after  some  time  spent  therein,  Mr. 
Speaker  resumed  the  chair,  and  Mr.  Tomlinson  renorted  ftat  the 
committee  had  made  further  progress  therein^  and  directed  him  te 
ask  leave  to  sit  again. 

Ordered,  That  the  committee  of  the  whole  have  leave  to  sit  again 
on  the  said  bills. 

And  then  tiie  House  adjourned.

#nly  sold  for  as  mudi  as  paid  tiie  duties  thereon,  leaving  nothing  by 
way  of  salvage  to  the  petitioners  for.  their  risque  and  exertions  in' 
saving  the  same;  which  petition  was  referred  to  the  Committoe  of 
Ways  and  Means. 

Mr.  Newton,  from  the  C6mmittee~of  Commerce,^  which  was  re- 
ferred the  bill  fh)m  the  Senate,  entitled  ^^An  act  to  establish  the  dis- 
trict of  Pearl  River,''  reported  the  same,  without  amendment. 

Ordered,  That  the  said  bill  be  committed  to  a  committee  of  the 
whole  to-morrow. 

Mr.  Williams,  of  North  Carolina,  from  the  Committee  of  ClainSf 
■lade  a,  report  on  the  petition  of  Elijah  Glover;  which  was  read^  and 
ordered  to  lie  on  the  table. 
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Mr.  Sergeant,  from  the  ConmiitteB  on  tlie  Jadldftty,  to  ^whom  the 
subject  had  been  referred,  reported  a  bill  to  enable  the  mhabitants  of 
the  District  of  Columbia  to  form  a  frame  of  government;  which  was 
read  the  first  and  second  time,  and  committed  to  a  committee  of  the 
whole  to-morrow. 

Ordered,  That  leave  be  given  to  withdraw  the  petition  atid  papers 
of  the  administrators  of  Charles  Gratiot,  deceas^,  and  the  petition 
and  papers  of  Jos^h  Toung» 

Ordered,  That  leave  be  given  to  withdraw  the  several  petitions 
presented  by  the  Speaker  of  this  House  from  inhabitants  of  the  ter- 
ritory of  MiflMMiri,  for  a  division  of  that  territory,  with  the  Missouri 
river  for  the  dividing  line. 

A  message  from  the  Senate,  by  Mr.  Cutts,  their  Secretary: 
Mr*  Speaker:  The  Senate  have  passed  the  **  Resolation  to  autho- 
rize the  publication  o^  ]mrt  of  the  Secret  Journal  of  Congress  under 
the  articles  of  eonfedetration.    They  have  also  passed  bills  of  the  fol- 
lowing titles,  to  wit: 

1.  An  act  for  the  relief  of  the  l^al  representatives  of  Gabtiel  Ber- 
zat,  deceased;

in  which  biUs  they  ask  the  concurrence  of  this  House.  And  tl^n  he 
withdrew.

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Andt  the  qaestion  bcteg  taken  thereon.

Ml*.  Cook  moved  to  amend  the  said  bill  by  striking  out  the  second 
section,  and,  in  lieu  thereof,  to  insert  the  following: 

<<  Ssc.  2.  And  be  it  farther  enacted.  That,  from  and  after  the  first 
day  of  July  next,  credit  shall  not  be  allowed  for  the  purchase  money 
on  the  sale  of  any  of  the  public  lands  sold  at  public  sale,  but  every 
purclmser  of  land,  which  may  be  sold  thereafter  at  public  sale,  shall, 
on  the  day  of  purchase,  make  complete  payment  ther^or;  and  if  any 
person,  being  the  highest  bidder  at  public  sale,  for  a  tract  of  land, 
shall  fail  to  make  payment  therefor  on  the  day  on  which  the  same 
was  purchased,  the  tract  shall  be  again  offered  at  public  sale,  on  the 
next  day  of  sale,  and  such  person  shall  not  be  capable  of  becoming 
the  purchaser  of  that  or  any  otiier  tract  of  land  at  such  public  sales* 
And  from  and  after  tlie*  period  aforesaid,  whenever  the  purchaser  of 
any  of  the  public  land,  at  privater  sale,  shall,  at  the  time  of  making 
such  purchase,  make  complete  payment  therefor,  the  price  shall  be 
one  dollar  and  twenty-five  cents  per  acre:  Provided,  however.  That 
this  provision  shall  not.be  so  construed  as  to  prevent  the  purchase 
upon  credit,  as  heretofore,  at  private  sale." 

And,  the  question  being  taken  thereon, 

it  was  determined  in  the  negative. 

Mr.  Scott  moved  to  amend  the  said  bill  by  inserting  therein  two 
new  sections,  to  come  in  as  the  fifth  and  sixth  sections  thereof,  to  wit; 

*^  Sec.  5.  Be  it  enacted,  &c.  That  every  person,  or  the  legal  repre- 
sentatives of  every  person,  who  has  actually  inhabited  and  cultivated, 
and  who  now  resides  upon  any  tract  of  land  lying  in  any  district  esta- 
blished for  the  sale  of  public  lands,  which  tract  is  not  rigfatfully 
claimed  by  any  other  person,  such  person,  so  residing  as  aforesaid 
or  hb  legal  repi*esentative,  shall  be  entitled  to  a  preference  in  becom- 
ing the  purchaser  from  the  United  States  of  such  tract  of  land,  at 
private  sale,  upon  the  same  terms  and  conditions,  in  every  respect,  as 
nave  heretofore  been  provided  by  law  for  the  sale  of  other  lands  sold 
at  private  sale:  Provided,  That  no  more  than  one  quarter  section  of 
land  shall  be  sold  to  any  one  individual  in  virtue  of  this  act,  and  the 
same  shall  be  bounded  by  the  sectional  and  divisional  lines  run,  or  to 
be  run,  according  to  law:  Provided,  also.  That  no  lands  reserved 
from  sale  by  former  acts,  or  lands  which  have  been  directed  to  be 
sold  in  town  lots,  shaU  be  sold  under  this  act 

'<  Sec.  6.  Be  it  further  enacted.  That  every  person  claiming  a  pre- 
ference in  becoming  the  purchaser  of  a  tract  of  land  in  virtue  oi  this 
act,  shall  make  known  his  claim  by  delivering  a  notice,  in  writing, 
to  the  register  of  the  land  office  for  the  district  in  which  the  land 
may  be,  wherein  he  shall  particularly  designate  the  quarter  section 
he  claims;  tvhich  notice  the  register  shall  file  in  his  office,  on  receiv« 
ing  twenty-five  cents  from  the  person  delivering  the  same.  And,  in 
every  case  where  it  shall  aj^ear  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  register  and 
receivers  of  public  moneys  of  the  land  office  that  anyperson^  who 
has  delivered  hi9  fiotice  of  clum^  is  entitled,  according  to  the  prsvi- 
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oioiis  of  this  ftCt,toapreferf»ce  inbeoomingthepiirdiaser  of  a  quar- 
ter section  of  land,  such  person,  so  entitled,  shall  have  a  right  to  ent^ 
tlie  said  quarter  section,  or  half  thereof,  with  the  register  of  the  land 
office,  on  producing  his  receipt  from  the  receiver  of  public  monejs 
for  at  least  one-twentieth  part  of  the  purchase  money,  as  in  case  of 
other  lands  sold  at  private  sale:  Provided,  That  all  lands  to  be  sold 
under  this  act,  which  shall  not  have  been  previously  exposed  to  pub- 
lic sale,  shall  be  entered  with  the  register  at  least  two  weeks  before 
the  time  which  may  be  appointed  for  the  commencement  of  the  pobKc 
sale  thereof.  And  every  person,  having  a  right  of  preference  m  be- 
coming the  purchaser  of  a  tract  of  land,  who  shall  fail  so  to  malie 
his  entry  with  the  register  within  the  time  prescribed,  his  right  shall 
be  forfeited,  and  the  land  by  him  claimed  shall  be  offered  at  public  safe 
with  the  other  public  lands  in  the  district  to  which  it  belongs.'^ 

And,  the  question  being  taken  to  agree  to  amend  the  bill  by  insert- 
ing these  sections, 

It  was  also  determined  in  the  negative, 

Mr.  Crowell  tiien  moved  to  add  to  the  bill  the  following  section: 

«<  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  whero  any  person  has  heretofore 
purchased  more  than  one  quarter  section  of  land,  or  moro  than  one 
fractional  quarter  section,  and  has  not  made  complete  payment  there- 
for, such  person  shall  be  permitted  to  surrender  to  the  register  of  the 
land  office  of  the  district  in  which  such  purchase  or  purchases  have 
been  made,  any  of  tiie  quarter  sections,  or  fractional  quarter  sections^ 
which  he  or  she  may  have  purchased;  and  the  sum  or  sums  which 
such  person  may  have  paid  upon  the  land  so  surrendered,  shall  be 
carried  to  his  or  her  cr^t  upon  those  quarter  sections,  or  fractional 
quarter  sections,  which  he  or  she  may  choose  to  retain;  and  the  land 
fio  surrendered  shall  be  considered  as  reverted  to  tiie  Unit^  States, 
and  shall  be  disposed  of,  in  all  respects  whatever,  like  other  reverted 
or  forfeited  lands.'^ 

And,  the  question  being  taken  thereon. 

It  was  determined  in  the  negative. 

Mr.  Butier,  of  Louisiana,  moved  that  the  said  bill  be  amended  by 
adding  thereto  the  following  section: 

.  **  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall 
not  extend  to  the  state  of  Louisiana,  but  the  public  lands  within  that 
state  shall  be  disposed  of  according  to  the  laws  now  in  force.'' 

And,  the  question  being  taken  &ereon. 

It  was  determined  in  the  negative. 

Ordered,  That  the  said  bill  be  read  a  third  time  to-morrow.

Mr.  Smith,  of  Maryland,  from  the  Committee  of  Ways  and  Means, 
to  which  was  referred  the  bill  from  the  Senate,  entitled  "An  act  to 
provide  for  the  Expense  of  surveying  certain  parts  of  the  coast  of 
North  Carolina,  and  for  other  purposes,'*'  reported  the  same  without 
amendment. 

Ordered,  That  the  siud  bill  be  committed  to  a  committee  of  the 
whole,  to-morrow. 

Mr.  Smith,  from  the  same  committee^  also  made  a  report  on  the 
petition  of  Samuel  Stones,  attorney  of  Benjamin  Gott  and  Sons; 
which  was  read,  and  the  resolution  therein  contained  was  concurred 
in  by  the  House,  as  follows: 

Besolved,  That  it  is  inexpedient  to  grant  the  prayer  of  the  pcti- 
tioner,  and  that  he  have  leave  to  withdraw  his  petition  and  papers. 

Mr.  Anderson,  from  the  Committee  on  the  Public  Lands,  to  which 
was  referred  the  bill  from  the  Senate,  entitled  <<  An  act  to  authorize 
the  President  of  the  United  States  to  ascertain  and  designate  certain 
boundaries,"  reported  the  same  without  amendment,  and  recommend- 
ed that  it  be  postponed  indefinitely. 

The  question  was  stated.  Shall  the  said  bill  be  postponed  indefi- 
nitely? when  it  was 

Ordered,  That  it  lie  on  the  table. 

Mr.  Anderson,  from  the  same  committee,  to  which  was  also  refer-

amendments;  which  were  read,  and,  to|^ther  with  bill,  committed  to

^tablishment  of  additional  land  offices  in  the  state  of  Illinois. 

Mr.  Brush,  firom  the  committee  on  the  expenditures  in  the  War 
Department,  to  whom  w^  refeiTcd  the  subject  of  the  loan  of  gun- 
powder, by  the  offipprs  of  the  War  Department,  to  Stull  and  Williams, 
made  report  tbereon;  which  was  ordered  to  lie  on  the  table. 

A  message  from  thit  Senate,  by  Mr.  Cutts,  their  Secretary: 

Mr.  Speaker:  The  Senaie  recede  from  their  disagreement  to  the 
first  amendment,  proposed  by  this  House,  to  the  bill  entitled  <'  An 
act  to  establish  a  district  court  in  the  state  of  Alabama;"  they  also 
recede  from  their  amendment  to  the  second  amendment  of  this  House 
to  the  said  bill,  and  concur  in  each  of  the  said  amendments.

mentioned. 

Mr.  Williams,  of  North  Carolina,  from  the  Committee  of  Claims, 
to  which  was  referred  the  bill  from  the  Senate,  entitled  **  An  act  au- 
thorizing the  settlement  of  the  accounts  between  the  United  States 
and  Richai'd  O'Brien,  late  American  consul  at  Algiers/'  reported 
the  same,  with  an  amendment. 

Ordered,  That  the  said  bill  be  committed  to  a  committee  of  the 
whole  to-morrow. 

Mr.  Storrs,  from  the  Committee  on  Roads  and  Canals,  to  which 
was  referred  the  bill  from  the  Senate,  entitled  '<  An  act  to  authorize 
the  appointment  of  commissioners  to  lay  out  the  road  tiierein  men- 
tioned," reported  the  same,  without  amendment

seventh,  and  disagree  to  the  first,  second,  and  third  amendments  of 
this  House  to  the  bill  from  the  Senate,  entitled  **  An  act  to  establish 
additional  land  oflices  in  the  state  of  Alabama.''

Ordered,  That  the  Clerk  acquaint  the  Senate  therewith. 

Mr.  Brent  abo  delivered  in  the  following  message,  in  writing: 

To  tlhc  House  of  B^esmtatives  of  the  United  States: 

I  communicate  to  Congress  a  correspondence  which  has  taken  place 
between  the  Secretary  of  State  and  tlie  Envoy  Extraordinary  and 
Minister  Plenipotentiary  of  his  Catholic  Majesty,  since  the  mesdage 
of  the  27th  March  last,  respecting  the  treaty  which  was  concluded 
between  the  United  States  and  Spain,  on  the  22d  February,  1819. 

After  the  failure  of  his  Catholic  Majesty,  for  so  long  a  time,  to 
ratify  the  treaty,  it  was  expected  that  this  minister  would  have 
brought  witi)  him  the  ratification;  or,  that  he  would  have  been  autho* 
rized  to  give  an  order  for  the  delivery  of  the  territory,  ceded  by  it, 
to  the  Unit^  States.  It  appears,  however,  that  the  treaty  is  still 
unratified,  and  tliat  the  minister  has  no  authority  to  surrender  the 
territory.  Tlte  object  of  his  mission  has  been  to  make  complaints, 
and  to  demand  explanations,  respecting  an  imputed  system  of  hos- 
tility, on  the  pai*t  of  citizens  of  the  United  States,  against  tiic  sub- 
jects and  dominions  of  Spain,  and  an  unfriendly  policy  in  their  go- 
vemment,  and  to  obtain  new  stipulations  against  these  alleged  in- 
juries, as  the  condition  on  which  the  treaty  should  be  ratified. 

Unexpected  as  such  complaints  and  such  a  demand  were,  under 
existing  circumstances,  it  was  thought  proper,  without  compi-omttting 
the  government,  as  to  tlie  course  to  be  pursued,  to  meet  them  prompt- 
ly»  and  to  give  the  explanations  that  were  desired,  on  every  subject, 
with  the  utmost  candor*  The  i*esalt  has  proved,  what  was  sufficient* 
ly  well  known  before,  that  the  charge  of  a  systematic  hostility  being 
adopted,  and  pursued  by  citizens  of  the  United  States,  against  the 
dominions  and  subjects!^  Spain,  is  utterly  destitute  of  foundation;  and 
that  their  government,  in  all  its  branches,  has  maintained^  with  the 
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utmost  iigor»  that  nentraUtjr,  in  the  civil  war  between  Spain  and  tlie 
colonies,  which  they  were  the  first  to  declare.  No  force  has  been 
collected,  nor  incursions  made  from  wifliin  the  United  States,  against 
the  dominions  of  Spain;  nor  have  ahy  naval  eqaipments  been  per« 
mitted,  in  favor  of  either  party,  against  the  other.  Their  oit&Keos 
have  been  warned  of  the  obligations  incident  to  the  n^tral  cottdition 
of  their  coantry;  the  .public  officers  have  been  instructed  to  see  that 
the  laws  were  faithfully  executed;  and  severe  examples  have  beat  ^ 
made  of  seme  who  violated  them. 

In  regu*d  to  the  stipulation  proposed,  as  tiie  coniHlon  of  the  rati- 
fication  of  the  treaty,  tiiat  the  United  States  shall  abandon  the  right 
to  recognize  the  revolutionary  colonies  in  'South  America,  or  to  fimn 
other  relations  vrith  them,  when,  in  their  judgment,  it  may  be  just 
and  expedient  so  to  do,  it  is  manifestly  so  repugnant  to  the  hraor,  and 
even  to  the  independence  of  the  United  States,  timt  it  has  been  in- 

E^ssible  to  discuss  it  In  makine  this  proposal,  it  is  perceived,  that 
s  Catholic  Migesty  has  entirely  misconceived  the  princi^es  on 
which  this  government  has  acted,  in  being  a  party  to  a  negotiation 
so  long  protracted,  for  claims,  so  well  founded  and  reasonable,  as  he 
iQcewise  has  the  sacrifices  which  the  United  States  have  made,  com- 
paratively, with  Spain,  in  the  treaty,  to  which  it  is  proposed  to  annex 
sp  extraordinary  and  improper  a  condition. 

Had  the  Minister  of  Spain  offered  an  unqualified  pledge  that  the 
treaty  should  be  ratified  by  his  Sovereign,  on  being  made  acquainted 
with  the  explanations  which  had  been  given  by  this  government, 
there  would  have  been  a  strong  motive  for  accepting  and  submitting 
it  to  the  Senate,  for  their  advice  and  consent  rather  than  to  resort  to 
other  measures  for  redress,  however  justifiable  and  proper;  but  he 
gives  no  such  pledge^  on  the  contrary,  he  declares,  explicitiy,  that 
tiie  refusal  of  this  government  to  relinquish  the  right  of  judging  and 
acting  for  itself,  hereafter,  according  to  circumstances,  in  regard  to 
tiie  Spanish  colonies,  a  right  common  to  all  nations,  has  rendered  it 
impossible  for  him,  under  his  instructions,  to  make  such  engagement. 
He  thinks  that  his  Soverdgn  will  be  induced,  by  his  communications, 
to  ratify  the  treaty;  but  ami,  he  leaves  hhn  free,  either  to  adopt  that 
measure,  or  to  decline  it.  He  admits,  that  tiie  other  objections  are 
essentially  removed,  and  will  not,  in  themselves,  jn^vent  the  ratifi- 
cation, provided  the  difficulty  on  the  third  point  is  surmounted.  The 
result,  tiierefore,  is,  that  the  treaQr  is  declared  to  have  no  obligation 
whatever;  that  its  jratification  is  made  to  depend,  not  on  the  considera- 
tions which  led  to  its  adoption,  and  the  conditions  which  it  contains, 
but  on  a  new  article,  unconnected  with  it,  respecting  which  a  new 
negociation  must  be  opened,  of  indefinite  duration  and  donbtfol  issue. 

Under  this  view  of  the  subject,  the  course  to  be  pureed  would  ^ 
pear  to  be  direct  and  obvious,  if  the  affairs  of  Spain  had  remained  in 
the  state  in  which  they  were  when  this  Minister  sailed.  But,  it  is 
known,  that  an  important  change  has  dnoe  taken  place  in  tiie  gov- 
ernment of  that  country,  iniiich  cannot  fail  to  be  sensibly  firity  in  its 
intercourse  witii  other  nations.  The  ministn*  ^  Apain  has  esamitial- 
ly  declared  his  inability  to  act  in  consequence  <^  that  change.    WiOi 
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hiokf  howeTer^  under  his  present  powers^  notiiing  could  be  done.  The 
attitude  of  the  United  States  must  now  be  assumed^  on  full  considera- 
tion of  what  is  due  to  their  rights,  their  interest,  and  honor,  without 
regard  to  the  powei*s  or  incidents  of  the  late  n^ission.  We  may,  at 
pleasure,  occupy  Hie  territory  which  was  intended  and  provided,  by 
the  late  treaty,  as  an  indemnity  for  losses  so  long  since  sustained  by 
oar  citizens;  but  still,  nothing  could  be  settled  definitively  without  a 
treaty  between  the  two  nations.  Is  this  the  time  to  make  the  pres- 
sure? If  the  United  States  were  governed  by  views  of  ambition  an^ 
aggrandizement,  many  strong  reasons  might  be  given  in  its  favor. 
But  they  have  no  objects  of  that  kind  to  accomplish;  none  which  are 
not  founded  in  justice,  and  which  can  be  injured  by  forbearance. 
Great  hope  is  entertained  that  this  change  will  promote  the  happiness 
of  the  Spanish  nation.  The  good  order,  moderation,  and  humanity^ 
which  have  characterised  the  movement,  are  the  best  guarantees  of  its 
success.  The  United  States  would  not  be  justified,  in  their  own  es- 
timation, should  they  take  any  step  to  disturb  its  harmony.  When 
the  Spanish  government  is  completely  organized,  on  the  principles  of 
this  change,  as  it  is  expected  it  soon  will  be,  there  is  just  ground  to 
presume,  that  our  differences  with  Spain  will  be  speedily  and  satisfac- 
torily settled. 

With  these  remarks  I  submit  it  to  the  wisdom  of  Congress,  wheth- 
er it  will  not  still  be  advisable  to  postpone  any  decision  on  this  sub- 
ject until  the  next  session.
